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HELIAS, KNIGHT OF THE SWAN. 



The History of Heltaa Knight of the Swan as related 
in the following pages is an old English version of a 
very early and very popular Romance. — !t is sup- 
posed by Mr. Palgrave" that the most ancient form in 
which the story exists is in the " Chronicle of Tongrea" 
by the " Maitre de Guise" much of which was af- 
terwards incorporated into the " Mer des Hystoires." 
There is also an Icelandic Saga of HeSis the Knight 
of the Swan who is there represented as a Son ot 
Julius C«esar, and a similar legend is introduced into 
the German Romance of " Lohengrin" of which an 
edition was printed at Heidelberg so late as 1813. 
= The tradition that the celebrated Godfrey of Bou- 
logne was lineally descended from the Knight of the 
Swan is still current in the Duchy of Cleves, and 
forms one of the most interesting stories in Otmar's 
Volksagen. It must have obtahied an early and 
general circulation in Flanders ; for Nicolaea de

i. e. because formerly the Dukes of Brabant have 
been much belied, to wit, that they came with a Swan, 
I have undertaken to disclose the truth, and to pro- 
pound it in Dutch Rhyme. See Van Wynut, p. 270. 
From these concurrent sources it seems probable 
that the original fable was fabricated in Belgium or 
at least on the borders of the Rhine and a further 
evidence of the correctness of such a supposition is 
to be found in the circumstance of there being 
at the present day a chap-book in Flanders of fre- 
quent occurrence, entitled " tKe 3^iWer met tit 

There is also a French Romance upon this sub- 
ject consisting of about 30,000 lines, which was 
begun by one Renax or Renaux and finished by Gan- 
dor de Douay. It is enumerated among the MSS. 
in the Royal . Library at Paris by Montfaucon, " Le 
Roman, du Chevalier au Cigne en vers" — and in the 



British Museum Royal MSS. 15. e. 6. is a magnifi- 
cent volume of French Romaaces and Fabliaux — in 
which IB contained "L'Ystoiredu Chevalier auSigne" — 
a romance upon the subject of our hero extending to 
nearly 3,000 lines. This is probably the original of 
of a curious little poem entitled " ISfftbtUtt 
ttifiignr," reprinted by Mr. Utterson, for the R.ox- 
burghe Club from a MSS. ia tbe Cottonian Library. 
Caligula, a. 2. which has lieen quoted by Percy 
and Warton as an early specimen of alliterative ver- 
sification. It is contained in a small but thiclt folio 
Totume of paper comprising several other interest' 
ing specimens of Early English Poetry ; and al- 
though there may be some difference in the re- 
spective periods, when these poems were trans- 
cribed, we may without hesitation give a date to 
" ffljjtbtTtn assiant" at least as early as the reign of 
Henry the sixth, and, perhaps, in attributing to it a 
still more remote Eera, we might be nearer to the

It is from the lirat thirty-eight chapters of the 
above work that the following Romance was by 
Robert Copland, " newly translated out of Frenshe 
hito EnglyHhe at thinstigacion of the puyssant and 
iUustryous prynce, lorde Edwarde duke of Buck- 
ynghame" — This nobleman was beheaded upon Tower 
Hill 17th. May, 1521, and as Hclyas "of whome 
liiually, is djiscended my saydu Lorde" is represented 
to be the grandfather of Godfrey of Boulogne, it is to 
be supposed that it is through this latter that the 
duke made out his relationship to our hero. Percy, 
Reliques, vol, 3. page 277. speaking upon this subject 
says " A curious picture of the times ! While in Italy, 
literature and the tine arts were ready to burst forth 
with classical splendor under Leo X, the first peer of 
this realm was proud to derive his pedigree from a 
iabnlous Knight of the SmaH." 

Ames spealcs of " €^t SipSloro ol ftilpas finf ff^t 
of tl^idioannt, Smpc^nttDbu ZHgnkpn De ^ottlt, itt.

posfleasion it was, merely describing it as having figures 
and being printed on parchment.

Copland, the copy in the Garrick Collection in the 
British Museum from which the present is reprinted, 
is the only one known. 

It may be proper to remark that the History of 
Don Flores of Greece, Knight of the Swan, is totally 
distinct from the present work.

Than almt^bti God our Lorde willed that the 
eayd j'oman ahould finds the said children of tlie noble 
kin^ Oriact and of the good queens Beatrice big wifb. 
The which children satte under a tree echoue having a 
i^heine of silver as it Is said, under the said tree they 
gathered wild appellea and eat them with bread. The 
yoman beheld them gladlie and sulued tfaeym benuigiiely, 
and they answered nothing but ranne awaie before hin- 
Than he sued and ranue after them unto the hermitage, 
the better and eingulerl^ to knowe and consider their 
estate and their manor. And whan the good hermitte 
sawe the yoman renning after the .vii. children besolued 
__ him and eaid. Good frende I pray you for the l«vc of 
d that ye doo no harmo to these poore ohildren. Nay 
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for God good father said he: But I am gr^tly admer- 
Tailed to consider theyr estate, and of the silver chainea 
that I see aboute their neckes. My frende sdde the 
good hermite know ye for trouthe that even so as ye 
see I found them as yonge children new borne in this 
forest. And for to nourisshe theim miraculously came 
into this pleace a white goate, the which hath well 
susteyned and given theim her tetes to suke her milke 
the space of three yeres. And also to my power I have 
also diligently kept them winter and somer. Fairif 
father paid the yoman God yeld you good retribucion, 
and than he departed fro the holy hermitte^'iii tak- 
ing leave benignely of him and of the .vii. children^ 
And whan the yoman was retourned to Lilefort 
he went and salucd Matabrune and to her he recounted 
how he had founde .vii. yonge children in the forest hav- 
inge chaines of silver about their neckes^ the whiche 
wer sitting under a tre in gathering of wild apples. Of 
whose .words Matabrune was greatly admervailied/ whef^ 
fore she enquired of him diligently the trouthe. And 
whan she understode him she wist wel that thei were 
thti .vi. sonnes and the dough ter that the noble Qoene 
Beatrice had borne and conceived of king Oriant. ' The 
which bi her wickednesse she wende to have made to 
die, but God our soveraine helper that alwaie saveth 
them that he hath chose, had kept them from all 
harmes under his holy proteccion for he is the iust iudge 
stronge and pacient the which abideth the yre of hia 
veogeaunce unto the houre bi hiin ordeined. And ye 



ougbt to wite that M&lulirune vaa ftil sorye anil pcr- 
tourbed of tbeae lidinjfes, wherfore she railed secretly 
the said yoman and saide Come hittier my freende I tvold 
not for no Ireasour hut that 1 had heard these tidingea 
that thau hast broug'hl.

But if thou obey 
me be thou also sure that I shal reivarde thee and thi 
felawea in suche ivyse that ye shall never have need, 
I^Iadame said tlie yoman I shall doo your deayre, and I 
promyse you to alea them without doubt, so that ye ahaT 
know it expreseely. V\'e]I thau said she it suftiseth, go 
and doo yonr dilijrencc. And than Matabrunc full of 
woodnesse and furourc came to Markcs tliut she had first 
erdeyued for to bere the .vii. liiel children out of LUefort 
aud to make them die or to drowne tliem in a river, the 
which he had not dune for pitie tbat he had to beholde 
them ivheu he left them in the forest, and put out bis 
eyen and handled him ao that many wcnde that he had 
be dead. 

CHAP- XIV. 
Hnw at the eommaundcmeut of Matabrune an houndes 
man named Savary canie for to alea the .vii, litle 
chyldreo of king Uriant unkoowen in the Forest, 

fc;whe^c as they were trausmued into swannea. 
' the CDmmaundement of tlie pervers Matabrune her 
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ymnmar hmaadk» mm named iSavarytooke <M, UAowm 
•trongZBd migiiHwitkiiitt.fortofVtiiieK^ctKiMitlMM^ 
Ikiit unto tfaem wm coimmundeii for to «hsa. the .Wt 
ddldren of tke noble King Oriant anil kis good s^owe 
BoKtriee. And iio as the sajrd foatan and kii ftUnta 
passed bi a rilla^ they tawe mnche people asaedibM^ 
wfaerfore thei drew nere. And whan they were lynched 
Savarie demauaded wherfore they were so asseitibted; 
And they answered for to see a wotnan executed and 
brent by Justice. And wherfore sayd Samoy, what 
hanne hath she doone. And they sayd far thirt aba lurth 
murdred and slaine the childe that she bore in her 
owne bely. Than Sa?arie departed thens, «id by thuae 
Sondes remenbred the execucion and the ■Northnr tluit 
fte went to doo on the .vil. sinal children of Ike kiog and 
ef the qmae, wherby he was much esoiayed -and begaii 
ta refraine his courage and that which he had uadei* 
taken to doo in saying to his felowes. My brediren and 
felawes here is a feyre glasse or spectacle for us. Horn 
said tMi ? Have ye not seen said he that these people fa 
for to doo justice and put to death that unhappy woiMi 
for that she hath murthred and slaine that childe that 
she bare in her owne body. And therfore iaire frendes 
ye wot that my lady Matabrune hath sent us hldMr fbr 
to go occise and put to death .vU. faire litle childreii the 
which the other daye I founde in the middes of the 
forest, echone of them havinge a faire cha3nAe of aylyer 
at his necke, but cursed be he of God and confounded 
may he be that any harm^' shall doo to them. Beholde 
thi^ woman that they go to brenne and execute for on^ 
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ooly I'liiMe lliat she halh tnurdrcd aad was lier owne. 
Ctmaider we than what punioion might renne to ui for 
Cd put lo death the .vii. chyldren of the whiche 1 hire 
apobeo, the which to lu ne to her that commaUDdetk 
(.■aimot hinder ne bcre any doniage. Syr houudes mwi 
Bsyd lui felowes ye spake wijcli, and we be al of the 
same ad rise. They shall haie no harme «aydhe; but 
Ihia ire« maye do for to appease and contente the int- 
Bttdable iaiijuiic uf the perverce Matabnine, we aball );o 
to the .vii. chyldren and take al onely the L-haines of 
silver that ben at thcyr neckes, aod ihaa bere then] to 
llie cursed Matabrune and make ber to belevc tliat wc 
have slaiac and put them to death by the lokcui of the 
Bayd chaine*. To the which thinge arcordid his feJawes 
83 govi and true counceilc. And thui delibered they 
enired ioto the forest uiid came unto tbe litle hernutage 
irliere as were dwelling the said liieU chyldren with the 
devoute bermite Heliaa. Biit at that lioure they ne 
foDode but .vi. of the said children, fur the g^ud bermite 
WB3 gone to Bske meate iu tbe villa^a there aboute and 
had led with him bis godsonne one of the .Tii. children for 
to bcare tbe bceade and Buclic us was given to him in the 
countrey for fode of bim and tbe -vii- unknowen children. 
And whan the houiidcs man Savari and his felowes came 
nere the .vi. children abiden in the hermytage tbey set 
handes on them and toka them for to take away the 
chaines of sylver that ectie of them had at th«r neckea, 
but the poorc children began to crye piteously for 
feare that they Lad. Than aayd Santry. Doubt ytm of 
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fi[othin)(e faire children, for we ftball doo yott no hafmtf' 
if it please God. And ib this saying: the! tokethe 
chaines of their neckes. And as soone as their cbaines 
were of they were al transmned in an instaunt in fidre 
white swannes by the divine ^^ce, and be^an to flee in 
the ayre through the forest making a piteouis and 
lamentable crye, wherof Savary and his felowes were so 
afrayed that they fel to the erthe as in a swonne. And 
whan they were risen in trimblinge all for feare they 
sayde one to another alas what have we foonde heere ? 
veri God conforte us, what meaneth this that those .vi. 
children ben transmued into swannes. Ha false, dis-* 
loyall, and traytresse Matabrune by thee have we oyer 
grevously otfenced God. And hi thee have we merited 
right greveoua pnnicion, cursed be thou that ever sent 
us hither into this forest fo to commyt this grevouir 
offence and evilL Departe we hence said Savarie for all 
to longe have we ben here, we have foundeh but .vi. of the 
children but if the other were here present he should 
have no sharme of us ne displeasure. Retume we 
lightli with out shewing to ony of this, mervaylous 
adventure. But for to render answere . of our com- 
mission to that cursed and perverce Matabrune we shal 
bere to her these .vi. chaines of Silver and shal ^ve her 
to understande that we have lost one by the way 
as we retourned. And thus they ben . departed out 
of the forest and ben returned to Lilefort where as thel 
have founds Matabrune, to whome the! have certified 
to have slaine the .vii. children, and for a witnesse th^- 



nti preseuted the vl. dmints that cbey had aboule theyr 
*>ectes. And have gevcn her lo undcratand that ihey 
Itod lost one by the ivaie, whernf Matahrune nighe 
Enraged and waxed mad for angru that they had not 
lirought al aeyen and in her ivooilnesae rcpreved and 
thretened ihera sharpli.

And as the goldesiuith had put one in 
the fyre Co approve the silver; It multiplied in suche 
maner that it alone molten iveyed as muche and more 
than all the vi. together whereof the sayd goldeamyth 
and all bis meyny had great mcrvayle and were alt 
abasflhed, wherfore the sayde goldeamith gave the fire 
other chaynea of silver unto hia wife for to kepe and set 
aparte within her chambre or coffre.

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CHAP. xy. 

How the good hermite Helyas retoraed to his hennitage 
with his godsonne one of kynge Oryant sones, and 
founde not the other chyldren transmued into white 
' swannes. 

For to ensue the oryg3rnall of that I have entreprysed 
to wrytte I shal returne to speake of the devoute 
Hermite Helyas and of his godsonhe one of kyng 
Oryant sonnes, and of the paciente Quene Beatryce. It 
is to be knowen that anon after that the idi. children 
were transmued into white swannes retoumed into the 
hermitage the abovesayde hermite and his godsonne 
HeliaSf the which founde not the v* sonnes and the 
donghter that they had lefte there whan they departed 
wherof they were mervaylously displeasaunte. And 
than they began to cal them with hye voyce within the 
forest, but none aunswered. The good Hermite sought 
on the one syde, and his godsonne on the other syde on 
all partes of the forest as louge as the day lasted, but 
they founde them not wherfore thei ceasseduot to make 
great dole and sorowe all the nyght longe. And on the 
morowe yonge Hel3ras began aga3rne to seeke his bre- 
them and his sister weeping and wailing dolorouslye ai 
all discomforted through the forest. And so longe he 
wente hither and thyther that he arived n^(^h to s 
stagne or ponde where as he sawe vi. fkyre swannes all 
white swimming on the water, the whiche were lui 
bretheren and syster so transmued by the wyll of God 



buE it msunknowen to him, how ivel that naturallie he 
loohe pleasure to beholde them, wberfore he approched 
to them and they came and feested hiio, and he gave 
them bread that he had and stroked playne theyr fethera 
ivith hU hande by nature that moevud him llierto. And 
as it is notaMy recited in the cronycle of this present 
history ths aayde yon(;e Helyas iheyr brother went to 
visile [hein every daye, and did bere them to eate of the 
bread that was given to him furgoddes sake. Aod whan 
the hermitu had apperccived hym divers times so gvyoge 
to the sayde slaf^ne he demanded him why he went so 
diligently thettber to sporle him- And he prayed him 
not to b« displeased, for he had founde vi. fayre white 
swannes the which iiinde the greatest chere tliat was 
possible to nee. Now ivas the sayd Helias so faire bigi,'e, 
aud nel fourmed of tiodie and membres that his godfa- 
ther the good Hermite tookc s sioguler pleasure for to 
bebolde him, for he wag as parjite in his adolejicc that 
he semed almost a man viril in bis force. He ne knew 
his pareyl in prudence of understanding. There was 
not a wilde beast but he toohe lightly bi renning. He 
was honest and well maoered in all bis geales, and well 
attemprcd in his force and and noble hardioeiae, and 
all bi thinfiisiuu of the divine grace. For he never had 
conversed ne haunted the worlde. And yet was he suffi- 
cientit inatructe and right well learned in science and 
good uaners in sucbe ivise that his godfather had enter- 
prised and was delibered tor to dedie him to the service 
a office of a ptesle, til that the nungel of heaven 
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eame downe and reveled to the said good and devout 
hermite that Ck>d our sovierayne Lord almightie had 
otherwise ordayned for as it shall be expressly teherced 
here after in this present History* 

CHAP. XVI. 

How the false and parverce Matabrune made malegne- 
lously to afferme by an untrue knight named Ma- 
kayry that the noble Quene Beatrice had forfayted 
with a dogge. 

During this time was the good quene Beatrice incessa- 
bly deteined of prison, the whiche padently in her 
adversite alwaie praised the name of God in praying for 
her spouse the noble king Oriant, and that it wolde 
please him to succur her.

wamau loved hers, and ivulde not have done ony un- 
trouth lo his body to ;liave died ilierfore. But the 
etyil and wicked follte paiae them selfe alivay to noye 
and do aecom bran nee lo them that ben f^nod uud loved 
of God. And whan ilie noble kins' Oriant had heard 
the fala and untrue reporie lliat bi tiiia cursed knight 
ivaa affermed he was merveyiously aori and angry 
of the tidingcs. Wherfore tbe more Bledfantly to af' 
ferme tiiie lie the said faJa Makaire presented him (o fight 
Bgainal all men that woide say or dt^fende the con- 
trari of that he had reported, nherof the king was 
more angry than before and totalye dispited ogainat 
his wife, the which was in nolhing culpable of al that 
she was aucQsed. So he swore God and liys othe that 
for ihcae tidinges she should die, but if that there were 
any that wolde defends her therof In champe of halaile. 
Than ivenl there a noble squire and lolde frou cnde lo 
ende al these evil tidings to the good qucne and how 
the king bad sworne his oth that she shold die grcvuusjy 
(herfore, but if tliere ivere any that ivolde austeine her 
^uarel against the forenained Makayre, and whan the 
good quene heard these pitious tidioges liile lacked that 
■he ne died for soroive, wlierfore al lamentably she be- 
gan to complaine her sayinge- Alas I hare anguisshe 
on all sides. Alaa now see I well appcrlly that I am 
&lali betrayed, and yet I knoiv no man living thai fur 
to soBteine and defendc mi right wolde in any maner 
dUpose himselfe. But I shall relourne me to my sweete 
Lord Jeau Christ the whiche is the only piller and 
foundaiDent of all verite, and I have hope tlrnt he wii

helpe me. Alas mi God mi creatour that by your diTine 
wii reised tlie spirite of yonge Daniell for to rietiinie 
to the judlement and to save fro death the Qoble ladi 
Suzanne the which was publikeli led in justice hi to 
falfl iudges, the whieh with wrou|(e and uniustly had 
accused her of the vice and sinne of advoutry wherii 
she never thought, as afterward before al the people 
wa^ notably knowen and approved the trouth by the 
good Daniel the which yeided the two judges al cou- 
fused. Thou knowest my soveraine God in likewise 
that wrongfulli and without cause I am accused to mi 
good and faithful spousy king Oriant> wberfore I beseche 
and require thee humbli that it wil plaise thee to kepe 
and preserve me fro shamefiill death and confusion 
of the crime and sinne that I am accused of, wherof 
thou knowest me innocent and nothing worthy. And 
than benignely recomforted her the said squire, and 
after in weeping for pitie he departed humbly from her 
companie. And the good quene abode alway dolorously 
reclused and shitte in prison unto the time that God the 
which in everi place succoureth his servauntes divineli 
had purveied and ordeined as afterwarde ye shall beare. 

CHAP. XVII. 

How the aungell of God announced to the devoute her- 
mite Helias that the vi. sonnes and a doughtert he 
whiche he had founde in tbe forest were king Oriantes 
children, and that he shoulde sende yonge Helias to 
prove the trouth. 

Now hath God our soveraine lorde hearde and exalted 



Ihe detout prater of the ooble Quene Beatrice, and hath 

seat his holy aungel fro heaven to tel and declare to the 
derouie hermite Helias that the six eonnes and a dough- 
ler which he had foundc in the forest wher the children 
of kinfr Oriant, and that his good spouse Beatrice had 
conceived them of him, and had childed theiu at on only 
time. Bat the perverse Matahrune made him to beleve 
bi the midwife that she had borne and conceived ?ii. 
dog'ges which were issued of iter wumhe. And also that 
the swannes that hid godaoime Heliaa heot everi day to 
feed and austeine with l>r«ad in the punde wher hie v. 
brethern and his sister in such ivise transmued wbaa 
Savary Matahrunes houndea tnau and his felo^ves tooke 
awwe the chaines the which they had about iheyrneckea 
as he hath. And that he should seode his god sonne 
for to betight the false Makaire chat with wronge and 
ivilbout cause had aecused hia good mother the saide 
quene by the enhoriEinent of thee perverce Matcabrun 
that wolde have made hym to dye and the otiier vi. 
children, whan she charged a servaunt of hers for to 
ilea or make them peri^ihe, but for pitie that he had to 
beholde them he left them in the forest where as the 
devout e hermite found them. And sith Matabrune 
made to put their good mother in prison the which ai 
redy hntti ben so deceived the space of xvi. yere, 
wherhy he would obteine victorie and justice of hig 
enemies, and bi succession of time his brethren and his 
aiater should relurne into their owne fourme and nature 
maine aa they were before. And of theim should 
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come a i^reat fruit. For of his lignage should descend 
Godfrey of Boulion, that for to agment the holy faith of 
God shal conqaere the holy lande of Jhemsaleiii. So 
descended the heveuly aungd at the holy commaimde^ 
ment of our lorde, and came to announce unto the 
devoute hermit al that to him was ordeined of God as is 
before said.

But the 
pitie thai be had to beholde you moeved bim to leve 
you bI naked and nerc dead for honger io tbe same 
place ^¥lle^e as I at first founde you. Than sliorte time 
after the said Matabrun liarde some tidinges of you, and 
sent some foike againe for to destroy you, but ihe^ 
founde as than hut your v. brethern and your sister, 
from whomc ihei tokc tbe chniuca of silver tbat echone 
bt them had aboute their necke aa yc have, aod forth- 
with bi the divine wil of (iod thei were transmued into 
white sivannes, and ben they to whome he gave every 
day bread in the stagae. But in time coming tliey 6hal 
retoume into theyr owne nature humaine aa they were 
afore, and ehal make great fruite, but for the tbinges 
foresiud your father cotumaunded to put and liold 
■ good mother in prison, (lie which batli be captive 
space of xvi. whole yei^ea- And noiv againe 
Matabnine hath so uiuch done bi money tbat an 
untrue knight named Makaire of your fathers courte 
hath affermd that she had conseived and habited with a 
liogge, and tbat she had willed to kill and enpoysen 
him and the sud Matabrune wherfore tbe king hath 
ftwome to make to die your good mother, if none be 
igainst the said Makaire wil suateine her 
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iMBOiir ab4 liir qwu^ m ctmpe of bataile. Whcrfore 
Ih me if ordesv^d of God dial I admonest and wane 
ypu to go and upliolde her good ri|(ht against the foie* 
named Makaire and al the odier that willinglie hath 
Uamed her. And fdthout doubt ye shal obteine Yictbry 
and triumph against al her fidse enemies, where bi she 
shalbe delivered fro prison and restablisshed unto greater 
honour than she had before* And also there shall issue 
of your lignage a valiaunte and chivalrous prince that 
shal be named Godfrey of Boulion, the whiche in his 
age virill shall conquere the holy londe of Jherusalero, 
and other i^onntreis of beyond the sea for ever to aug* 
ment and encrease the right highe and puissaunt name 
of Jesus, and the holi foith catholike. And whan yonge 
Helias (wisely taught and enspired of God) heard his god- 
flMher speake in suche maner of that he had commaund- 
ed of God, he conformed him al holy to his divine wil 
and loving he delibered him to go see the father that 
had engendred him, and the good mother that had 
childed him, and of whose body he his y. brethem, his 
sister miraculously issued. And after al these thinges 
premised to eschue prolizite the hermit and his god- 
sonne disposed them that he should go so clothed in 
leaves and barfnted as he was with a simple staffe in his 
hande to succour his said mother, to thend that more 
apertli the dyvine and vertuous miracle of God should 
be shewed in him and than in weping thei departed 
amiably.

How king' Oriani sent for the good quene Bealrice hiu 
wife for to expuee to ber that wherof she was accu- 
sed and to condempne ber lo death. And haw Heliat 
hi« Sonne arived at the palais of his father for to 
defende and succour \xh mother fro de»th. 
In this time came the day tbut the noble biog Ofiant 
had decreed for to eondcinpne and make to die his good 
■pouse Qaeenc Beatrice by the false aci'iisaeions that of 
I ber Tiniustli had ben made. So (he kniKhl sent for her to 
I tbe prison for to make to expose in ber presence the 
I cryme of the whicLe by the ssyde Maliorie she had be 
[ irrangfolly accused. And wliun she ivaa led thither pub- 
rijrkely before many noble knl^htes and men of couocet 
Btiiat there were preeente assembled; she began incontl- 
) aalue the kln^ ber husbande encliniog her knees 
a reqniringe of mercy so pytiouslye that b1 the noble 
I iinightes had pUye to beholde ber, and in lyke wise the 
] lunge.was ao sory of here state that with create payne 
L Inyght be speake n worde he had such sorowe at his 
I herte. Than he commaunded the false Makaire to de- 
clare in her presence the crime wherof he hod accused 
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Ma* to him and forthwith he assured as afalsemurtherer 
b^an to say od high. Syr I have tolde you and yetwyll 
upholde before all here present, that I have seen her 
have compani and habitadon with a dogge, wherof she 
hath conceyved yiL whelpes, the whiche sith ben yssued 
of her'owne bodye. And more over she wolde have 
gyven venim to me for to have enpoysened and made to 
dye you and yonr mother my lady Matabrone the whiche 

1 vrolde never do unto you nor to none other person. 
Now ladye sayde the kynge to the good Beatrice his 
wife, ye heare how ye ben openly accused of a shamful, 
horrible, and vilaineous forfaitCL before me and my 
baronny, what defence wyll ye fynde. Your fiiulte dis- 
pleaseth me sore. But yf that ye wyll confesse the 
trouthe ye shall not dye, for I shall assygne your lyfe in 
some holy monastery of relygyon for to doo there 
penaunce and satisfaccion for om* synne and pray to God 
for you and me.

Oriant and of the iguene Beatryce, the which having a

confydence of God to saaleyne his good mother. And 

I'fdan he nue comen to the gate of the palaia he mette 

vfirste mth a boistous churle that rigorousli axed him 

Rfrhat he sou{;hl there ? I scuhe (aayd he) a false and 

F-traylrous knight named Mahayre. And he iveenirge to 

nocke him sayde that it was he. And Hclyas than lift 

up his staSe and with a free wyll hit liim on the head 

that he felled him to the ground. And fiirthwith came

And amonge the other there was one 

lb) that place that whan heherde hiin apeake ao, tolde 

him that Makaire iras in the consistory in (he bull of the 

I palays where as he accused the queue before (he kinge 

I of certayuc crimes the which hira aemed lo he falsly 
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impoted, and said that the quene was a right notable 
iadi and fill of vertues, and that with great wronge 
the same day thei wolde make her dye. And whan 
Helias heard him saye so he came lightly to him 
and embrasing him said, Gentil frende I pray thee 
that it please thee to lede me to the place that thou 
saiest, and he led him streight. And whan Hellas 
entred into the consistori wher as many folke weave 
assembled to see the demayne of the noble quee&e 
Beatryce, and yet many other that came to see 
what Helias wolde do that semed to be a wilde man.

^HSl Bome token of God, and in likewise were admerrayled 

all they that were there present. Than Helyas perfur- 

uiBshed his purpose sayinge. My lorde my father I do 

jou to nnderstande for trouthc that whan ye left in the 

keeping of your mother Mataltruae my mother the 

which was Mgge of chylde ivith me my brethren and 

my sister and that ye wente to warr and tighe agiunst 

p your ennemies, your sud mother Matobrune conceyred 
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mche an envy a^^inst my mother that she accompanied 
with the false olde midwife by silver suborned delibered 
for to do as ye shall heare. And for trouthe at the 
d^liveraunce of her burthen she chylded vi. sonnse 
wherof I am one and a doughter, and also we brought 
from . her wombe echone a faire chaiue of silver at our 
neckes such as ye se me have one.

in a fnyre ttagiie or ponde in the sayd forest, vrhvre aa 
often limes I have fed and given them briiail fur to eate- 
Sitheu finably is coinen the aun;;e) of tioil that hath 
recited al to the g'oud and devout lieniiite my godfather, 
in making him commaundement tiy Gud that this same 
<lay he, should send tne into the place ivliere as I am pre- 
sent for to save mi fuilfafull mother. And for this 
inteodon 1 am cnmis hither willi courage delihered in 
the confidence of God for tosiisteineanddefeudherfrom 
scathe by naturali iDclynacion, and to he ti^lit the traitre 
and untrue Makaire that hi his ivickediiesse wolde 
openly idame lier. And for to make thya uotahli to be 
verificd'ye may make the said Makaire and me to be 
kept in prison til ye please to sende for the good hermit 
for to witiiesse the trouthe. And whan bis father king 
Uryant hearde him speake thus he was yet more admer- 
vEtiled tlian Iiefore. So he liegan to apeake to tlie noble 
iiuene his wife saying. How gay ye lady, what bemelb 
yon of the worda of this yoage man. Certainly my lorde 
it how it is for I was at the houre of mi childing 
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00 sore travailed that I had not on me onie feling. Hpw 
be it I know wel that mi ladi your mother never Ibved 
me, wherfore yf she have doone wel yl I bdeve that ahe 
stud finde it.

CHAP. XIX. 

How the kynji^ Oriant commaunded to make armoures fot 
his Sonne Hellas to fight agaynst Maka]^, and than 
went to the good hermit^ in the forest. 
After these wordcs the noble kynge Oryant made to 
with draw the queene Beatrice honourably into a fayre 
chambre, in praysynge God his creatour as all recom- 
forted.

And whan llie kiug had ordeyned all these 
Ihiags he made muner as he woldt- go liount aud was 
mer^ailoudi glad of these tidinges he (mrposcd fur to go 
lo the good hermite io the forest, for to he al assured 
of tliat that his Buune had said and proiuiaed before him 
and hia counfell. And thus in departed (he noble kiog 
Oriaot with divers of hi« secrete knightce, and is comen in 
to the sayd forest, and without makinge delay they 
have so long sought that they have found the hermitage ' 
of the hennile Helias. And whan the king «awe him 
he descended of his horse, and in their saluingreverenili 
the king demaunded his name- And the good henulte 
aayd, ^yr 1 am brother Helias, and than knew the king 
that il was lie that he sought wherof he was right joyous, 
and tooke hiui a side tnekeli to be confessed of him. Id 
the which confessioo lie declared to him al! the case 
as the childe had suid. By the whiche the good Uermite 
in likeivise declared llie hourc, the day, and the time 
that he had fouoden the vii. children in the foreste 
and al that was happened by the aelfe maner as the 
yonge Helias had toldehis father.

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to thee? O false and penrerce tonif^es much worse 
than deadli venim. Have ye ben 80 hardy to make 
strife betwene the husbande and the wyfe. Have ye 
made to lie in the bead of tribulation betwene the sheetes 
of wepynges those that were wont to be in all mirdi and 
consolation. O good Lorde God I bescehe thee of merci, 
and pardon me mine ygnourance. Thou knowest how J 
have done it» for I my selfe have be traied, and maligne- 
lousli deceived by fols reporte. In this wise discon- 
forted tobke the Jcinge leave of the devoiit hermite. 
To whome he made for to deliver a great some of golde 
and silver to the entente that he should foande and 
edifie a churche of religion for the honour and reverence 
of the glorious virgin our lady sainct Mary, And for the 
remuneracion of his vii. children the which in suche 
wise myraclusly there had be nourisshed and sus tented 
by the divine providence of God. And than he retoumed 
to' his citie of Lylefort with his people for to comferme 
the iourney that he had ordeyned of his sonne yonge 
Helyas and of the fals knight Makayre^ and to dispose 
all the mater as time semed best.

leased, as ixioocente and not culpitble of that to her 
■ ,Mraa imposed, \vherof rii;ht humbly she yelded graces 
Rand praiffynges to God. And also for her deliveraunce 
ie joye in thanking our Lorde. After he made to 
e Matabrun and pnt her fast in prysoii with iiii. ser. 
o kepe her that she should not He thena til 
K,lKr caie were detcrmiaed by justice. Than couse- 
r j^ently he sent for the untrue knight Makaire for to be 
p K the journey (ordcyned by the kinge) for to fight 
I s^nat hja eonne yonge Hellas, that God hath sent for 
; quarell of his good mother the 
I queene Beatrice. Helyaa than was wel armed by two 
Llcaightes, (hat the king had ordeiued thcrto al rnaner of 
■pieces of hameys right well steled. The helme of the 
: richeli lieaene as it apperteined unto a kinges 
e, with precious devises to him condeaent. His 
P'llidlde on hia arrae, and hia apeare in hia hande the 
I Wllich he couched in the reest as al enapyred of God. 
I After they gave him a fayre armynj^e swearde well 
ll«leeledand euttinge. And Hnahly they mounted him 
l.turely upona good and mighty eourser well barded and 
rtnpped as it belongeth to suche a poynCe. And on the 
r parte was apparelled the false Makayre, the which 
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was not over glacl df tHt^ that him behov^ tadoo. For 
he consydered wdU that he had no gpod caus^ ne. iiist 
qnarel of that that he suateined a^ynst the £u|Jhiiill 
queene Beatrice. And m4i«ieover that he sajve her ^1 
redy delyvered of pry son at her free, liberie, and the 
ftAte Matalinine straitely holden in prison. B\Lt al 
these thinges notwithstandinge yet made he maner to 
have iuste cause in bis fayte, but there is no wisdome 
against the wyl of God. And whan they were, both 
redy on the one side ,and other, there assembled anon 
many knightes the which made thdm to sweare that 
eehe of them thought to ha?e good cause in thatquarel 
different that the one against the other wolde sus- 
leine- The whiche Makaire like as did Hfilias, but 
or he left the feild him selfe confessed the contrary be- 
fore the kinge» the queue and many other noble 
knightes and damoyselles. 

CHAP. XXI. 

How Helyas the noble knight of the swanne yain- 
quisshed and overcame the false Makayre in campe 
of battayle. 

Thus hath Helyas and Makayre swome before them 
that were ordeyned for to judge the champ of batayle, 
and of that, that should be doone. And for to ae this 
noble adventure of armes there came so great multitude 
of people that they coulde not be numbred.

Come, come, drawe nere my ininioD ye 
ihal «ee this daye if your overwening youth may reaiet 
agay nst me. And how be it that lie wend to sliew him- 
■clfe hardy yet he said these worda liut for great feare 
tbat he had- Aud on the other pane the noble Helias 
■aid. A tnyter 1 am uowe right glad to see thee heare 
in this place, as I have deayred, for I come to thee 
htimbly in the name of our lorde and at his commaunde- 
ment for to susteioe veKtaiily the juste quarel of my 
l^od mother the which untruely thou hast over muche 
wherfore in my good confidence I hope thi^ 
lAiye to shew agaynsttbee, the strength and hieprayselo 
right arme of God. Now come, come, saydc Makayre 
iproche. So I tvil »ald Helyas. Than with great 
of hors and the apeare couched in the reest 
Ihey mette with suche raundom that Helias made 
Makaire and his horse to foundre to the erthe. 
Ol the which thing Makayre was greatly admer- 
vayted and sayde. Ha yonge sonne will ye sbewe the

mif(ht of your pleasaunt youth a^^ynst me, truly ye 
shall fele this dayethat there is streuf^th in myarme. 
We] wcl said Helias, come uere, I am. all assured .of 
thee. And than with cours of horse Makidre icame 
wenin^ to smite liim al unwars, so that by treason ^e 
made him a litle wound so that a Mtle bloud yssued. 
And whao the queene sawe that she was ri^ht sori at 
herte, wherfore she praied mekely unto God aqd his 
holy mother that it wolde please them to succour her 
poore childe, that susteyned verite, and proclamed .her 
vpyce sayinfire Soverayne God of Paradise that i^ve vic- 
tory unto the children of Isarael against the froward Pha- 
raon that uniustly helde them iu captivitie I praye thee 
if it please thee to give victory to my sonne, the whych 
it hath pleased thee to send hither for to deliver me out of 
prison, and reprove the treason and falsnesse that wickedly 
and with wrong was propenced against me as thou 
knowest the trouthe. And also all the assistentes were 
spry. for that stroke, for echone had set theyr love ou 
yonge Helyas but he coulde in no wise perisshe in the 
kepinge of God. And whan he felt hiraselfe so tnnt- 
rously wounded he resembled the knight that taketh* 
courage whan the seeth his bloud shedde. And in es- 
crienge high he sayd to Makayre. A traytre, false^ and 
disloyall haddest thou at this houre thought to betray me. 
Suffiseth it thee not to have wylled to betrayed mi good 
mother without wylling to betraye mortally her sonnet- 
Now retourne to me, for I hope in the pleasure of God 
to mete thee in suche wise that upon thy bodi presently 
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by me shall lie executed the insuperable right arms 
afGod wherin U all my trust. Well aniii Makajre come 
nere I defye tli^e. So shal I Haytle Helyaa in suche 
wise that it shall nat nede to retiiriie any mare. And 
in this sayinite Heliaa broched bin horse with hia spurres 
and couphed bia speare in the reest with auche courage 
go that he reversed Makaires heline to the erth and ud- 
corered his head. And ivhun Heliaa saw that, he alight 
□f his horse and drew hia aiverd of armea whcrwith he 
gave him auchc a stroke that ahantly he miffht reinoTe. 
And on the otiier parte i-atne his horae aB'ainsl Makairea 
horae, the "hich by might of flynging brake his reines 
behinde, and sith rniraculously made him to fal from hia 
horse, wherby yonge Helyas recovered to Sinite upon him 
vertuoualy amoteufhia armewith hia awerdlo the erthe> 
And whaathe false Makaire aaw him eelfeaodaiiijyevayn' 
quiesbed be began huinblye to yelde him to Heliaa 
eayiuge. Ha yonge sonne, thou hast overcome me, 
and I yelde me vvholy to thee but I adlure thee in 
the name of God that thou tel me what thou arte. I 
am stud he Hclyas sonne of king Oriaut and of his 
good queene BQatrice that am comen helber at the 
commanndcment of God for to suateine her good and 
iuat quarel against thee and all her enemies. Ha noble 
lunges Sonne said he I re<inire thee take me to mercy 
and pardon me mine offence. A false recreaunc traytre 
aayd Heliaa thou shall not escape so. For I will see 
u of thi life or I leave thia feeld. Yet 
d Makatre that it ivill please thee to save 
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my life for this houre tyl I have tolde thee^ the trouthe of 
the fiUs treason that hath be done to thi good mother .and 
to her children without to hide any pointe before the 
kyng thy noble father^ the mother, and the assystentes. 
Andidso I shall name and tel where the goldeemiihis 
that hath chaines of silver-that thevisshely and by violeace 
were taken fro thi brothreu and sister, wherby they were 
forthwith. tranmuted into white swanues as thou hast 
said. And whan Heiias heard him speake so he differred 
to put him streight to death to the ende that by him selfe^ 
should be confessed the treason that to his moUier him- 
selfe, with his brethren and sbter had be doone. And 
whan he called them that were ordeined to make re- 
porte of them two doone in the sayd feelde. 



CHAP. XXII. 

How Makaire confessed openly before the kyng and the 
queene all the people the treason doone to the sayde 
queene and his children. And how he was hanged 
as a fals traytour on the galowes. 

Than they came reverently as to him that miraculously 
had abtayned victory and tryum^phe over his enemy. 
And he bad them incontinente that they should make 
the kynge, the Queene and the knightes to approche 
thither and tolde them that Makayre had promised to 
recite the treason that he and Matabrune had doone to 
his good mother and to her children.

But 
in demaundinge you pardon I shall tell you irouthe of 
all the Iregaon tbal afore bath ben done to your noble 
wife and to your children, and than doo with uie what it 
pleaseth you, forlbave well deserved the dralb. That is 
wel sayd quoth the kinge, nowaay on. Sir sayd Makiute 
it is of trouthe that Malabrune your mother counseyled 
her with mc of alt that she hath done. And fyrst she 
l^ave the good quene your wife to understand that she 
hod conceyved, vii- dof^K^Si Iju' know ;e that it was 
a lisin^, for she childed vii. faire children, that 
is to wite vi. sonoes and a doughler, tbe which 
brought at theyr byrth eche of them a cbaine of aylver 
at theyr neckea. But Matabnine aente them to be 
loate or slayne by one of her servuuntes named 
Marliea, how be it he did not so, but lefte them in a 
foreate as your sonne halli sayd, wherof whan she was 
advertysed and that she had tidinges of them : her self 
put out both the eyene of the sayd Markea so that he 
■ yet blind. Thau she tent thither other of her ser- 
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Tauntes for to put them to death, but they found but 
vi. children, to whome they did nothing but tooke sivay 
theyr ebaines that was about their neckes wherby in- 
continent thei were inued in white swannes. 'And of the 
sayd chainee Matabrune made to make a cuppe by her 
goldsmith, for whom ye may sende and know the tronthe. 
And of this that 1 charged culpable the good quene to 
have poysooed you and your mother, 1 confeaae here 
presently before you and your baronni that she never 
propenced it, but my selfe adiusted it to her at thynsty- 
gacion, of your mother. And here I cry her mercy, and 
you nleo of the offence that 1 have commised. And 
whan the noble kiuffe Oriant heard Makayre epeake in 
this wise he began to weepe leiiderly and syth beniguely 
he came and enbraced hia good apouse the noble queene 
Beatrice in saying. My love I have doone you great 
wronge, but pardon me if ye please, for I have doone it 
hi ygnoraunce, which displeaseth me greatly- My lord 
said she I forgive il you with right good Lerte, for I know 
well that ye be sorowfuU of mygrevoufl misehefe. And 
therwitb the kiag and the qiiene ivent and kyssed theyr 
Bonne Helias in Idessing and Ihankynge him of the vic- 
tory and tryumphe that he had and yelded graces unlo 
God. And in lykewise all the knightes squires, and 
ladyes ivilh all the whole comynally that tljere were 
feasted hitn and made joye and aolempnite for so hie and 
sumptuous a rayraele, wherby they saw the king and the 
quene remised and set in good love and unite of herC to- 
({ither. Than bi the commaundement of the ni 



Oriant the aayd fels reproved traylre Mftkayre was 
draweo to the ^alowes and there aliamfully hanged and 
strangled as a recreant knight lliat he was. 

CHAP. xxin. 
How kinjfe Oryant sent for the ^oldsmyth the which 
brouffUt the other v. ehainea tliet he had deteined 
and recited al the loyrade rioone with thera. 
Whan yonge Helyas aoiinc of Kynge Oryant and of the 
good t|uecne Beatryec had myracnlously obteyned viC' 
lory of his entny Makayre aa it is sayde, the kinge and 
the qneene retorned araraernusli together into tlie ball 
of the palaya with iheir said aonne. The which by his 
knightea was incontinent unarmed for to rcfresshe him. 
And after with bo great joy and hononr he was ao nobli 
feasted ibat non hath pusathlite to tell it. Every person 
reioyced them in theyr degree. ConviTCB, dauncea, and 
sports were incontinent rcyaed i.i ihe palays. Tronipeta, 
clerona and mani other iniitnimentee of musike were 
Bssembledtheretoreioycehia company. The bisahopand 
the clergy wyth al the habytauntes and burgeyaea iverc 
honestly receyved. Open courte waa holden to all 
comers, for to collaude in magnificence the sayd nobl« 
adventure. That on the morow were made dcvoute pro- 
ceations whereto all the people came in giving gracea 
and thanks to God of all hys divine benilitea, aad at the 
retourninge was songe and celebred a masae solempnely 
by the sayd bisshop, in ihe presence of (he kinge, the 
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qaeene^ theyr noble Sonne Helyas, and al theyf clteWd^ 

rye, and after naasse echone were receyyed better tban 

they were bef(Q(re» in sucbe wise that bi lon^fe'spaee of 

time was made feest, ^ame, and tourneimentes so that 

there was ne?er seen such. And duringr this feest the 

goldsmith was sent for, to whome Macabrune had j^fYtn 

the chaynes of siker to make a cnppe, for to know the 

tronth of him. The which came incontinent and brought 

V. of the sayde chaynes and a cuppe of sylver that he 

had over whan he made the other» as it pleased God for 

to recover the vi children. And so freely he came to 

the kyng and sayde. Syr here ben vi. chaynes of sylver 

and a cuppe» the which inyracnloiiBly I have had oi^ the 

surplas of the cup that your mother^ Matabmne gave me 

to make, and how was this doone'sayd the king; wyte 

ye sirsayd the goldamyth that yeur jndtherhroaght 

me vi. chaynes of syiver for tu make a cnppe, snche as 

she devised. But whan I began to melte the ^m^ the 

sayd chaynes it multiplied so by the grace of God that it 

weyed twise as muehe as all the n. diaynes> together^ 

wherfore I reserved one for paynent of the £scioiii . And 

sith 1 have kept reverentlye the other v. chaynes iii my 

coffre as precious and ful of vertne, the whych I present 

you here. And if in this doing 1 have offended or myase 

doene agaybst your riall muestie : I offre me toimake 

anendes. Certainli sayd thekyng ye speake wbyiy and 

like a good man, and if ye have comroised oni wroag in 

this I forgeve you hertely.* Than the king^ and.the 

queene looke those precious diajmes and kissed tbem' 
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reverentlie in weeping- snd liev»aylin(f naturally theyr 
poore children that |jy so f^reat treason were mued and 
conrerted into aivannea. And soone upon that came 
MarVes that was blinde by Alatabnine, and by the furour 
of her rage had both his eyne put out whan the king 
eaw him he demaunded him who hath doone it. Alas 
syr sayd he, your mother hath done this evill. And 
wherfore sayde the kinge : Alas syr sayde he, whan 
your vii. children where borne she gave me thera for to 
drowne or make them die to the ende to make the 
qiieene beieve that she had wli^lpcd vii. dog'ges. But 
whan I was in a forest I layde them all in a playoe upon 
my mautell for lo se them. And as t began to behold 
them the; began all to laugh upon me so lovinglye that 
for to have lost my life 1 cold not have doone them any 
hanne but yet it grered me sore to be constreyned to 
leve them in that place all dispourvcyed. And whan 
she wist that they were yet alive, and that I had not ful- 
filled her ivicked wil she herselfe by her madnesse put 
oute boihc mine eyene. And whan Helyaa heard liiio 
speke thus he had grcate pitte on htm, wherfore hum- 
bly he turned hym to God aayirige. Soverayne God of 
paradise that by thy divine goodnesse and insaciable 
mercye enlumbed and gave syght to Che poore blinde 
man the whiche satte in the hie way beg'ginge for his 
life. T thee supplie and requyer htimbly by the benig- 
nite that it ivil please thee to enlumyne and geve sight 
to tbis poore blinde creature, the which hath ben cause 
lalvscion of mv life, bv the which he hath loste 
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hys eeyen. And whan he had made his prayers he made 
the signe of the crosse upon the eyen of the sayd 
MarJceSy the which incontinent after hi the grace of Al- 
mighti Ood saw as clerely as ever he dyd, wherfore the 
kinge and the queene with all the whole assistentes were 
greatli admerrayled. And incontinent they gave laudes 
and thankynges unto our Lord, with him the which 
was newly enlumined of his sight. In reknowledgyng 
the graces and vertus of our Saviour, and redemptonr 
Jesu Christ the which he had myraculousli shewed at 
the praier and supplycacion of his good knight Helyas. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

How the false Matabrune made the kepers of the prison 
so dronkin that they slept whiles she fled away. 
And how the' Swannes, retoumed to thevr fourme 
humayne. 

Noow ye ought to wit or we procede any ferther that 
the same day that the justes were made betwene Helias 
and Makaire that Matabrune beinge in prison made in 
suche wyse to drink e them that king Oriant . had 
commysed to keep her that she made them to slepe 
all dronken. And sith founde maner to escape, 
and with certayne of her folke she withdrew her 
in a castel of hers named Maubruiant to thend to 
kepe and preserve her froiti harme which she thought 
should come to her, for the perverce treason and 
untrouth that she had commised agaynst the kinge imd 
his good spouse the noble queene Beatrice. Wherfore 



the kyng maile (frevoualy to punysshe them that had her 
ID kepiDg. 

But for to rcturne to the subgect of the cronykill 
of the noble Hellas koi^lit of the sn-aiie. It is to be 
noted that the said Keliu kaiyht of the sivaune de- 
maunded of kyns; Oriuiit hia father (hat it ivolde 
please bjin to gite him the chaines of silver of liia 
brathera and slitter that the g-oldeeiiiith hud brou^t. 
The which he di-livcred him with (food herle for to liis- 
pose them at hia pleasure. Iliaii he made an olhe and 
aware that he woide uever rest tyll he hid so longe 
sought by poiides anil stagnes that he had fouode hia ?. 
brethren uod hia dster, which were tninsmiied ia tu 
aiTEinnes. But our lurde that conaoleth hia freeodea in 
eKaltitige their gtiod will shewed ^freatly hia vertue. 
For in the river that ramie about the kingea palaya 
appered risibly the awciiiiies before all the people. And 
whan Helias had ^en them : he called diligentli the 
king and tlie i|uee(ii' his father and mother saiing. I 
pray you my lord ant! inv lady that ye will lightly come 
and Be your other notable children mi v. brethren and 
my siEter. The which ben now presently arived upon 
the river that is about thi" palays. And incontinent the 
kynge and the queene descended wyth many lordes, 
knightea, and gentilineii, and came ivith great diligence 
upon the wuter syde, fur to see the above sayde Swannea. 
The king and the queene beheldc them piteousli in 
weeping for sorow that they had to se thejr poor 



lildren so transmued into 



And whan they 
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•aw the good Heltas eome nere them they begad to 
make a mervaylous feast and reioyced them in the 
water. 80 he approched upon the brinke, and whad 
they lawe him nere them : they came lightli fawning and 
flikeiing about him making him chere, and he playned 
lovingli theyr fethen. After he shewed them the chaynes 
of silf er, where by they set them in good ordre before 
him. And to five of them he remised the chaynes 
about theyr neckes, and sodeynlye they began to 
retoume in theyr propre humayne forme as they were 
before/ and before al miraculsly they shewed them iiiL 
fayr sonnes and a doughter. To whome diligentlie the 
king and the qneene ranne^ and naturalli kissed them 
as their children, wherof everye man had mervaile, and 
ioyed of the divine miracle of God so notably shewed. 
And whan the other swanne (whose chaioe was molten 
for to make the cuppes as afore is sayd) saw his 
brethren and his sister retouroed into the3rr humaine 
fourmes he lept agayn all sorowfully into the river, and 
for dole that he had he plucked almost al his fethers to 
the bare flesshe. And whan the good Helias saw him so 
dolorously demeane himselfe; he tooke him to weepe 
for sorow, and recomforted him sayinge. My dere 
brother my freende, have somwhat pacience, and dis- 
comforte you not. For I shall make so meeke and 
humble praiers unto God almighti for you, that yet I 
shall se you ones a noble knight. And than the swaibne 
began to enclyne and bowe downe his head as in 
thanking him and syth plunged hymselfe all togyther 
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in the water. And far bira in likewise the kinge and 
(lie queene made muclie lamenlaL-ioD, But Helyas con- 
forted them sweetly, and sayde to thern that he wolde in 
suche wysc pray untu our lorde for him that in sliorte 
linae he should retourne itito his oivue naturall fournie, 
Aad thus they ceased somwhat of theyr snrowe by the 
conselacion atid goodly worijes of the suid HeliiLS for 
tlieyr other sonne, wherfore than tbey tuke benifrnely 
the other v- children and ledde them to the churcbe 
where tliey made them lu be baptised. And the may- 
den was named Rose, of ivhome after uarde deai'ended a 
noble li^nage and worthy of praising. And the other 
aoQ&eB were oauied and called at the fuule after the good 
discretion of the kinge and the quecne. The whiche 
soDnes aUo in lykevvise were ry^'ht noble and vertuoiu 
knyghtei and beloved of God. Than after their bap- 
tiaing tbei were solempnelyconduited and ledde into the 
palays, aud there feasted in all joyc as it appertejned 
well. Aod thither earn many for to see litem in laudinge 
and roagnifieoce the name of our almif^hty saviour, that 
so miraculously shewed his ^reat vertue. 



CHAP. XXV. 

How kinge Oriant gave his realinc to his sonne Helias, 

whereof be made to iTowue bim kynge honourably 

and than gave him leve to go take bis mother Mata- 

brauin the casiell ofMaubruyaot, and there be brente 

^ her in a great fyre. 

R all these thinges afore sayd king Oryant know 
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ledjfed the grace of God that was sowen in his soikne the 

noble Helyas : he made to call afore him dyvers great

barons and knyghtes with his peers which iirere alwa^ 
with him. And they comen he made to call in (^resent 
the noble Helias and said to him. My rig^ht dere'and 
welbeloved sonne. I have knowledged and also my 
lords here present have sene that ye be fulfilled of CMs 
grace^ as notabli apereth by the miracles and digne 
faites that by your holi praier have here be shewed, 
wherfore I depose me presently of al my realme con- 
stituing you king and lorde of all my landes' and conntreys 
and 'wil that fro hens forwarde ye be. honoured and 
'Served and obeyed without any gaynsayinge. And in 
the witnesse of this thinge, and for to sbewe that it so 
pleaseth me; heare is the crowne of the realme, the 
which in the presence of the queene your mother and 
all the noble assistentes I set upon your head and give 
it to you as king. My lorde sayd Helis I thanke^you 
•humbly^ how well that I am not wortby ne suffisaunt to 
'rule and governe one so noble and puissaunt realme as 
yours is. But sith that it pleaseth you so to doo/ and 
that it is the wyll of God in nothing wyl I gaine say you.

you so I promise you my faith tbat I shall never cease 
lyl 1 hare wunne and taken tlie aayd caatel named Mau- 
bniaut anil do rieriKht justice upon her tbat in sucheinuer 
ivith wron^ hath wylled to betray my mother and us 
her children. And after (hat the nol>le Helias wad 
crowned and couatituted king and lorde of the realme 
of Lilefort mth all honoiir and tryuinph as afore ia lalde 
in the presence of his mother Quecne Beatrice and of 
al the noble prynces and kuyglitea of the realme, the 
whichc were ry^ht ioyous. He made to prepaire a lytle 
boste of men of warre to go with him to Maubrayant, 
that is to wite aboute foure thousand Crosbowe men, 
two M> men of armea, al chosen folkc beside fotemen 
that nereabout vi.C. And Chan accompanyedivith an C. 
noble knightea he departed fro Lylefurt, with his 
people he went and beayeged thecaalell of Maubruyant, 
and to make short he gave so stronge and merraylous 
aasaute to al them that were tvithin that they might 
nothing rpsiat wherfore he and his men wel armed 
entred their in valyauntlye without any gaynaaying.

] that she sawe the Castel taken, she fortified her 
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within 4 tour with certayne of her gentylmen and 
damoyselles wenin^ to holde her there in saiifte; Bat 
whankynge Helyas knew it he came to the doi« of tiie 
sayde tonre with certayne of hisfolke and brake it open, 
and founde her therin. And a^ Isoone as the kinge 
apperceyTcd her he came to her with great courage and 
kest her to the earth saying. Ha false olde witche diou 
hastbetrayed my mother and madens to sufire Bomttehe 
evyll. Yf it were not for the honour of God, and liie 
bloud wherof I am comen my selfe should slea thee. And 
than she wist not what to saye but that they should lede 
her to king Oriant her sonne. But Hclias' told her 
that she should never se him, and made to lede her 
downe to the base courte, wher as a great place was 
made with a stake and wood and coles for to brenne 
her as she had deserved, wherto echone besied. And 
whjon she was so bounde at the stake, and that ther was 
no more remedi of her life she was somwhat moved 
with contricion, and cryed unto kynge Helyas in saying, 
Ha my sonne I cry you mercy. I knowledge and it is 
true that I have wel deserved the deathe for I have 
falsly betrayed your mother, and made her to under- 
stande that of her body were yssued vii. whelpes, and 
she of trouthe childed vii. fayre children, the which at 
thfeir birth brought eche of them a chaine of silver at 
theyr necke but by mine untrouthe I sent them by on 
of my servauntes for to droune or slea them, but God 
preserved [them fro yll, and yet by my wickednesse I 
thought to make to die the good queeue Beatryce your 
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moiher, in imposynKe to her crime that she wold have 
hetmed her spouse kiiifi-Orianl anil me, wherin ehe 
never thought, ao h it ir<iurl rygbt that I die, for towarde 
God I have deserved il. Tu whom I beset'he that he 
pardon ne, and that the paine that 1 shal suflre in 
dienge may be tourned if it please him to the saligfac- 
cion of all my sinnea. And also I require you to pardon 
me for I die willingly and I for)(ive you mi death. 
Truly 9ayd kiug'e Helias 1 pardon you an tu my parte, 
but yet shall ye die by justice, and I pray t!od forgyve 
you. Than woi wood and dry thorues layde about her 
aud fyre set therin and so she was brent for her demi- 
ritei before al the people. And whan the execution was 
doone, the kinge with his people retoumed diligently 
to Lilefort ivher as he was honourabli reteired, and 
than he went and (olde his mother what he bad doone 
aayinge. Moiher reioyce you, for ye be revenged now 
of the perverce Matabrune, for I ha?e made her to be 
lirente for her demeritea, And the queene anawered. 
My right dere sonne I thanke you, Jesus forgeve her 
soole. And thus they abode amiable in good peace 
wherof all the people reioyced. 






CHAP. xxvr. 

Helyftfi tooke leave of the kyog hie father and of his 

mother for to folow the adventure of bis brother the 

swanne that appered on the river before a ship. 

Aetbh eerlayne tyme that the ficloryous kynge Helyae

And I remitte whole into your han(ies the Realme 
of Lilefort. And thus humbly I take leve of you in 
leving this noble countrey for to go at the commaunde- 
ment of our Lord bi the condutinge of my brother. For 
I have stedfast hope in me that our Lord hath doone i^ 
for the best, and that he wyl leve him yet in the fdunne 



of a swanne for to guyde and leade roe aurely to some 
good porte where aa I maye to liid iUi>iie ivyll 'loo some 
vertuous fruyte. And thus wil I gi> iiilh him, and to 
^^^«u Christ Icoofi'inWiide you. Am! iti lliid saying: he 
^Htveiit and kissed the kyog nod tbe qiieeue liis father and 
^HiDother, his brethren and his ay liter The which wepte 
^H:bo tenderly that it was pitie for to se iheio.

And whan Helyas had thus mekelye taken liis leave of

I Mid armes of hoooure into the ahvppe, uilh hya tarjret 
isdhis bright sbeelde, of tvhiche as it is wriien the felde 
jns of sylver and there on a double crosee of golde, 
^an after the noble kinge Oriant i-ame and presented 
Johiasonne an home, and said- My right dere and 
IfClbeloTed Sonne, here is an home that 1 gyve you, the 
■rUcb ye shal keep if it please you, for my sake- And 
be ye sore that it bnth.suche wrlue that what man 
loever bloivelb it lomle may not have auoy ne dotnagt 
at the pleasure uf liod. And 1 Ueseihe (i'ld humbly 
Ibat he give you joyful going and huiioiir : 
tonming, and saufte in your viage. And Ibi 
wai yet in the pakys with the kyog the 
r foTjre meruaylouB cryes as by mane. 
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brother, wherof the king and the queeoe withall them 
that were th«re were ^rreatly BbDMhed. So descended 
anon the utijd Helyas with his pareiitea and frendei, the 
which came Id convey him utito the brlnlie of the 
iTHter. And whan the sivanne sawe hem be Sickered 
and regoysed as in making' maner to mete tbe saide 
Helyaa. And lliere every man blessed the sayd swaaoe 
saying. It is domage of this poure ehild that hath loit 
his fourmc huntain the which Oud aendc hiiu But yet 
was not the lime i^omeo ordcined of God that he should 
turnc in his humaoiCe, for a more greater welth that 
should ensue after. And there was the kinge and the 
(]uene witli their children weping profoundeli for pitie 
that they had to bcliolde tbeir noble bloude so transG- 
gTired into a SAvane. Than enlred Helias into a shyp 
taking general leave of all iila freeiidea The which 
retourned weping and aoroiving fur the good Helias the 
noble kiu^'ht of [be swanrie, that went at bis adventures 
in strange counlriea at the good com maun dement of 
God, and the guiding of the awanne. So the swanne 
put him afore the slilppe, the wjiich he made to seoure 
upon the water in suche wise that they were anon ferre 
fro Lyieforte And thus contluited the swaniie from 
ryver to ryver the noble Helyas tyl unto the place or- 
deyned of God for to give him a wife, of whome should 
yssue a fayre doughter that should here three eoanes, by 
whome should be gretli exalted the faytb of our lorde 
Jesu Christ.

To come alwaye to the eOecCe of the nohle cronycle the 

which I have begon to trcacc to the verite of ihat which 

is wrylen in many other notable hystoryes 1 aliall leve 

a lytte to epeakc of the noble Helyaa knyght of the 

swanne that is fletiiif^e on the water comynge to the 

cytye of Nimaye before the emperour and by divine 

proTydence to ansteyne the right of the good duchesse 

of Boulyon, as after it Is sayde. 

It is no that the ryght noble emperour of almuyne 
named Otton first of that name, that had under him the 
land of Dantaine, of Lyege, and of Nammur, helde bis 
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syege of justice and the court of his p«rliainent in the 
citie of Nimay. And thither al they that were oppressed, 
or domaged came to axe right of themperonr, that was 
a verie iust iudge and good justiciar. So than the erle of 
Frankebourke made to apere the duchesse of Boulyon 
before him, uniustlye to usurpe the duchy bi false giving 
to understatide. And at a day set appered the erle de- 
maundaunt in mater of novelte on the on parte, and the 
duchesse of Boulyon defendrcsse on the other parte. The 
whiche had brought her doughter with her that was a 
(aire damoisel. And whan the counsel was comen and 
assembled afore the emperour, the erle made to plede 
his cause. In the which plea he made iniuriously to 
pose and put in faite that the said duchesse had made to 
enpoysen her husband, the which was his brother. And 
that her said husband about the space of iii. yeres was in 
straunge countreys without retouming home. During 
the whiche time and in his abscence she-had conceyved 
and borne a doughter, the which for the sayde cause he 
wolde say that she was not of legitime mariage. - And 
moreover that the londe and duchi of Boulias was comen 
of his father. By the which he wolde say and promise by 
his pleding that the duchesse might not of right possede 
ne holde the said duchy as dowayresse of her hnsbande, 
ne her doughter in lykewise as heire of the said duke, 
for she was notligitirae as he said before, and that he of- 
fred to prove it, tendaunt to the ende to take and holde 
in his hande the sud duchy of Boulion as a sueceasour 
and seul heritier of his brother (in his life husband to 
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tbe Hid duchesBe) and duhe of Boulioo, Than after the 
pledfiige of the sayd demaundauDC, the duch ease de- 
feuded her cause to the best she might, denicnf^e al that 
t Ik had proposed a^ynat her and her douffhter, whose 
I honour he hod hurte in protesting of theniuriea. Certes 
I ladi Raid themperour, here ia an iniurious mater and that 
1 your death if ye pourvei not, seiag tliat he 
f iDflreth bim to prove it, if ye be not let by your oppo- 
■^IBB. Sir aayd the erie to lliende that ye seme it not to 
JKbe trae here ia my gauffe for to austeyne it t<i the utter- 
Bvaonce, itod be figlit it to the death that it is as I hare said. 
(■•Wherfore she is I'ulpable to die and not to posaede the 
d dachv- Now ladi aaid thi^mperour ye have lieard 
V'ihe oSer that he maketh you, ivhicb semeth me ivay of 
t-Cght, wherbi i cannot refuse him his demaund' And 
• therfbre make diligence to seeke a knigiit for to fighte 
I 'Kud susteyoe your quarell, by the which ye may denye 
\ that which hath be now proposed by your adverse party. 
And yf y» thiuke thai ye loay Snde ony that will take 
thy» charge for you : I shall gladly give you space and 
'delaye to pourvcy you. Than the good lady aa al 
abasshed loked aboute her if there were ony present that 
in her need wolde heipe her. But none wolde inedie 
'KjDge the case to her imposed. Wherfore she com- 
nutted her to God prayinge him humbly to succour her, 
'■ and reprove ihiniury that wickedly to her was imposed 
' "by the »yd erle. 
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CHAP. XXIX. 

How Helias the noble knight of the swanne aryved at 
Nymaie for to defende the duchesse uf Boulon, who 
themperour receyved gladly. 

For to retourne to the royraculous hystory of the ryght 
noble and valiant Helyas knyght of the swanne, the 
which hath be somwhat interrupt for to recite this that 
afore is sayde servinge to the matter followinge.

And thus as the duchesse of Biiulyun (leviscd with her 
doughter thyther came the good knight Hellas, which at 
the cominaundemeni of the einperoiiraryved in the halle 
where as he helde his parliament. And there reverently 
he ealued the saide eiiiperour. And the emperour again- 
WBFde received him muche honestly, in demaunding him 
of hifl titlinges and how he wae theither comeo. Syr aaid 
Helias I am a pooro knyght adventurous for to serve you 
tmlye whan ye shall have any need of my simple sar^lce. 
Than sayd the emperour. My frcend I thaiike you, and 
ye be welcome. And sith you aeke adveulurea in feates 
of (umei and chyvalry ye raaye finde them here without 
goiOKeferther. And for to declare you al the case. Here 
la this noble ladi Ouchesse of Boulyonwithherdoughter, 
the wMch the erle of Franheboiirke her present halli

accused her of a cry me ynough to^make her die» aad also 
to.disheryte herdougbterofthe sayde Duchy of Boujion, 
yf she finde not some champion or noble knight that 
wolde defende her ryght a gaynst the sayde Erie afore 
named, the which hath casten bis gauge for to susteyne 
pnblikely against any defendaunte that which he hath 
proposed. And now ye have hearde the case* the which 
should be a fayre adventure, yf ye would susteyne it 
And I shall save her in restablyssbynge unto her her heri- 
tage, and also ye shall have her doughter in mariage^ 
which ye se so gracious and a right foyre mayden.

Syr make him to 
come hyther that iniujtly accuBcth thys noble ladye, for 
to disherile or make her dye. for I am redye to defende 
her. And ivith these wordea yssued the erIe eayiog My 
freende ivhat demaunde ye ?

And to make shorte there was ^ 
greatest triumphe that ever was seen. Than at nyglA 
the gwA Helias duke of Boulion hd with hk spcMMe 
tiie which ni^ht she conceyved of him a daiifhtev that 
at her hi^itisme was named Ydian, of whome yssiied die 
pme aad worthy pri&ce Godfrey of Boulietn^ and sitib 
his two brethren Baudwin and Eustace.

Than in the iiiornln); H 1 as a and tenderly wejung 
he went and harde inaase devoutly aa be was accuatomed. 
And after maaae he aayd to bia knigbta and familiera. 
Lords 1 require and pray you charitably that ye wil 
guide my wife your lady and my doughter unio the 
citie of Nimaie wheraa iheniperour la, to the ende that 
I may take leave of hym honourably aa apperteiueth, 
and that I u.ay coinmaunde aUo to him mine aSkire in 
theae parties, for I aiial never retorne. The noble 
knigbtes accorded gladly hia ileiiiaund. And yet he aaid 
agayne- My frendea I you recominannde that ye be 
alway redy to kepe and defeude this noble countrey of 
Boulyou and the honour of my ivife your duchease and 
)f my doughter. And ao they promised him to do at 
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Ina ^od wfh Now my lordes soyd lie I thaDke you al« 
patiyinge 'yo« that ye bokie ine faitb as ye bare pvo 
mhed. More over ny lordes amd ^nde» Ae keutfo if 
<H>meB tbat I mmt departe Aro this place^ for aaOb yo 
sbal se come nere the swamiey the which by the wyl of 
God sbal lede his shyppe for to gnide me to Nhnaie. Aiitf 
as they spake thus together the swaime arived myraea- 
loiisly as he had sayd, and kest a mervayioiis eryete 
callyog' bis brother Hellas. And than he tooko leave 
mdEeli of al his kni^btes, jfentilmen and dameyeeHes 
that wept tenderly the departing of theyr good lordf with 
the noble duchesse and her doughter that it waa piti to 
se them.

Whan fayre Ydjun doughCer of Helyas the noble knight 
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of xiii. yeres. Otton the puissaunte Emperour, of Al- 
mayoe maryed her to the noble Erie of Bouleyn named 
Eustace. And the feast was made in the emperoors 
palays at Nymaie. And theyther came maaye ^reat 
lordes and noble knightes, gentihnen, and dampiselles, 
tbe whiche were well recey ved. And amonge the other 
laydyes was the noble duchesse of Boulion mother of 
Ydain, Tlie which in weepe piteously bewayled her 
good spouse the noble ^Helyas. Than was the feast 
greate^ and the wedding honourably solempnised as 
themperour wolde for the love of Helyas. And the night 
eomen the sayd erle of Boleyu lay with his spouse fayre 
Vdaine.

uidwtn and the tbirde Eustace. The whiche she loved 
ptd Dourisshed diligently. Bui in a aalempnile of penthe- 

Bst arired at Doullon the bysahup of Liege, Ibe duke 
f Brabant, the duke of Frysc, the erie of Flaundres, 

e erle of Namrner and many other great prynces and 
tinighti barons. The whiche were ihere assembled for 
to inake a, certayiie parjyauienl toiichiDg the provyayoo 
of some aSayrea tliut was to do in the countre. So that 
the counlesae was at the innsse ihai right solerapnely 
wai Bongen before the sayil princes.

JBow the noble diichcdse uf BuuJion sent many squyers 

and meaengers over all eountreys and regyons for tt 



ffude her jioble husbande the good Hcliaa knight of 

the Bwanne. 
Bv the holy wyll and couimaundement of Goil the good 
countesse of Boleyne Vdaine waa DouriaBhiiig diligently 
of her thfee ehildren Godfrei, Baudwyii, and Euatace. 
And in thy^ doyngo helde her eouipani her good mother 
the noble duchesse of Boulyon, the whithe of times de- 
vysed with her of her good husband Helias- For whom 
sent many inesaagcra squyres and other in diver.= 
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eountreys and re^ons to the ende that they mygii$ 
finde him, or in ony maner heare tydinges of lum as she 
rigfht for desired. And amonge the messagers that 
sought him one her squyre named Fonce arived in Jeru- 
salem, for to knowe and diligently enquyred if the sayd 
Helias had enterprysed the viage of the holi sepulcre 
for his remissyon. And in suche wyse that he was the 
space of XT. dayes within Jerusalem and in the pyU 
grymages and devoute places cyrcumiacentes accustom- 
ed to be doone in the said holy yyage. So he came into 
a church, at the entrynge wherof he founde an abbot of 
a churche, clothed after the Frenche facion of his reli- 
gion. Whome he demaunded of whens he was. And 
he sayd. My frende I am of the countrey of Gaule not 
ferre fro Boulyon, and am abbot of Saincteron named 
Girarde.

Kiug 
Mabrun of Oliferne, and Corboraiit his aoiine, the 
which were comen al thilher at the cum maun dement of 
klnff Corbadas, that in theyr presence and during his 
life vvnlde give his realme of Jerusalem Co Coriiumaraunt 
hie Sonne and crowne hira king therof. The which was 
XT. yere olde. And the aayii new kyn^e was crowned 
liy the conaeotmcnt of the sayd princes resygncd fro ihe 
father lu the soune in great fea^t and solempnite within 
Jerusalem like as the! were accustomed to do after 
theyr gestes and cereinuiiies. And it is for to lie knowen 
that the sayd Cornumcraunllhe new kyng- of Jerusalem 
fouiide maner and space for to apeake to the alihot of 
Sainclerou the whiche for that time was in the cite of 
Jerusalem of whomc he entjuired diligentli of thestate 
of the princes of Gaule and of theyr matier of doing. 
Tlie which ahlioC told and cited to him trouthe, where- 
fore greatlye he prayaed and loved him. Thau all 
wisely the aayd alihot of Saincteron dcmaunded of him 
familiarly the aaufcoudiiyt and acquite for the conn- 
treys and iandes of heyonde the sea for him and 
the sayd squire Puuce the more sureli to retourne 
into theyr countries.

But for to 
declare you the verite, he hath ben during his youth of so 
good lyfe that Almyghtye God hath doone and shewed 
mani fayre vertues and divine miracles at his holy 
prayer and orayson wherby he hath mad him reli^ous. 
And is now in a devote religion that his father hath 
edified for the honour of God, and in the commemoradon 
of him and his brethren, whera at he prayeth God and 
doth penaunce for to save his soule. Veryly sayd the 
squire I am all reioyced in this that ye say. Whorfore 
sayd the curat ? For I was sayd he servaunt to the sayd 
Helias that was duke of Boulion, and am yet servaunt to 
the duchesse hys wife, the whiche hath sent me into 
many countries for to seche him and thanked be God I 
have heard of Lim. And so Ponce abode mery there al 
night.

And ivhun Eroery 
hearde him he beijan to laui;h, Cerles my frende it 13 my 
brother Hdiaa. My lorde sayd Ponce, ly^eth he yet : 
Yea truly my freiidc Euyd Emery, and yc xliall see him 
if God wyl or ye passe this country. 1 pray you 
therof sayd Ponce. Thau Emery called the I'in^, the 
quene, his brethren, and hia sister and say. Certaynly 
if ye wil heare any tidinges of the dnchesse of Boulyon 
my brothers wife, and of Ydaln hia noble doui;r||ter, here

mother his wyfe, whose soules God pardon- And ao 
of himyouahaihe made knight in giving you iheswearde 
of honour. And your two brethre.i shall go with you 
for to beare you company. And than answered Godfrey 
My right lady and mother I hertelye thanke you whan 
you procure me suche honour. And I am al redj to 
depu-te and go toivsrde themperour at your good com- 
maundement. Now go than my »onne your case is a) 
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redy. And than departed Godfrey of Boulyon mounted 
upon a horse of price accompanied of his two brethren, 
and of many noble and gentill knightes, sqaires, and 
pages- The which have riden so longe that they came 
to Nimaye. And incontinent the good Godfrey came 
and presented hem to fore the emperour, in saluinge 
him debonayrlye. And he received him gladly and al 
his company with good hert saying. Right noble chylde 
and my deare] frende, ye be right hertli welcome. I 
know you to be extract and issued of the moste noble 
and illustrious Helias Knyght of the Swanne. Therfore 
for the love of him and of your mother his doughter, the 
which I have maried and conioyned in my noble palays hi 
theyr good consentement wherfore bi the pleasure of 
God I shal adube you knight or ye departe fro me. Syr 
sayd Gt>dfrey, I thanke you humbly. And than the noble 
emperour made to prepare and ordeyne a solempne 
feast for the love of Godfrey of Boulyon. Than incon- 
tinent after the feast were ordeyned justef^ toumementes 
and mani other games and noble feates of armes. In the 
whiche the noble Godfrei shewed him right prue and 
valiaunt, in such wise that by the sayde emperour he 
wus made and ordeyned knight with ryght great honour 
and joye. And whan the feast was passed Godfrey re- 
touraed honourabli to Boulion ^vith his brethren Baud- 
^vin and Eustace. The which sith in theyr age were 
made noble knightes as theyr brother Godfrey. And 
thus they aryved at Boulyon with theyr company, where 
they were received with great joye and honour. Than 
certayne tyme after theyr noble father Eustace duke of 
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Boulion and erle of Boleyn disceased in our Lorde. The 
whiche by his grace and mercy have him into his infinite 
glory with the holy saynctes and blessed company of 
heven. And thus abode the saide Godfrey duke of 
Ballon^ as the first borne of his brethem. And he was so 
good and so prue to right and goveme the welth pub- 
lyke^ and so polytike in keping his countrey that he waa 
beloved of every person. Than began soone after to 
approche the time that our Lorde God had ordeyned for 
to put and reduce the realme of the holy lande of Jeru- 
salem into the handes of prue and noble Godfrey of 
Boulyon.

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DCTOR FAUSTUS. 



The fame of Doctor Faustus, the renowned magician 
of Germany, has been bo long estahlished in this 
country, that it has obtained for him a very exalted 
station among the heroes of Enghah romance. 
Scarcely had hia coimtrymeo invested him with the 
magical attributes now bo hberally afforded to him, 
before his name, history, and adventures were intro- 
duced into England, there to obtain for him a popu- 
larity equalling if not excelling that which had been 
awarded to bim in his native land. 

The existence of such a personage as Faustus is 
clearly proved by the testimony of contemporaries 
who were familiar with him, and of eye-witnesses 
who had encountered him in the course of hia travels. 
He was numbered among the friends of Paracelsus and 
of Cornelius Agrippa, whose lot it was, as well as our 
hero, to be made the subject of popular wonder, as a 
worker of miracles and a dabbler in the mysteries of 
the occult sciences. Melancthon mentions him in his 
letters, and Conrad Gessner, and Luther repeatedly 
allude to him: moreover Manlins in his CoUectanes 
Locorum Communium, p. 33, distinctly says, "Novi 
omine Faustum de Kundling, quod 



lY 



est parvum oppidum patiiee meee vicinum.'' I knew 
one Faust of Kundling, which is a small town not 
far from my natire place.*' He is supposed to have 
been bom early in the sixteenth century, and is said 
to have been the son of a peasant. His genius baying 
speedily obtained for him the degree of Doctor of 
Theology, he pursued his studies beyond the fields of 
theological research into the more abstruse and com-^ 
plicated mazes of the Black Art, a circumstance which 
in those days, when combined with his extraordinary 
talents and learning, sufficed to procure for him even, 
though undeserved, his long-continued character of 
a magician. 

" In truth," says Gorres,* " although there is a 
good deal of conflicting evidence in regard to the 
particular spot where he was bom and flourished, 
there is little doubt of his being an historical per- 
sonage, and one who had wit to take advantage of 
the times in which he lived ; whose superior intel- 
lects and adroitness outstripped the superstitious fear 
and prejudices of his countrymen, to whom he was 
indebted for so much of his notoriety. The Reforma- 
tion had newly awaked religious zeal, to which 
Faustus, long familiar with the quietism and insipi- 
dity of the northern character, was so far from giving 
the rein, and entering into all the fervors of pious

^BbmBceodentalism, that he rather turned polemic, 
^HkKd by venturing to dissent aiCd to oppose, drew down 
upon himself the anger and abhorrence of the saints. 
Shortly Faustus appeared conspicuous in histoiy, as 
the common representative of mischievous magicians, 
guilty of all kinds of diablerie. Their sins, throu^- 
out centuries, were all laid at his door; and when 
the general faith, falling as it were to pieces, divided 
into ferocious schisms, it found a common )>oint of 
approach in a man, who, during hts frequent tour?, 
and his intercourse with all ranks of people, had 
boasted of his infernal coonectionE and influence in 
the nether lands," 

Fust, the ptintar, has been confounded with the 
subject of the present remarks, but the following 
extract from the Bibliographical Decameron of Dr. 
Dibdin* will alike vindicate his character, and be an 
additional evidence of the existence of the historical 
Faustus. 

" Naude is the only one I believe whoever called 
Fust a bookseller, for which Marchand has properly 
corrected him. Hist, de 1' Imp. pL 2. p. 84. The 
latter writer in his very interesting and truly curious 
Diet. Hist, &c. has justly shown the absurdity of 
confounding Fust the printer with Faust of KuadUng 
or Knitling, the supposed magician. Vol. l,p.249. 
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(to wbam Dr. Marsh allude^,) whose real iianie was 
SabeUicus, was once extremely troublesome to the 
good Trithemius, when he was returaing from the 
Marquisate of Braadenberg;, towards Gelahausea, 
and whom he calls "Faustus junior, foas necromaa- 
ticonini astrologus, magus secundus, chiromanticus, 
agiomanticus, pyromanticus, in hydra arte secundua," 
Trithem. Epist. Fam. 1536. 4to. fol. 312. The Abbe 
St. Leger, calls him " un impudent frippon." Sup- 
plement au Marchand. p. 11. edit. 1775." 

The popular work relatiog to Faustus, is an 
abridgmeot of a more extensive one bearing the fol- 
lowing title : " The first part of the veritable Histoiy 
of the lamentable and execrable Sins and punish- 
ments, together with many wonderful and rare adven- 
tures of Dr. Johannes Faustus, a far-famed Sorcerer 
and Practitioner in the Black Art, throughout the 
whole of his evil practices until his iinal and horrible 
doom. Along with useful comments and beautiful 
illustrations, with many matters interspersed by way 
of warning and instruction. Explained by G. R. 
Widman," Second Part. Third Part : the earliest 
known edition appeared at Berlin in 1587, in Svo. 
and it was afterwards published in 4to. at Hamburgh, 
in 1599. 

Should the edition of 1587 be the first which 
s published, it would seem either that it was very 
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rapidly introduced to the English Pnbtic, or tiMt the 
renown of our hero had been established in this 
country previous to its publication ; for it is shewn, 
by an entry in the Register of the Stationers' Com- 
pany, that in the following year, viz. 158S| *'A 
Ballad of the Life' and Death of Doctor Faustos, 
the great Congerer,*' was licensed to be printed by 
the learned Aylmer, Bishop of London. In 1594, 
his fame was so firmly established here, that 
in that year an original work,* illustrative of his life 
and adventures appeared in this country, which was 
followed in the year 1610, by that splendid produc- 
tion of Marlow, '' The tragical! history of the Life 
and Death of Doctor John Faustus.*^ 

A Translation of the Germa^ story must obviously 
have appeared before 1594, but the precise date of it, 
cannot now be stated. " The Historic of the Damnable 
Life and Damnable Deserved Death of Dr. John 
Faustus," 4to. Black Letter, 1626, was in the valuable 
Library of Mr. North. 

• " The Second Report of Dr. Faustus," This ex- 
ceasiyely rare tract will be reprinted in the present collection 
of Romances, when some further observations will be made upon 
the history of its hero.

the towa of Rhodes, hting in 
n Uennany, his father a poor 
husbandDian, and not able well lo briog him up, yet 
having Bii iiucle at tMttenl)urg, a rioh man, and with- 
out isaue, took ibis Faustus from bia father, and made 
him liis heir, iiisomiich that his father was no mora 
troubled with him, for he remuineil witli hij uncle at 
Wiltenburg, wliere he waa kept at the uiiiveraity in ihe 
same city, to study Divinity ; but Fauatus being' of a 
naughty mind, nod otherwise addicted, plyed not hi? 
studies, but betook himself to other exercises, which 
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bis uncle oftentimes hearing, rebuked bim for it ; as 
^li oftentimes rebuked bis children for sinning against 
tbe Lord, even so, tbis good old man laboured to have 
Faustus apply his study to Divinity, that be might come 
to the knowledge of God and his law. But it is mani- 
fest that many vertuous parents have wicked children, 
as Cain, Reuben, Absolom, and such like, have been to 
their parents. So Faustus having godly parents, who 
seeing him to be of a toward wit, were desirous to brin/^ 
h!m up in those vertuous studies, namely, of Divinity ; 
l)ut he gave himself secretly to necromancy, and con- 
juration, insomuch that few or none could perceive his 
profession. 

But to the purpose, Faustus continued at study in 
the university, and was by the rectors, and sixteen 
masters aftenvards, examined how he had profited in 
his studies, and being found by them, that none of 
his time were able to argue with him in divinity, 
or for the excellency of his wisdom to compare with 
him, with one consent, they made him Doctor of Divi- 
nity : But Doctor Faustus, within short time after he 
had obtained his degree, fell into such fantasies, and 
deep cogitations, that he was mocked of many, and of 
the most part of the students was called the Speculator, 
and sometimes he would throw the scriptures from him, 
as though he had no care of his former profession, sd 
that he began a most ungodly life, as hereafter more at 
large may appear, for the old proverb saith. Who can 
hold what will away ? So, who can hold FniUstus from 



the devil, that seeks after him with all his endeavours; 
for he accompaoied himself with divers that were seen 
in those devilish arts, and that had the Clialdeau, Per- 
BJqn, Hebreiv, Arabian, and Greek Tongues, using 
figures, characters, conjurations, incantations, with many 
other ceremonies belonging to those infernal arts, as 
necromancy, charms, soothsaying, witchcraft, enchant- 
ment, being delighted with their books, words, and 
names ao^ well, that he studied day and night therein, 
insomuch that he could not abide to be called Doctor 
of Divinity, but waxed a worldly man, and named him- 
nelf an aatrologian, and a. mathematician, and for a 
shadow sometimes a physician, and did great cures, 
namely with herbs, roots, waters, drinks, receits and 
glystcrs ; and without doubt he was passing wise and 
excellent perfect in Holy Scriptures : But he that know- 
eth his master's will, and doth it not, is worthy to be 
beaten with many stripes. It is written. No man can 
serve two masters, and thou shalt not tempt the Lord 
dij Qod. But Faustus threw all this in the tvind, and 
mode his soul of no estimation, regarding more his 
ivorldly pleasures, than the joys lo eomej therefore 
at the day of judgment, there is no hope of his re- 
demption. 
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CHAP. II. 

How Dr. Faustus began to practise his devilish art» and 
how he conjured the devil, making him to appear, 
and meet him on the morrow-momiug at his own 
house. 

Yon have heard before that all Fanstus's mind was to 
study the arts of necromancy and conjuration, the 
which exercise he followed day and night, and taking 
to him the wings of an eagle thought to fly over the 
whole world, and to know the secrets of heaven and 
eaith, for his speculation was so wonderful, being exr> 
pert in using his vocabula, figures, characters, conju- 
ration, and other ceremonial actions, that in all haste he 
put in practice to bring the devil before him, and 
•' taking his way to a thick wood near to Wittenburg, 

called in the German tongue, Spisser Holt, that is in 
English, the Spisser's Wood, as Faustus would often- 
times boast of it among the crew, being in. jollity, he 
came into the wood one evening into the cross-way, 
where he made with a wand a circle in the dust, and 
within that many more circles and characters; and thus 
he past away the time until it was nine or ten of the 
clock in the night, then began Dr. Faustus to call on 
Mephistophiles the Spirit, and to charge him in the 
name of Belzebub, to appear there presently, with- 
out any long stay ; then presently the devil began 
so great a rumour in ' the wood, as if heaven and 
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earth would have come together, with wiutl, aiid the 
treeii bowed their tups to the ground, then fell the 
de»il to roar, as if the whole «oo<l had been full of 
lyooa, and suddenly about the circle rim the devil, as 
if a thousand w/agguas had been running tojrether ou 
paved-stones ; After this, at the four comers of the 
wood it thunder'd horribly, with such li;;htniug', as 
the wliole world to his sccininjr had been on fire. 
FauatuB all this while, half amazed at the devit's so long 
tarryinfr, sud doubting ivhether he were best to abide 
anj more such Uitrrible conjuringa, thought to Icare hie 
circle, and depart, whereupon the devil made him such, 
inlisick of ail sorts, as if the nymphs themselves had 
been in place ; whereat Faustus revived, and stood 
rtODlly in Iiis circle, expertin^ his purpose, and began 
■gUD to conjure the epirit Mephistophiles in the natne 
of the- Prince of Devils, (o appear in his likeness; 
whereat suddenly, over his head hung hovering in the 
air a mighty dmgoii j then calls Faustus again after his 
deriliah manner, nt which there was a monstrous cry in 
the wood, as if hell bad been open, and all tbe tor- 
luented souls cursing tht'ir condition. Presently, not 
three fathom aliove his head, feil a flame in manner 
of lightning, and changed itself ini.o a globe t yet 
Faustus feared it not, but did persuade himself that the 
devil should give him bis request before he would 
leave. Oftentimes after to hii; companions he wonldboast 
that he had the stoutest head under the cope of heaven 
at command. Whereat they answered. They knew no 
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Stouter tjian Ihe Pope or Emperor. But Dr. Faustits 
sdad. The bead that is my servant, is above all upon 
eiH^b; and repeated certain words out of St. Paul to 
'0e Epbesians, to make his ar^fument go6d. The Prince 
M the World is upon earth and under heaven. Well, 
^vscome again to his conjuration, wWe we left him 
ifk the fiery globe : Faustus vexed at his spirit's so long 
jaitying. Used his charms, with full purpose not to 
4^Murt.beTdrehe had his intent ; and crying on Mephis- 
tDphiles ^le spirit, suddenly - the globe opened, and 
sprung up in the height of a man, so burning a time, 
in the end it converted to the shape of a fiery , man* 
This pleasant beast ran about the circle a great wlule, 
and lastly, appeared in the manner of a Gray^^Fiiyar, 
asking Faustus, what was his request? Fa^stUs 
commanded, that the next morning' at twelve of 
the clock, he should appear to him ait hi^ bouses 
but the xtevil' would in no wise grant it. Fausttts began 
to eonjure him again, in the name of Belzebub, that he 
should fulfil his request : whereupon the spirit agreed, 
And so they departed each on his way. 



CHAP. III. 

The conference of Dr. Faustus, ^vith his spirit Mephis- 
tophiles, the morning following at his own house* 

Dr. FAUSTtiis,' having^commanded the spirit to be with 
him, at his hour appointed, he came and appeared in his 
chamber, demanding of Faustus what his desire was ; 



^v 
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Then began Dr. Faiistus anew with him, to conjure 
him. That he would be obedient unto Iillu, and to an- 
swer liiiQ certain orliclea, to fulfil theiu in all points ^ 

- 1. That the spirit would serve hiiu, and be oheUient 
unto him iu all things that he asked of him, from that 
hour until the hour of hia death. 

S. Further, any thing that he deaired of hiui, he 

luld bring him. 

3. Aha that in all FauBtus'a demands and interro- 
gations, the spirit should tell him nothing' but thnt 
which «-as true. 

Hereupon the spirit answered, and laid his case 
forth, tliat he had no such power of himself, until he 
had first given his prince (that was ruler over him) to 
understand thereof, and to know if he could obtain so 
much of his' lord : Therefore apeak farther, that I may 
do thy whole desire to my prince ; for it is not in my 
power to fultil without his leave: Sheiv me the cause 
why ? said Faustus. The spirit answer'd Faiistua, Thou 
fihalt understand, that with ns it is even as well a king- 
dom, as with you on earth i yea, we have our rulers and 
servants, as 1 myself am one ; and we have our whole 
number the legion, for although that Lucifer is thrust 
and faltcn out of heaven, through hia pride and high 
mind, yet he hath uotwithstaDding a legion of devils at 
his command, that we call the Oriental Princes, for his 
power is infinite, also there is a power in meridie, in 
geptentrio, in occidenCe, and for that Lucifer hath his 



ingdom under hea 



-, we mutt change and ^ve our- 
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selves to men, to serve tbem at their pleasure. It is 
also certain, we have not as yet opened to any man the 
tmth of our dwelling, neither of our ruling, ndther 
what our power is, neither have we given any inan any 
gift, or learned kim any thing, except he proouse to 
be ours. v 

Dr* Faustus upon this, arose where he sat, and sud, 
I will have my request, and yet I will not be damned. 
The spirit answered. Then shalt thou want thy desire, 
and yet art thou mine notudthstanding, if any man would 
detun thee, it is but in vain, for thy infidelity hath eon- 
founded thee. Hereupon spake Faustus, Get thee hence 
from me, and take St. Valentine's fsrewel, and Grisman 
with thee; yet I conjure thee, that thou be here at 
evening, and bethink thyself of what I have asked thee, 
ask thy prince's counsel therein. Mephistophiles, the 
spirit thus answer'd, vanished away, leaving Faustus in 
his study, where he sat pondering with himself how he 
might obtain his request of the devil, without the loss 
of his soul, yet he was fully resolved in himself, rather 
tiian to want his pleasure, to do what the spirit and his 
lord should condition upon. 

CHAP. IV. 

The second Time of the Spirit's appearing to Faustus, at 
his House, and their Parley. 

Faustus continued in his devilish cogitations, never 
moving out of the place where the spirit left him, such 
was his fervent' love to the devil ^ the night approach-

iDg, this swift-flyiujf spirit appeared to Fauatusj offering- 
himself witli all aubinission to his service, with full 
authority from his prioce, to do whatsoever he would 
reqne^; ifsu be Faustua would promiee to be hie. Thi^i 
answer I brine thee, an answer must thou make by me 
again; yet I ivill bear what is thy desire, because tbou 
bast sworn to uie to he here at this lime. Dr. Faustus 
^ve him this answer, though faintly for liia soura sake, 
that hia request was none other, hut to become a devil, 
or at the least o limb of hioi, and that the spirit should 
ajfree to these articles following: 

1. Tbat he might be a spirit in shape and quality. 

S. Tbat Mephiatophiles should be hia servant at his 
command. 

8. That Mephistophiles should bring hint any thing-, 
and do for him whatsoever he desired. 

4. Tbat all times he would be in the house invisible 
to all men, except only to himself, and at Ida command, 
to shew himself. 

5. That Mepbistophlles should at all timea appear 
at his command, in what form or shape soever he 
would. 

Upon these points the spirit answered Dr. Fauslus. 
That all this should be granled him, and fulfilled, and 
more if he would agree unto him upon certain articles 
as foUoweth : 

I. That Dr. Faustus should give himself to the lord 
Lucifer, body and aoul. 

. For confirmation of the same, he should roalie him 
^writing written in his own blood. 
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S. That he would be an enemy to all Christian 
people. 

4. That he would deny the Christian belief. 

5. That he let not any man change his opinion, if so 
be, any man should go about to dissuade or withdraw 
him from it. 

Farther the spirit promised Faustus to give him 
certain years to live in health and pleasure, and when 
such years were expired, that then Faustus would be 
fetched awav: and if he would hold these articles and 
conditions, that then he should have whatsoever his 
heart would wisK or desire ; and that Faustus should , 
quickly perceive himself to be a spirit in all manner of 
actions whatsoever. Hereupon Dr. Faustus's mind was 
inflamed, that he forgot his soul, and promises Me- 
phistophiles to hold all things as he mentioned them : 
he thought the devil was not so black as they use to 
paint him, nor hell so hot as the people say. 

CHAP. V. 

The third Parley between Dr. Faustus and Mephisto- 
phile^, about a Conclusion. 

After Dr. Faustus had made his promise to the devil, 
in the morning betimes, he called the spirit before him, 
and commanded him, that he should always come to him 
like a friar, after the order of St. Francis, with a bell 
in his hand like St. Anthony, and to ring it once or 
twice before he appeared, that he might know of his cer« 



taia coming' .- then Faustus demanded of his spirit, 
what was his name ! The spirit answered. My nnnie 
is as thou sayesl, Mephietopbileg, and I aro a prince, but 
a servant to Lucifer, and all the circuit from septrent- 
tio to the meridiao, I rule under liim. Eien at these 
\i'ords was this wicked wretch Fauatua inSatned, to 
Lear himself to have gotten so great a potentate to serve 
him, forj^eltia;; the Lord hia Maker, and Christ his Ke~ 
deemer, he became an enemy to idl mankind; yea, 
worse than the gyanta, whom the poets said to climb 
the hills to niake war with the gods, not unlike the 
enemy of God and Christ, that for Lis pride was cast 
into belli 80 likewise Fauatn a forgot, that high climb- 
ers catch the greatest falls, and sweet meats have oft

After a while Faustua promised Mephialopbiles to 
ite and make his obligation tvith all assurance of the 
articles in the chapter before rehearsed : a pitifnl 
Christian reader, for certainly this letter or ob- 
ligation was found in hia house, after his most lanient- 
ile end, with all the rest of hia damnable practices us'd 
tn his whole life. 

Wherefore I wish all Christians lo take example by 
[his wicked doctor, and to be comforted in Christ, con- 
eeming themeelves with that vocation, wLereunto it 
)uiL pleased God to call them, and not so esteem the 
vuu delights of this life as did this unhappy FaustUH 
in giving hia soul to] the devil: and to couQrm it the 
nore assuredly, he took a small penknife, and prickt a 
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vein in bis left hand, and for certunty thereupon were 
seen on liis hand these words written^ as if they had 
been written in his own bloody O homo fag^e ; whereat 
the spirit vanished^ but Faustus continued in his damna- 
ble mind^ 

CHAP. VI. • 
How Dr. Faustus set his Blood in a Saucer on warm 
Ashes^ and writ as followeth : 

I John Faust os, doctor, do openly acknowledge with 
mine own hand, to the great force and strengthening of 
this letter, that since I began to study, and speculAte 
the course and nature of the elements, Iha?enotfound, 
through the gift that is given me from aboye, any sueh 
learning and wisdom that can bring me to my desire^ 
and for that I find that men are unable to instruct me 
any farther in the matter; now ha?e I Dr. Faustus, to 
the hellish prince of Orient, and his messenger Mephis^ 
tophiles, given^both body and soul, upon such conditions, 
that they shall learn me, and fulfill my desires in all 
things, as they ha?e promised and vowed unto me, with 
due obedience unto me, according to the articles men- 
tioned between us. 

Farther, I do covenant and grant with them by these 
presents, chat at the end of twenty four years next 
ensuing, the date of this present letter,' they being ex- 
pired, and I in the mean time, during the said years, be 
served of them at my will, they accomplishing my 
desires to the full in all points as we are agreed •* that 



then I give to tliem all power to do witU me at their 
pleaaure, i^o rule, to aeud, feich or carry me or mine, be 
it cither body, soul, fleah, blood or goods, into their 
habitatloo, lie it wheresoever: and hereupon I detie 
God and his Christ, all the Hast of Heaven, and all liv- 
ing creatures that bear the shape of God; yea, all that 
live: And Bgain I say it, and it shall be so, and to the 
more atreogtheoing of this writing, I have written it 
with my own hand, and Mood, being In perfect memory^ 
and hereupon I subscribe to it with my nunie and title, 
calling all the infernal, middle, and supream powers to 
ivitness of this uiy letter and subscription, 

John Fauetus, approv'd in the elements, and the 
spiritual doctor. 

CHAP. VH. 

How Mephistophiles came for bis Writing', and in what 

manner he appeared, and his Sights he shelved Jiim ; 

and hoiv he caused him to keep a Copy of his owu 

Writing. 

Dr. Tavbtvs sitting pensive, having but one only [joy 

with him, suddenly there appeared his spirit Mcphisto- 

philes in likeness of a very man, from whom issued most 

liorrible fiery flames, insomuch that the boy tvas afraid, 

but being hardened by his master, be bid him stand still, 

and he should have no harm ■■ this spirit began to bleat 

as in a sieging manner. This pretty sport pleased Dr. 

Faustus well ; but be would not call his spirit into his 

counting house until he had seen more : Anon was

heard a ruRhingof armed men, and trampling of horses, 
this ceasing, came a kennel of rhouiidfr and tK^iqKi^i^ 
a great hart in the haU/and^ there the hart'W{lB'4Mdii: 
Faustus took heart, came forth and looked ^tLfnin'^the* 
hart, but presently before him there was a'libii^ and a 
dragon together,* fighting so fiercely, that Faustus 
.thought they.wquld have thrown down the house; b^t 
the dragon overcame the lion, and so they vanished. 
After this came in a peacock and peahen, the cock bruis. 
ing of his tail,. turning to the female, beat her, and so 
vanished. Afterward followed a furious bull; that with 
a full fierceness ran upon: Faustus, but cqmipjg near him 
vanished away. Afterward followed a great' '4>ld«4Eipe, 
this ape offered Faustus the hand, but he refused; so 
the ape ran out of the hall agcun. Hereupon fell a 
mist in the hall, that Faustus saw no light, but it 
lasted not ', and so soon as it was goxte, there lay before 
Faustus two great sacks, one* full of^gold, anplii^r of 
silver. •>'•'*:*•''**''• 

Lastly, was heard by Faustus all manner of^stru- 
ments of musick, as organs, clarigolds, lutes, ''viols, 
citterns, waits, hornpipes, flutes/ anqmes;/' harps, and 
all manner of other instrumeiUSijiVhich so ravished his 
myid, that he thought, he liad been in another world, 
forgot both body and soul, insomuch, that he was 
minded never to, change his opinion concerning that 
which he hadj.dDne. Hereat came Mephistophiles into 
the hall to Faustus, in apparel like unto a fryar, to 
whom Faustus spake, thou hast done me a wonderful 
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t pleasure in ilietving' me thi^ pastime ; if thou e

perverse Kauslus being resolute m his (laraualion, wrote 

a copy thereof, and gave the devil the one, nnil ke^it in 

etore the other. Thui the spirit and Fauatus were 

agreed, and dwelt together: no doubt there wa« a ver* 

tuous house keepiug 

r CHAP. viir. 

"The manner how Faustus proceeded in this diiiimiible 
Life and of the deligent Service that Mcphistophilea 
usedtciwarde him. 
Da. Faitstcs haying given his soul lo lUedevil, renouuc- 
ing all the powers of heaven, condrmingallhia lament- 
able action with his uwu blood, and having already 
delivered liis writing now into the devil's baud, the 
which BO puffed up his heart, that be forgot the uiiod 
of a man, and thought himself to be a spirit. Thus 
Fanalns dwelt at his uncle's house at Whiiienburg, 
u-bo dyed, and bequeatbed it in 
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e^sen Fautus. Favstus kept a boy with \um, thiit 
was his scholar, an unhappy wag, called Christopher 
Wagner, to whom this sport and life that he saw his 
master followed, seemed pleasant. Faustus lored the 
boy well, hoping to make him as good or better seen 
in Ids hellish exercises than himself, and he was fellow 
with Mephistoj^es : otherwise Faustus had no com- 
pany in his house but himself and boy, and spirit that 
erer was deligent at Faustus's command, going about 
.the house, cloathed like afryar, with a Utile bell in his 
hand, seen of none but Faustus. For victiOds and 
othar necessaries, Mephistophiles brought hun at his' 
pleasure, from the Duke of Saxony, the Duke of Bavaria^ 
and the Bishop of Salisburgh: and they had many dmes 
their best wine stolen out of their cellars by Meplusto* 
philes, likewise their provisions for their own table: 
such meat as Faustus wished for, his spirit brought 
him in. Besides that, Faustus himself was become so 
cunning, that when he opened his window, what fowl 
soever he wished for, it came presently flying into the 
house, were it never so dainty. Moreover, Faustus 
and his boy went in sumptuous apparel, the which 
Mephistophiles stole from the mercers at Norenburg, 
Aspurg, FniDckford and Tipzig ; for it was hard for 
them to find a lock to keep out such a thief; all their 
maintainance was but stolen and borrowed ware: and 
thus they lived an odious life in the sight of God, 
though aa yet the World were unacquainted mth their 
wickedness^ it must be so, for their fruits be none 



[. other, 39 Chriet sailh in John, where he calls the i^evil 
I'k thief sad oiunherer; ami that found Fauatus, for he 
^AfDle him Hwny both body aud soul. 



* Dr. Fauatna ivould have married, and how the 
Devil had almoet killed him fur it. 
Dr. F^rsTUS continued thus in his epicurish life day 
and night, believed not that there was a God, hell, or 
devil ; he thought that soul and body dy'd tofrether, 
and had quite forgot divinity, or the inimortalLty of the 
soul, but stood in that <lainnablc hercsic day and 
night, ajid bethinking himself of a ivife, called Mephisto- 
philea to council ; which would in no case agree, de- 
manding of him if he would break the covenant made 
with him, or if he had forgot it : host thou (quoth Me- 
phistophvles] sworn thy self an enemy to God and to all 
creatures f To this I answer thee. Thou canst not 
Dtarry, thou canst not serve tivo masters, God and my 
prince: for wedlock is a chief Institution ordained of 
God, and that thou hast promised to defie aa tve do all, 
and that hast thou not only done ; but moreover, thou 
hast confirmed ifwith thy blood, persuade thyself that 
what thou dose in contempt of wedlock, it is all to thy 
own delig-hl. Therefore Faustua look well about thee, 
and bethink thyself belter, and I wish thee to change 
thy mind ; for if thou keep not what thou has promised 
'to thy writing, wc will tear thee in pieces like the dust 
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under thy feet : Therefore, sweet Faustus, think with 
what unquiet life, anger, strife, and debate thou shalt 
live in, when thou takest a wife, therefore change thy 
mind. 

Dr. Faustus was with these speeches in despair: 
and as all that have forsaken the Lord can build upon 
no good foundation, so this wretched Doctor having 
forsook the rock, fell into despair with himself; fear- 
ing, if he should motion matrimony any more, that the 
devil should tear him in pieces. For this time (quoth 
he to Mephistophiles) 1 am not minded to marry : Then 
dost thou well, answered his spirit. But within two 
hours after, Faustus called again to his spirit, who 
came in his old manner like a fryar. Then Faustus 
said unto him, I am not able to resist or .bridle my 
fancy, I must and will have a wife, and I pray thee 
give thy consent to it. Suddenly upon these words 
came such a whirlwind about the Place, that Faustus 
thought the whole house would have come down, all 
the doors of the house flew off the hooks : after all 
this his house was full of smoak, and tbe floor covered 
with ashes; which when Dr. Faustus perceived, he 
would have gone up stair<', and flying up he was taken 
and thrown down into the hall, that he was not able to 
stir hand nor foot,, then round about him ran a mon- 
strous circle of fire, never standing still, that Faustus 
cry'd as he lay, and thought there to have been burned. 
Then cryed he out to his Spirit Mephistophiles for help, 
promising him he would live, for all this, as he had 



appeared unto 
behold.

IS put forth by Dr. Faustus u 
Mepbistophiies. 






Dr. Faustus living in all manner of pleasure that his 

heart could desire, continuing of his amorous drifts. 

Hi delicate fare, and costly apparel, called on a time 

I bis Mephistropbiles to bira, who being come, brought 
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liim a book in his .Hand of all manner of devilish and 
enehanting arte, the which he gave Faustus, MyiiMr» 
Hold, my Faustus, work now thy heart's desire : the 
copy of this enchanting book was aftei wards found by 
Ids servant Christopher Wagner : Well, (quoth Faustus 
to his spirit) I have called thee to know what thou canst 
do, if I have need of thy help. Then answered Mephis- 
tophiles, and said. My lord Faustus,! am a flying spirit^ 
yea, so swift as thought can think, to do whatsoever. 
Here Faustus said. But how came lord and master Lu- 
^er to have so great a fall from heaven? Mephistophiles 
imswered. My lord Lucifer was a fair angel, created of 
God as immortal, and being placed in the Seraphims* 
which are above the Cherubims, he wftuld have presumed 
upon the Throne of Ood, with intent to thrust God out 
of his seat; upon this presumption the Lord cast him down 
headlong, and where before he was an angel of light, 
now dwells in darkness, not able to come near his first 
place, without God send for him to appear before him 5 
as Raphael, unto the lower degree of angels, that have 
their conversation with men, he may come, but not 
unto the second degree of the heavens, that is kept by 
the arch-angels, namely Michael and Gabriel, for these 
are called Angels of God's Wonders, these are far infe- 
riour places to that from whence my lord and master 
Lucifer fell : and thus far Faustus, because thou art one 
of the beloved children of the lord Lucifer, following 
thy mind in manner as he did his, I have shortly resolved 
thy request, and more I will do for thee at thy pleasure.

»CHAP, XL 
How Dr. Faustua dreamed tliat he had seen Hell in hta 
Sleep, and how he questioned with the Spirit of 
matters conctirniug Hell, with the Spirit's answer. 
Tub night following after Fauslus's eomtnunicatioa 
with Mephistophilea, as eoacerriing the fall of Lucifer, 
Dr. Faiutos dreamed that be had seen a part of hell, 
bnt in what maimer it wae, or in what place he knew 
not, whereby he was much troubled iu mind, and called 
unto him Mephistophilea hia epirilj SLiytng unto bim, I 
pray thee resoWe me in this doubt ■ What is hell .' What 
substance is it of.' In what place atiuids iCJ And 
•riien was it made f Alephistophiles auswercd, Faustus, 
thou shalt know, that before the fall of my Lord Lucifer 
there was no hell, but even then ivas hell ordained ; it 
is no substance, but a confused thing ; for 1 tell tbee, 
that before all elements were made, or the earth aeen, 
the spirit of God moved upon the waters, and darkness 
was over all ; but when God said. Let there be light it 
wtu at his word, and the light was on God's right band, 
and he prwsed the light. Judge thou farther, God 
stood in the middle, the darkuesa was on Ms left band, 
in the which my lord was bound in chaius until the day 
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of Judgment : in tbis confused hell is nought to find 
but a sulphurish fire, and stinking mist or fog: far- 
ther, we devils know not what substance it is of» but a 
confused tbincr ; for as the bubble of water flyeth before 
the wind, so doth hell before the breath of God : more- 
over, the devils know not hoVv God hath laid the foun- 
dation of our hell, nor where it is : but to be short, 
Faustus, we know that hell hath neither bottom nor end. 

CHAP. xir. 

The second question put forth by Dr. Faustus to his 
spirit, what kingdoms were in hell^ how many, and 
what were the rulers names. 

Faustus spake again to his spirit, saying, Thou speakest 
of wonderful things ; I pray thee now tell me what 
kingdoms are there in your hell ? How many are there? 
What they are called ? And who rules them ? The 
spirit answered him, My Faustus, know that hell is, as 
thou wouldest think with thyself, another world, in the 
which we have our being under the earth, even to the 
heavens; within the circumference whereof are con- 
tained ten kingdoms, namely, 1. Lacus Mortis. 2. Stag- 
num Ignis. 3- Terra Tenebrosa. 4. Tartarus. 5. Terra 
Oblivionis. 6. Gehenna. 7. Erebus. 8. Barathrum. 
Q. Styx. 10. Acheron. 

The which kingdoms are governed by five kings ; 
that is, Lucifer in the Orient, Belzebub in Septentrio^ 
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Belial in Meredie, Ascberoth in the Occident, and Pble- 
^ton in the midst of thern all; whose rules and domi- 
nions have 110 end until the day of doucn ( and thus for, 
^^J'anstus, hast thuu heard of our rule and kingdom.

Faustns fell afterwards into. 



Da. Faustiis began again to reason with Mephistophiles, 
requiring 111 in to tell in what form and shape, and in 
what estimation his lord Lucifer was, when lie was in 
favour with God : Whereupon his spirit re'|iiired of liim 
three days respite, which Faustua granted. The three days 
beinjr expired, Mephistophiles gavt him this auawer : 
Fauatus, my lord Lucifer, (so called aow for that he 
was banished out of the clear li^ht of heavenj was at 
the first an an^l of God, yea he was so of God or.lained 
for shape, pomp, 'authority, worthiness, and dwelliug, 
that he iar exceeded all the other creatures of God, yea, 
or j^old and precious stones; and io ill umiunied that 
he far surpassed the brightness of the sun, and all other 
atars where God placed him on the cheniliiins ; he had 
a luDfrly office, and was always before God's scat, to 
the end he might be the mure perfect in all his lieing^ 
but when he began to be high minded, proud, and so 
presumptuous, that he would usurp the seat of God's 
^Hajesty, then was he banished out from amongst the 
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heavenly powers, separated from their abiding^y into the 
manner of a fiery stone, that no water is able to quench, 
.bat continually bumeth until the end of the world. 
Dr. Faustus, when he had heard the words of his spirit, 
began to ponder with himself having divers and sundry 
opinions in his head, and very pensively, saying nothing 
to his spirit, he went into his chamber, and laid him on 
his bed, recording the words of Mephistophiles, which 
so pierced his heart that he fell into sighing and great 
lamentation, crying out, Alas ! Ah, woe is me ! What 
have I done ? Even so shall it come to pass with me : 
am I not also a creature of God's making, bearing his 
own image and similitude, into whom he hath breathed 
the spirit of life and immortality, unto whom he hath 
made all things living subject: but woe is me! My 
haughty mind, proud aspiring stomach, and filthy flesh, 
hath brought my soul into perpetual damnation, yea, 
pride hath abused my imderstanding, insomuch that I 
have forgot my Maker, the Spirit of God is departed 
from me; I have promised the devil my soul, and 
therefore it is but a folly for me to hope for grace, but 
it must be even with me as with Lucifer, thrown into 
perpetual burning fire, ah ! woe is me, that ever I was 
born. In this perplexity lay this miserable Dr. Faustns, 
having quite forgot his faith in Christ, never falling to 
repentance truly, thereby to attain the grace and holy 
spirit of God again, the which would have been able to 
have resisted the strong assaults of Satan -, for although 
he had made him a promise, yet he might have remem* 
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bred, through true repentance einners may once come 
again into the favour of Goil, ithieli failh the faithful 
Knnly holil, Xnoiving they that kill the body are not 
able to hurt the soul i but he was in itlt hia opinions 
doubtful, witliout faith or hope, and so he continued- 

CHAP. XJV. 
Auolher disputation betwixt Dr. Fauatua and his Spirit, 
of the Potver of the Devil, and his Envy to Mankind. 
Aftkr Faiistus had a ivhiie pondered and sorrowed with 
himself on his wretched estate, he called agnin Mephis- 
tophiles unto him, cotomandini; him to tell him the 
judgment, rule, power, attempts, tyranny and tempta- 
tion of the devil ; and why he was moved to such kind 
pf living? Whereupon the spirit answered to this ques- 
tion, that thou demandest of me will turn thee to no 
small discontentment, therefore thou shonldst nut have 
desired of me such matters, for it toucheth the secrets 
of our kingdom, although 1 cannot deny to resolve thy 
lequest : therefore know Faustus, that so soon as my 
lord Lucifer fell from Heaven, he became mortal enemy 
both to God and man, and hath used (as now he dotli) 
all manner of tyranny to the destruction of man, as is 
manifested by divers examples ■- one falling- suddenly 
dead, another hangs himself, another drnwnE himself, 
others stab themselves, others unlawfully despair, and 
so come to utter confusion : the first Adam, that was 
made perfect to the similitude of God, was by my lord's 
policy, the whole decay of man i yea, Fauetus, in him 
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was the beginning and first tyranny of my lord Lucifer 
to man ; the like did he with Cain, the same \^th the 
.children of krael when they worshipped strange gods, 
and fell to whoredom with strange women ; the like 
with Saul, so did he by the seven husbands of her, 
that after was the wife of Tobias ; likewise Dagon our 
fellow brought to destruction fifty thousand men, where- 
upon fhe ark of God was stoln, and Belial made David 
to number his men, whereupon were slain sixty thou- 
sand. Also he deceived King Solomon, that worshipped 
the gods of the heathen: and there are such spirits 
innumerable, that can come by men, and tempt them, 
and drive them to sin, and weaken their belief; for we 
rule the hearts of kings* and princes, stirring them up to 
war and bloodshed, and to this intent do we spread our-^ 
selves through all the world, as the utter enemies of God 
and his son Christ, yea, and all that worship them, 
and that thou knowest by thyself Faustus. How have 
we dealt by thee ? To this said Faustus, Then thou 
didst also beguile me? I did what I could to help 
thee forward, for as soon as I saw how thy heart did 
despise thy degree taken in divinity, and didst study to 
search and know the secrets of our kingdom, then did I 
enter into thee, giving thee divers foul and filfhy cogi- • 
tations, pricking thee forward in thy intent, persuading 
thee thou couldst never attain to thy desire, till thoa 
hadst the help of some devil ; and when thou wast de- 
lighted in this, then took I root in thee, and so iirmly» 
that thou gavest thyself to us both body and soul, wbich 
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tfaon canet not deny. Hereat answered Fauslua, thou 
sayeat true, I ciinnoc deny il. Ah, woe ts me, moat 
miserable Faustus ! How have I been deceived! Hod 
I not hod a desire to knuw too luucb, I bad not been in 
this case ; for having studied the lives of tbe holy saiats 
and prophets, and thereby thoujtbt to understand suffi- 
cient heavenly matters, 1 tbouj^ht my self nut ivurthy to 
he called Dr. Fnustiia, if 1 should not also know the 
secrets of hell, and be asaociated with the furious fiends 
thereof; now therefore must I be rewarded accordingly. 
Which speeches being' uttered, Faustus went very sor- 
rowful away from his apirit- 



CH.\P. XV. 

How Dr. Faustus desired ag'ain of his Spirit, to know 
tbe Secrets and Pains of Hell; and whether those 
damued Devils, and tUeir Company, migbt ever come 
to the Favour and Love of God a;;ain. 
Dr. Fal-stl's was pondering with himself how he might 
gel loose from so damnable an end as he had given him- 
self unto, both soul and body : but his repenting was 
Ilk f Ciiin and Judas, he thought his sin greater 

han G d uld forgive j hercupoa resting his mind, he 
1 k p heaven, but saw nothing therein, for his 
1 possessed of the devil, that he could think 

f gh Ise but of hell, and the pains thereof, 

Wl ref n all haste he called unto him his spirit 
Mephistophiles, desiring him to tell him some more of 
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the secrets of hell; what pain the damned are in? 
And how they were tormented? And whether the 
damned souls might j^et again the favour of God, and 
so be released out of their torments or not. Where- 
upon the spirit answered. My Faustus, thou may*st 
well leave to question any more of such matters, for 
they will but disquiet thy mind ; I pray thee, what 
meanest thou, thinkest thou through these thy fiftntasies 
to escape us ) No, for if thou shouldest climb up to 
heaven, there to hide thyself, yet would 1 thrust thee 
down again ; for thou art mine, and thou belongest to 
our society : Therefore, sweet Faustus, thou wilt repent 
this thy foolish demand, except thou be content that I 
shall tell thee nothing. Quoth Faustus, ragingly, I will 
know, or I will not live, wherefore dispatch and tell me ; 
to whom Mephistophiles answered, Faustus, it is no 
trouble unto me at all to tell thee ; and therefore since 
thou forcest me thereto, I will tell thee things to the 
terror of thy soul, if thou wilt abide the hearing : thou 
wilt have me to tell thee of the secrets of hell, and of the 
pains thereof: know, Faustus, that hell hath many 
figures, semblances and names ; but it cannot be named 
or figured in such sort to the living that are damned, as 
it is to those that are dead, and do both see and feel the 
, torments thereof : for hell is said to be deadly, out of 
which came never any to life again but one, but he is 
nothing for thee Jto reckon upon ; hell is blood-thirsty, 
and is never satisfied ; hell is a valley into which the 
damned souls fall; for so soon as the soul is out of 
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man's body, it would gladly ^ ttvthe place from whence 
ilcame, and dimbeth up above t lie highest hills, even 
lo the heavens, where being by the angels of the first 
model denied eotertainment, (iu consideration of their 
evil life spent on enrth) they fall into the deepest pit or 
valley, that hath no Lottom, into a perpetual fire which 
shall never be ijuenched ; for like a» the flint thrown in 
the water loscth not vcrCue, neither is the fire extin- 
guished i even so the helliiih Gre is unquenchable : and 
even as the fiint-stonc in the fire burns red hot, and con- 
suraeth not, so likewise the damu'd souls in our hellish 
fire ace ever burning-, but their pain never diminishing : 
therefore is hell called the everlasting pdn, in which is 
never hope for mercy: so it is called utter darkness, in 
which we see neither (he light, the sun, moon, nor stars; 
and were our darkness like the darkness of night, yet 
were there hope of inerey .- but oiira is perpetual dark- 
ness, clean exempt from the face of God. Hell hath 
also a place within it, called Chasma, ont of which 
issaeth all manner of thunders and lightnings, with 
such shriekings and wailings, that oftentimes the very 
devils themselves stand in fear thereof. For one while 
it sendeth forth wind, with exceeding snow, hail and 
rain, congealing the water into ice : with the which the 
damned are frozen, gnash their teeth, howl and cry, yet 

Other whiles, it sendeth forth most horrible hot 
mists, or fogs, with Uashing of flames of &re and brim- 
le; wherein the sorrowful souls of the damned lie 
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broiling in their reitermfed torments : yea, Fausttis^^ell 
is called a prison^ wherein the damned lie continually 
bound ; it is called Pernicies and Exitium, death, de- 
struction, hurttylness, mischief, a mischance, a pitiful 
and enl thing, world without end. We have also with 
us in hell a ladder, reaching of exceeding highth, as 
though the top of the same would touch the heaven, to 
which the damned ascend to seek the blessing of God, 
but through their infidelity, when they are at very 
highest degree, they fall down again into their former 
miseries, complaining of the heat of that unquenchable 
fire : yea, sweet Faustus, so much understand thou of 
hell, the while thou art desirous to know the secrets of 
otir kingdom. And mark, Faustus, hell is the nurse of 
death, the heat of fire, the shadow of heaven and earth, 
the oblivion of all goodness ; the pains unspeakable, 
the griefs unremovable, the dwelling of the devils. 
Dragons, serpents, adders, toades, crocodiles, and all 
manner of venemous and noisome creatures ; the puddle 
of sin, the stinking far ascending from the Stygian lake, 
brimstone, pitch, and all manner of unclean metals, the 
perpetual and unquenchable fire, the end of whose mise- 
ries was never purposed by God: yea, yea, Faustus, 
thou sayest I shall, I must, nay, 1 will tell thee the 
secrets of our kingdom, for thou buyest it dearly, and 
thou must and shalt be partaker of our torments, that 
(as the Lord said) shall never cease, for hell, the woman's 
belly, and the earth, are never satisfied, there shalt thou 
abide horrible torments, howling, crying, burning, freez-

answer, no; for whiimsoever God hath forsaken "and 
thrown into hell, must there abide his tvrath aud indig-- 
nalion, in that umjuenchahle fire, where is no hope of 
mercy to be looked for, but abiding bis perpetual pains, 
world without end : for even as uiueh it avaitetli thee, 
Fauitua, to hope for the favour of God again, as Lucifer 
Umself) who indeed, althoiigli he and we have a hope. 
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;Gt it is lo emuJl avail, and iaktth Doue eSecl, for out of 
that place God will aeitber hear crying nor ain^a;;; if 
he do, thou shdt have a little remorEe, as Dives, Cuu, 
and Judaa had. What helpelh the emperor, king, 
prince, duke, earl, liaroa, lord, knight, esquire, or 
trentlemen, tu cry for mercy being there i Nothing, for 
if on earth they wuuldnotbe lyrauti and self-willed, rich 
with covetousness, proud irilh pomp, gluttons, drunk- 
ards, whoremongers, backbiters, robbers, niurlherers, 
blasphemers, end such like, then were there some hope 
to be looked for; therefore my Faustus, as thou comest 
to hell widi these qualities, thou mayst say with Cain 
my sins are (jreuler than can be forgiven, go hang Iby 
self with Judas ; and lastly, be contented to suffer tor- 
ments with Dives. Therefore know Faustus, that the 
damned have neither end nor time appointed, in the 
which they may hope to be released; for if there were 
any such hope that they by throwing one drop of water 
out of the sea in a day, until it were dry, or there were 
one heap of sand, as high as from the earth tu the hea- 
vens, that a bird carrying atvay but one corn iit aday, at 
the end of this so longlabour, that vet they might hope 
at the laat (iod would have mercy on them, they would 
be comforted ; but now there is no hope, that God once 
thinks upoD them, or that their hoivling shall ever be 
heard ; yea, so impossible it is for thee lo hide thy self 
from Qod, as it is impossible For thee to remove the 
mountains, or to empty the sea, or to tell the drops of 
rain [hat have fallen from heaven until this day, or to tell

what there is moat of in the world ; yea, and as fur a 
camel to go through the eye of a needle, even eo impos- 
sible it id for thee, Faustus, and the rest of the damaed, 
to come a^in into the favour of Gud ? a:id thus Fauatns 
hut thou heard my last sentence, and I pray thee, how 
doft thou like it ? but know this, tliat I counsel lliee to 
.let me be anmotested hereafter wltli such disputations,

aent. Doctor Fauatna parted from hia spirit very pen- 
give and sorrowful, laying him on hia bed, altogether 
donbtfiil of the grace and favour of God, wherefore he 
fell into fantastical cogitations : fain he would have had 
his Bonl at liberty again, but the devil had so blinded 
him, and had taken such deep root in his heart, that he 
could never think to crave God's mercy; orif hychance 
\y good motion, strei^htwaya the devil would 
I fair lady into his chamber, which fell to kias- 
Ig and dalliance with him ; through which means he

the utter ruin both of body 
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CHAP. XVI. 
Brother Question put forth by Dr. Faustus to hia Spirit 

Mepbistophiles of his own Estate. 
i<J%t. Faditub being yet desirous to hear more strange 
iDgs, called his spirit unto him, saying, my Mcphisto- 
Ulea, f have yet another suit unto Ihce, which I pray 
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thee deny me not to resolve me of. Faustus (quoth the 
spirit) I am loath to reason with thee any further, for 
thou art neyer satisfied ii^thy miod» but always bringest 
me a new : yet I pray thee this once (quoth Faustus) do 
me 80 much favour as to tell me the truth in this matter* 
and hereafter I will be no more so earnest with thee. 
The spirit was altogether against it : but yet once more 
he would abide him. Welf (said the spirit to Faustus) 
what deraandest thou of me. Faustus said, I would 
gladly know of thee if thou wert a man in manner and 
form as I am, what wouldest thou do to please both God 
and man ? Whereat the spirit smiled, saying, - my 
Faustus, if I was a man as thou art, and that God had 
. adorned me mth those gifts of nature which thou once 
hadst, even so long as the breath of God were by and 
within me, would I humble my self unto his majesty, en- 
deavouring all that I could to keep his commandments, 
praise him and glorifie him, that I might continue in his 
favour, so were I sure to enjoy the eternal joy, and feli- 
city of his kingdom. Faustus said, but that I have not 
done. No, thou sayest truth, quoth Mephistophiles, 
tbou hast not done it ; but thou hast denyed the Lord 
thy Maker, which gave thee the breath of life, speech, 
hearing, sight, and all other ihy reasonable senses, that 
thou Diightest understand his will and pleasure, to live 
to the glory and honour of his name, and to the advance- 
ment of thy body and soul: him, I say, being thy 
Maker, hast thou denyed and defied, yea, wickedly hast 
hou applied that excellent gift of understanding, and 
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tpvea (hy soul to the devil, therefore give none tlie 
blame liut thine oivn self-will, thy pnmd and aspiriog 
mind, which hath bruu<rht thee uuto the wrath of God 
and utter damnation . This ia most true (i]uath Pnuatua) 
ttnt tell uie iMeptiistophiles, wouldst Itioii be in my case, 
U I aui noiv? yen, saith the spirit (and with that fetch'd 
a gnM sii;h> for yet I would so humble my s?lf, that I 
mialcl win the favour of God Then, sai<l Dr. Faudtus, 
it were lime enough for me, if I atnended. True, said 
HephisCiiphiles, if It wure not for thy great sins, which 
o oilioiis and detestable iu the sia^bt of God, that it 
|( too late for thee, for the wrath of God rciteth upon 
Ijeave off 'quoth Fanstus) and (ell me my ques- 
o my greater comfort. 

CHAP. XVII. 
■e fblloweth the Second Part of Dr. Fanstus, his Life 
and Practices, until his £nd. 
'Sx. F^natns having received denial of bis spirit to be re- 
solved any more io such questions propounded, forgot 
all good works, and fell to be a kalender-maker by the 
lielp of his spirit, and also in short time to he a good 
aatronomer or astrologian ; he had learned so perfectly 
of Mb spirit the course of the sun, moon, and stars, that 
lie had the most famous name of all the mathematicians 
that lived in his time, as may well appear hy his works 
dedicated unto sundry dukes and lords, for he did no- 
- thing without the advice of his spirit, ivhich learned him 
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wee his death. The like praise won he with his kaloii* 
den and almaoacks-making; for when he presaged ^i 
%uy thing, operation^, and alterations of the weathtf or 
elements, as wind, rain, fogs, snow, hail, moist, dry, 
warm, cold, thunder, lighUiing, it fell so duly out, as if 
nn angel of heaven had forewarned it. He did not, Uke 
the unskilful astronomers in our time, that set JA winter, 
pold moist air, frosty, and In the dog days, hot, dry, 
tlumder, fire, and such like ; hut be set in all his works, 
the day and hour, when, where, and how it should hap- 
pen. If any wonderful thing were at hand, as mortality, 
£uiiine, plague, wars, he would set the time and place. 
Id true and just order, when it would come to pass. 

CHAP. xvni. 

A Question put forth by Dr. Faustus to his Spirit, con- 
cerning Astronomy. 

Now Faustus falling to practice, and making his prog- 
nostications, he was doubtful in many points ; wherefore 
he called unto bim Mephistophiles bis spirit, saying, I 
find the ground of the science very difficult to attun 
unto ; for when that I confer Astronomia and Astrologia, 
as the matbematicians and ancient writers have left in 
memory, I find tbem vary, and very much to disagree: 
wherefore I pray thee to teach me the truth of this 
matter. To whom his spirit answered, Faustus, thou 
ahalt know, that the practitioners or speculators, or at 
least the first inventors of these arts, have done nothing 
of themselves certain, whereupon thou mayest attain tp 
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the tme prognosticating or presa^n^ of liiiog-g cou- 
cerning rhe heavens, cir of llie influence of tlie planela; 
for if by chance some one iimihematlcian or ajtroQOiner 
hnve left beliiiid liiin any tbinK' wcrlhy uf [iiemory, they 
iiare so blinded it with ieiiigiiiaticftl word», blind chanC' 
t&n, and such obscure ggurea, that it is impoaailile for 
say earthly uian to attain the kntAvledire [hereof, with- 
out the aid of aoine spirils, or else the special f[ift of 
God, for saeh as are the hiddes workii of God froin luen, 
' yet do we apirita, "that fly and fleet all elements, know 
nch; and there is nothing' to be done, or by the heavena 
^rtended, hut we know it, except only the day of doom. 
therefore, Faustua learo of rne, [ will teach thee the 
id re-course of the planets, the cause of 
1 summer, the exaltation and declination of 
the SHU, and eclipse of the moon, the distance and 
Idghth of the poles and every fixed atar, the nature and 
eppOBition of the elements, fire, BJf, ^vate^, and earth, 
and all that is contained in them, yea, herein there ia 
aothin^ hidden from me, but only the filthy essence 
which once thou hadst, Faustus, at liberty, but now fhou 
liaat lost it past recovery ; therefore leaving thait which 
will not be again had, learn now of me to make thunder, 
lightning, hail, ^now, aad raiJi, the clouds to rend the 
earth, and ci-aggy rocks to shake and split in aunder, the 
■eas (o swell and roar, and overran their marks ; 
knowest thou not that the deeper the sun aliines, the 
jiDtter it pierces ; so the more thy art is famous whilst 
«hDU art here, the greater shaU be thy name when thou 
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arr j^one. Knowest thou not that the earth is ^ozen, 
cold, and dry; tlie water runnins^, cold and moist, the 
air flying, hot and moist ; the fire consuming hot and 
dry: yea, Fauntus, ho must thy heart be inflamed like 
the fire to mount un high : learn, Faustus^ to fly like my 
self, as swift as thought from one kingdom to another, 
to sit at princes* tables, to eat their dainty-fare, to have 
thy pleasure of their ladies, wives and concubines ; to 
use all their jewels and costly robes, as things belong- 
ing unto thee, and not unto them : learn of me, Faustusj 
to run through walls, doors, and gates of stone and iron, 
to creep into the earth like a worm, or swim in the 
water like a fish ; to fly in the air like a bird, and to live 
and nourish thy self in the fire like a salamander; so 
8halt thou be famou^^, renowned, far spoken of, and.ex'- 
tolled for thy skill, going on knives not hurting thy feet^ 
carrying fire in thy bosom and not burning thy shirt; 
seeing through the heavens, as through a crystal, where- 
in is placed the planets, with all the rest of the presage- 
ing comets, the whole circuit of the world from east to 
west, north and south : there shalt thou know, Faustus, 
whereof the fiery sphere above, and the signs of the 
Zodiack doth not burn and consume the whole face of 
the earth, being hindred by placing the two moist ele- 
ments between them, the airy clouds and wavering waves 
of water : yea, Faustus, I will learn thee the secrets of 
nature, what the cause is, that the sun in summer, being 
at the highest, giveth all his heat downwards on the 
earth ; and being winter at the lowest, giveth all his 




lieat upwards into the heavens, llial tlie sddw should be 
<yl so great venue as the hunev, und the Lady Saturoia 
in Ofiultii, more hot thim the sim in manifesto. Come 
on, niy Faiistufl, I ivill make Ihee as perfect in these 
waja aa my fii<lf, 1 will learn tliee i.o ^u invisilde, to find 
out the mines botli of fro\d and silver, the fodine* of 
preHous sliiiies, as the carbiuicle. the diamond, saphire, 
emerald, ruby, topas, jiiuintli, grunat, jaspie^, amethyat; 
use all these al thy pleasure, take thy heart's desire; 
thy time Faustiis iveareth awoy, then vvliy ivilc thou not 
take thy pleu.iure of the ivorhl ? Come up, we will go 
jinto Wing* at tlieir own euurtti, and at their most sump- 
tuous hani[uels be their guents ; if wUinsly they invite 
US not, then by force we uil! serve our own turn with 
their best mesX and daintiest witie. Agreed, quoth 
Faustus, but let me pause a while upon this thou bast 
even now declared unto me. 



CHAP. XIX. 

rw Dr. Fauatua fell into des]>air with himself, for 
having put a Question unto hia Spirit, thty fell at 

Variance, whereupon the Rout of Devils appeared 

untu him, threatninj;;' him sharply. 
Dh. Faitstls resolved with himself the apeechea of his 
spirit, and betame so woful and sorrowful in liis cogita- 
tions, that be thnujfbt himself alrciidy fryinif in the 
hottest flame of hell ; and lying in this rouse, suddenly 
there appeared unto him hia spirit, demanding whet 
tHing so grieved and troubled hia conscience ? ^Vhe^eat 
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Dr. Fftustiif gmre no tauwer; yet the 8]^t layveiy 
earnestly upon him to know the cause, and . if it were 
possible he would find a remedy for his grief, and ease 
him of his sorrows. To whom Faustus answered, I 
hare taken thee unto me as a servant to do my service 
and thy service will be very dear unto me ; yet I cannot 
have any diligence of thee farther than thou list thyself 
neither dost thou in any thing as it becometh thee. The 
spirit replyed. My Faustus, thou knowest that I was 
never against thy commandment as yet, but ready to 
serve and resolve thy questions, although I am not 
bound unto thee in such respects as concern the hurt of 
our kingdom ; yet was I always willing to answer thee, 
and so am 1 still : therefore my Faustus, say on boldly, 
what is thy will and pleasure? At which words the 
spirit stole away the heart of Faustus, who spake in Ms 
sort : Mephistophiles, tell me how and after ^at sort 
Ood made the world, and all the creatures in it ? And 
why man was made after the image of God ? The spirit 
hearing this, answered Faustus, Thou knowest that all 
this is in vain for thee to ask : I know that thou art 
sorry for what thou hast done, but it availetli thee not ; 
for I, will tear thee in a thousand pieces if thou change 
not thy opinions, and hereat he vanished away. Whereat 
Faustus, all sorrowful that he had put forth sucli a 
question, felLto weeping and to howling bitterly, not for 
his sins towards God, but that the devil was departed 
from him so suddenly in such a rage. And being in 
this perplexity^, he was suddenly taken with such ex-> 
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treatn cold, as if he would have frozen in 
where lie sate, in wliicli the greatest deiil 
peared unto iiim, witli (.■eriaiii cif liis hideiiua i.i 
company, in nioft iif^ly ahapes, that it was 
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tbe place 
D hell ap- 
d infernal 
inpoaiiible 

to think upon; and travprsinntUet'hanil'er romid about 
where Faustus sale, Fauslus thoutrht to himself, Notr 
are they come for oie. thnu^h my limR he nut come, 
and that, because I have asked such questions of my 
servant Mepliiatophilea - at whose cogitations tlie thiefest 
devil, ivliiuh was the lord unt>i ivhora he gave his eoiil, 
that was Lucifer, spake in this sort: Fanalue, I have 
seen thy thoug-hts, which arc not as thou hn;t vowed 
tinto me, by the virtue of this letter i and shewed him 
the obligalion, which he had written wilh hia own 
blood; wherefore I am come to viait thee, and to shew 
thee some of our hellish pastimes, in hope that will draw 
and coulirru thy miud a little more stedfast uoto us. 
CouteQt (quoth t'auatus) go to, let me see what paalirae 
you cau make- At whiih «-orda the great devil in his 
likeness, sate liini down by Faustus, coinmunding the 
rest of his devils to appear in the form as if they were 
in hell. First entered Belial in form of a liear, with 
curled black hair to the ^ruund, his ears standing up- 
right i within his ears were as red as blood, out of which 
issued flames of fire, his teeth were at least a foot long, 
aad as white as suow, <vith a tail three ells long, at the 
least, having two wings, one behind each arm ; and thU8 
one after another they appeared to Faustus in form as 
Ij^y were in hell. Lucifer himaelf sate in a manner of 
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a man all hairy> bat of brown colour like a squirreT, 
curled^ and h's tail torning upwards on his back as the 
squirrels use, I think he could crack nuts too like a 
squirrel After him came Bel zebub in curled hair of 
a horse-flesh colour^ his head like the head of a bull, 
with a mighty pair of horns, and two long ears down to 
the ground, and two wings on his back, with two pricks 
ing things like horns ; out of his wings issued flames of 
fife, his tail was like a cow's. Then came Astaroth in 
the form of a worm, going upright on his tail, and 
had no feet, but a tail like a glow-worm, under his chops 
gi'ew two short hands, and his back was cole-black, his 
belly thick iu the middle, yellow, like gold, having 
many bristles on his back like a hedge -hog. After him 
came Cannagosta, being white and grey mixed, exceed- 
ing curled and hairy, he had a head like the head of an 
ass, and a tail like a cat, and claws like an ox, lacking 
nothing of an ell broad. Then came Anobis ; this devil 
had a head like a dog, white and black hair, in shape 
like a hog, saving that he had but two feet, one under 
his throat, the other at his tail ; he was four ells long^ 
^Vith hanging ears like a blood-hound. After him came 
Dithican : he was a short thief, in form of a large bird, 
with shining feathers, and four feet ; his neck was greeny 
and body red, and his feet black. The last was called 
Brachus, with very short feet, like a hedgehog, yellow 
and green, the upper side of his body was brown 
and the belly like blue flames of fire, the tail red like the 
tail of a monkey. The rest of the devils were in form 




«f unreasonable beaats, aa swine, harts, bears, wolfs, 
apes, bufli;s, ^oats, aiittilupea, einphante, drag-ons, 
hordes, assen, liuna, cats, sniikes, toada, and all manner 
of ugly odioua serpents and worms; yet came in such 
sort that every one at bis entry into the hall, made their 
reference unto Lucifer, anil so took their places, stand- 
ing io order as Ihey came until they bad lillM tiie 
whole hall, whereivilh suddenly fell a mo'et horrible 
thunderclap, that the house bhook as if it nould have 
fall'n uLito the ground ; upon which every mooster had 
a muck-fork in LU baud, holding them towarda Fuiistus, 
as tho' they would have run a tilt al him . which when 
Faustus perceived, he tlioufrht upon the wards of Me- 
phiatophiles, when be tuld him liow the souls in hell 
were tormented, being out from devil to devil upon 
muck-forks, he thought verily to have been t&rmented 
there by them in like anrt ; hut Liu;ifer perceiving his 
thought, spake to him. My Faustus, how likest thou, 
this crewof inine? Quoth Faustus, Why came you not 
ler of shape? Lucifer reply'd. We 
iur hellish form, we have shelved our- 
.■e are there ; yet can we blind men's 
, that when we will, we appear unto 
them as if we were men or aagela of liifht, although our 
dwelling be in darkness. Then said Faustus, I like not 
I. many of you together, Whereupou Lucifer com- 
Ipandcii them to depart, except seveo of the principal, 
irthniih they presently vanished, which Fauiitus per- 
tUi^iig, he was somewhat better comforted, and spake 
Luciftr, where is my lervant Mephistophiles, let. me 
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selves here as 
eyes in such si 
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lee if he can do the like. Whereupon came a fierce 
dragon Byitig, an<l spittiug fire round about the houHe, 
and coming towarde Lucifer, made reverence, and then 
changed hiiDEcirio the form of a friar, saying', Faustua, 
what wilt tliou? Fauatua said, I will that thou teach 
me to tranefonn myeelf in like sort, at thou and the rest 
have done. Then Lucifer put forth his paw and gave 
Faaatua a book, aayiiig. Hold, do what thou wilt, whicli 
he looking upon, slraightways chan^d himself into a 
hog, then into a worm, thcD into a dragon, and finding 
thus for hia purpose it liked liim well. Quoth he to 
Lucifer, And how cometh it that ao many Glthy forms 
are in the world? Lucifer answered, they are ordained 
ot God, as places unto men, and so ahalt thou be 
plagued, quoth he ; whereupon came scorpiona, wasps, 
emets, lieea, and goals, whicli fell to stinging and biting 
him, and all the whole house was filled with a luoit 
horrible slinking fogg, insomuch that Faustua, saw 
nothing, but etill was tormented ; wherefore he cryed 
for help, aaying, Mephiatophilcs, my faithful eervaot, 
where art thou ? Help, help, I pray thee. Hereat the 
spirit anawered nothing, hut Lucifer himself said. Ho, 
ho, ho, Faustua, how likest thou the creation of the 
world 1 And incontinent it was cleiir agniu, and the 
devils and all the filthy cattcl were vanished, only 
Foustus was left alone seeing nothing, but hearing the 
sweetest musick that ever he heard before, at which he 
was so raviahed with delight, that he forgot his fears be 
was in before, and it repented him that he had seen no 
more of their pastime. 




CHAP. XX. 

How Dr. Faiiatus desired to aeeHell, and of the Manner 

how he wa« uaed therein. 
Dr. Faubtus bethinkiag hoiv bis time went away, and 
how he had gpeut eight years thercuf, he laeaot to spend 
the rest to bis better conteatuient, intending quite to 
fiirget any such motions as might offend the deril any 
more : wherefore on a time he cQlled ht9 spirit Mephia- 
tophiles, and said uuto him, Bring thou hither unto me 
thy Lord Lucifer or Belial ; he brought him (notwith- 
gtanding-) one that was culled Dulzebub, the which asked 
Fauatu.i, hia pleasure i Quoth Faustua, I will know of 
thee if I might see hell, and take a view thereof J Thai 
thou sholt said the Devil, and at midnight I will fetch 
thee. Well, night being come. Dr. Fauatus iraited 
very diligently for the coming of the devil to fetch bim, 
and thinking that he tarried too long, he went to the 
window, where he pulled open a casement, and looking 
into the element, he eaiv a cloud in the north more 
bluck, and darker, and obscurer than all the rest of the 
akie, from whence the wljid blew most horribly right 
into Faustus'a clianibcr, and filled the ivhole houac with 
smoak, Ihat Faustua was almost amothered ; liercat fell 
an exceeding thuuder-clap, and withal came a great 
rugged black Bear all curled, and upon his hack a chair 
iai beaten gold, and spake to Faustua, saying, Sir, up and 
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away with me : and Dr. Faustus that had so long abode 
the smoak, wished rather to be in hell than there, got 
on the devil, and so they went on together. Mark how 
the devil blinded hrm, and made him believe he carried 
him into hell, for he carried him into the lake, where 
Faustus fell into a sound sleep, as if he had sate into a 
warm water or bath ; at last they came to a place which 
burneth continually with flashing flames of fire and brim- 
stone, wherout issued an exceeding mighty clap of thun- 
der ; with 30 horrible a noise that Faustus awaked ; but the 
devil went forth on his way, and carried Faustus therein, 
yea, notwitlistanding however it burnt. Dr. Faustus felt 
no more heat then as it were the glimps of the sun in 
May, there heard he all manner of music to overcome 
him, but saw none playing on them ; it pleased him 
well, but he durst not ask- for he was forbidden it before. 
To meet the devil and the guest that came with him 
came tlirce other ugly devils, the which ran back again 
before the bear, to make the way ; against whom there 
came running an exceeding great hart, which would 
have thrust Faustus out of the chair ; but being defended 
by the other three devils, the hart was put to the re- 
ptilse : thence going on the way, Faustus looked, and 
behold there was nothing but snakes, and all manner of 
venomous beasts about him, which were exceeding great: 
unto the which snakes came many storks, and swallowed 
up the whole multitude of snakes, that they left not 
one : which when Faustus saw, he marvelled greatly; 
but proceeding farther on their hellish voyage, there 




Fame forth out of an hullow cHft an exceeding great 
fiylng hull, the which with guch a force hit Faustus's 
chair with his head and hums, that he turoed Patistus 
and hii bear over uad aver, so that the hear vanislied 
anay ; whereat Fauatna began to cry. Oh! woe to me 
that ever I Ciiine here ! For he thought there to have 
heen beguiled of the devil ; and to make an end before 
his time appointed orconditiuued of the devil : but shortlv 
after caine to him a inoaatrous ape, hiildiug Fuustu; lu 
be of good chear, and said. Get upon uie. All the 6rc 
in hell seemed lo Fauitns to have been put out, where- 
upon followed a monstrous thick fog, that he aaw no- 
thing, but shortly after it seemed to him (o wax clear, 
where he saw two great draifonB fastiied unto a waggon, 
in the which the ape ascended and set Fuustue therein ; 
forth flew the dragorid into an exceeding dark cloud, 
where Faustua saw neitlier dragons nor chariot wherein 
he sate, and such were the cries of tornienled eouls, 
with mighty thunder-claps, and flashing lightnings 
about hie ears, that poor Faustus shook for fear ; upon 
this they caiue tu a ivaler, stiakiug and Slthy, thick like 
mud, into the which ran the drag-ons, sinking under 
with waggon and all, but Faustus fdt no water hut as 
it were a small miat, sating that the waves heat so sore 
upon him, that he saw nothing under and over him but 
only water, in the which he lost his dragons, ape and 
waggon ; and sinking yet deeper and deeper, he came 
at last as it were iipon a high rock, where the water? 
parted and left him thereon : but when the water was

feme. It seemed to him he should there have ended his 
life, for he saw no way but death : the rode was so high 
from the bottom as heaven is from the earth i there sate 
he, seeing nor hearing any man, and looked ever upon 
the rock : at length he saw a little hole out of which 
issued fire ; thougl^t he, how shall I now do ? I must 
cither fall to the bottom or bum in the fire, or sit in 
despair. With that in his madness he gave a skip into 
the fire hole, saying. Hold, you infernal hags, take here 
this sacrifice as my last end, that which I have justly 
deserved. Upon this he was entred, and finding himself 
as yet unbumed or touched of that fire, he was the better 
appayed. But there was so great a noise that he never 
heard the like before, it passed all the thunder that ever 
he had heard. And coming down farther to the botttw 
of the rock, he saw a fire wherein were many worthy 
and noble personages, as emperors, kings, dukes, and 
lords, and many thousand more tormented souls, at the 
edge of which fire, ran a most pleasant, clear, and cold 
water to behold ; into the which many tormented sods 
sprang out of the fire to cool themselves, but being so 
freezing cold, they were constrained to return again into 
the fire, and thus wearied themselves and spent their 
endless torments out of one labyrinth into another, one 
while in heat, another while in cold : but Faustus, 
standing here all this while gazing on them that were 
thus tormented, he saw oue leaping oot 'of the fire, 
shrieking horribly, whom he thought to have known, 
wherefore he would fiun have spoken unto him, but re- 



meinbring he nr&9 forliiililen, be refruineil speaking. 
Tben tliis devil that liruuglit him in, oiiine to liiia u^iii 
in likeness of a bear, with the chair on his Ijiick, and 
bid him set up, for it was time to depart : fo Fuustua 
got up, and the devil carried him out itito the air, where 
he had so sweet muaick, that be fell asleep by the way. 
Hia boy Cbristopber, beia^ all tbis while at home, and 
mtssitig his master so long, thought his master would 
have tarried and dwelt with the devil for ever : but 
whilst the boy was iu these cogitations, his master came 
home : for the devil brought him home fust nsleep as 
he sate i[i his chdr, and threw him on his ])ed, where 
(being thus left of the devil) he lay until day. When 
he awaked, he was amazed, like a man thut bad been in 
a dark dungeon ; mnsing wilh himself, if it were true 
or false (but he had seen bell, or whether lie was blinded 
or not ; but he rather perswaded himself he had been 
there (ban oiherwise, because he had seen sucb ivonder- 
fnl things; wherefore he mostearefulty took pen and ink, 
•nd wrote those things in order as he liod seen ; wliich 
vrriting tvas afterwards found by bis boy in bis study ; 
which aftenvards was published to the whole city of 
Wittenburg in print, for exa'jipte to all christians. 
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€HAP. XXI. 

How Dr. Faustiu was carried through the Air, up to the 
Heavens to see the whole World, and how the Slue 
aud Planets mled ; after the which he wrote a Letter 
to his Friend of the same to Liptzig, and how he 
went about the World in eight Days. 

Tflis letter was found by a freeman and citizen of Wit- 
tenburg, written with his own hand, and sent to his friend 
at Liptzig a physician, named Love Victori, the contents 
of which were as followeth : Amongst other things (my 
beloved friend and brother) I remember yet the former 
friendship we had together when we were school-fellows,- 
and students in the university at Wittenbuig, whereas 
you first studied physick, astronomy, astrology, geo- 
metry, and cosmography, I to the contrary, you know, 
studied divinity, notwithstanding now in any of your 
own studies, I am sure I have prdbeeded farther than 
your self ; for since I began I have never erred, for 
might I speak it without affecting mine own praise, my 
kalenders and other practices have not only the com- 
mendations of the common sort, but also the chiefest 
lords and nobles of this our Dutch nation, because (which 
is chiefly to be noted) I write and presage of matters to 
come, which all accord and fall out so right, as if they 
had already been before. And for thee (my beloved 
Victori) you write to know my voyage which I made

unto tlie hcBTens, tlie which (as you cerlifie me) jou 
have had some suspicion of, although you partly per- 
swade your self that it is a thing impossible ; do matter 
for that, it is as it is, and let it be as it will, once it is 
done in such a manner as now according uuto your 
requeat, 1 will give you here Co understand: I being 
once laid in my bed, und I coidd nut sleep for thinking 
on my kalender and practice, I niarvell'd with my self 
how it were possible that the hrm anient should be known, 
and so largely written of by men, or whccher they write 
true or false, by their own opinions and suppositions, or 
by due observation and true course of the heavens : be- 
hold, I thought my house would have been blown dovrn, 
eo that all my doors and chests flew open, whereat I was 
not a liltle astonished, for withal 1 heard a groaning 
voice, which said. Get up, the desire of thy heart, mind, 
and thought thou shalt see- At the which 1 answered. 
What my heart dcsircth that would I fain see, and to 
make proof if I shall see, I will away with thee. Why 
then, quoth he, look out ihe window, there cometh a 
meeeengerfor thee ? That did I, and behold there stood 
a waggon with iivo dragons before it to draw the same, 
and all the waggon was of a light burning fire, and for 
that the moon shone I was the willinger at that tiine to 
depart ; but (he voice spoke again, sit up, and let ua 
away. I ivill (said 1) go with thee, but upon condition, 
that [ may ask after all things that I see, liear, or think 
on. The voice answered, 1 am content for this time. 
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Hereapon I got me into theu'aggoii. so that the dragons 
CMiied me up ri^ht into the ur. 

The wa^goo had foui* wheels, the which rattled lo, 
and made soch a oolse, as if it had been all thii wldle 
mnninif on the stones, and round about us ilew flames 
o{ fire ; and the higher that I came, the more the earth 
teemed to be darkened, so that methougbt I came, out 
of a dungeon ; and looking down from heaven, bdiold 
Mephistophiles my spirit and servant was behind me, 
and when he perceived that I saw bim, he came and sate 
hj me, to whom I sdd, I pray thee MepUstophiles, 
whither shall I go now? Let not that trouble thy mind, 
(said he) and yet they carried us higher up. And now I 
will tell thee (good friend and school-fellow) what things 
I have seen and proved ; for on the Tuesday I went out, 
and on Tuesday seven nights following I came home 
again^ that's eight days, in which time I slept not, no 
not one wink came mthin my eyes : and we went invi- 
sible of any man ; and as the day began to appear, after 
the first night's journey, I said to my spirit Mephis- 
tophiles, I pray thee how far have we now ridden ? I 
I am sure thou knowest, for methinks we have ridden 
exceeding far, the world seemeth so little. Mephis- 
tophiles, answered me. My Faustus believe me, that 
from the place from whence thou camest unto this place 
where we now are, is already forty-seven leagues right 
in lieighth. And as the day increased, I looked down into 
the world, Asia, Europe, and Africa I had a sigbt isft 
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and being so high, ({uoth I to my spirit, tell me how 
these kingdoms lie, and what they arc catlcil i The 
which be denied not, saying, See tliis on our left hand 
IB Hnogaria, this is alsn PruBsia on our left hrind, and 
Poland, JVluscocia, Tartary, ^ileaia, Bohemia, Saxnny ; 
snd here on our right hand, Spain, Portngal, France, 
England, and Scotland ; then right on before us lie the 
kingdomg of Persia, India, Arabia, the king- of Althor, 
and the great Cham : now we are come to Wittenburg, 
and are right over the town of Weim, in Austria, and 
ere long we will be at Constantinople, Tripoli, and 
Jerusalem, and after trill we pierce the frozen Zone, 
and shortly touth the horiion and the zenith of W'itten- 
bnrg. There looked 1 on the ocean sea, and belield a 
great many ships and galleys ready to battle one against 
another; and thus 1 spent my journey, and 1 east my 
eyes here, now there, towards south, north, east, and 
west; I buve been in one place where it rained and 
hailed, and in another where the sun shone excellent 
(air, and so I think that 1 saiv most things in and about 
the world, with great admiration, that in one place it 
rained, and in another hail and gnowi on this side the 
aun shone bright, some liills cover'd mth snow never 
consuming, others were ao hot that gtass and trees n-ere 
burned, and consumed therewith. Then looked 1 up 
to the heavens, and behold they went so swift, that I 
thought they would have sprung into thousands ; like- 
wise it wafl so clear and so hot. that i could not gaze 
a dimncd my sight ; and had not my spirit 
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Mephistopbiles corered me, as it were with a ihadowing^ 
doud, 1 had been burot mth the extream heat thereof: 
for the skie which we behold here, when we look up 
from the earth, is to fast aod thick as a wall, clear and 
shining bright as chrysta), in which is placed the snn, 
which casteth forth his rays and beams oyer the whole 
world, to the uttermost confines of the earth. Biit we 
think that the sun is very little, no, it is altogether as 
big as the world : indeed the body substantial is but 
little in compass, but the rays or streams that it casteth 
forth by reason of the thing wherein it is placed, 
ipaketh him to extend and shew himself all over the 
whole world, and we think that the son runneth his 
course, and that the heavens stand still ; no, it is the 
heavens that moves his course, and the sun-abideth per- 
petually in his place, he is permanent and fixed in his 
place, and although we see him beginning to ascend in 
the orient or east, at the highest in the meridian or 
south, setting in Occident or west, yet is he in the 
lowest in septentrio or north, and yet he moveth not, it 
is the axle of the heavens that moveth, the whole firma- 
ment, being a chaos or confused things and for that 
proof I will shew this example : like as thou seest a 
bubble made of water and soap blown out of a quill, it 
is in form of a confused mass or chaos, and being in this 
form is moved at pleasure of the wind which runneth 
round about that chaos, and moveth him also round, 
even so the whole firmament or chaos, wherein are 
placed the sun, and the rest of the planets, is turned 
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and carried at the pleasure of tli; spirit of Gud, which is 
wind .- yea, Cbriatian reader, tu t1ie glory of God, aud tu 
the profit of my soul, I will open unto thee a divine 
opinion loucliin|r tlie rule of this eotifounded oLaos, far 
more than my rude German author, being possessed 
with the devil, was able to uller, aud prove some of my 
senlences before to be true, look into Genesis, into the 
workE of God, at the creation of the world, there alialt 
thou find that the spirit of God moved upon the water, 
before heuveu and earth ivere made. Mark how he 
made it, and how by his word every element took his 
place ; these were not his ivorks but his wordji, for all 
the words he used before, concluded afterwards in one 
work, which was in making man: mark reader with 
patience, fur thy soul's heahh, see into all that was done 
by the word and work of God ; light and darkness was, 
the Armament stood, and the j^reat and little light in it : 
the Dioiat waters were in one plaee, the earth was dry, 
and every element brought forth according to the word 
of God. Now foU'jw his works : he made man after his 
own image. How f Out of the earth. The earth will 
shape no image ivithout waterj there was one of the 
elements) liut all this while there was wind: all ele- 
ments were at the word of God ; man was made, and in 
a form by the work of God, yet moved not that work 
before God had breathed the spirit of life into his nos- 
trils, aud made him a. living ,'oul : here was the first 
wind and spirit of God, out of his own mouth; which 
9 have likcivisc from the same seed which \va.a only 
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planted by God in Adam : which wind, breath, or spirit, 
when he had receiTed, he was living and moved on 
earth ; for it was ordain'd of God for his habitation, but 
the heavens are the habitation of the Lord : and like as 
I shewed before of the bubble or confused Qhaos made 
of water and soap, thro' the wind and breath of man is 
tamed ronnd, and carried with the wind ; even so the 
firmaments wherein the sun and the rest of the planets 
are fixed, be moved, turned, and carried with the wind, 
breath, and spirit of God ; for the heavens and firma- 
ments are moveable as the chaos, but the sun is fixed in 
the firmament. And farther, (my good school-fellow) I 
was thus ni^h the heavens, where methought every 
planet was but as half the earth, and under the firma- 
ment ruled the spirits in the ur : as I came down, I 
looked upon the world and heavens, and methought that 
the earth was inclosed (in comparison) within the firm- 
ament as the yolk of an egg within the white, methought 
that the whole length of the earth was not a span longj 
and the water was as it fiad been twice as broad and as 
long as the earth : even thus at eight days end t came 
home again, and fell asleep, and so I continued sleeping 
three days and three nights together, and the first hour 
I waked, fell fresh again to my kalendar, and have made 
them in right ample manner as you know: and to sa- 
tisfie your request for that you write unto me, I have 
(in consideration of our old friendship had at the uni- 
versity of Wittenburg) declared unto you my heavenly 
voyage, wishing no worse unto you than unto myself^

HowDr- Faustusmadeliifi Journey through the principal 

QDci most famous Lanils in the World. 
Db. Faustus having' over run fifteen years of his ap- 
pointed time, he took upon him a journey, with full intent 
to see the ivhole world, and calling his spirit Mephisto- 
philes unto him, he aaid. Thou knoweat that thou art 
bound unto »ie upon conditiona, to form and fulfil tny 
desire in all things, wherefore my intent is to visit the 
whole face of the earth visible and invieible, when it 
pleaselh me i therefore I command and injoyn thee to 
the same. Whereupon Mephistophiles answered, I ana 
ready, my lord, at thy command: and forthwith the 
spirit changed himself into the lilieuess of a flying 
horse.saying, Fauatus, ait up, I am ready. Dr. Faustus 
Boftly aate upon him, and furivarda they ivetit : Faustus 
came through many a land and province, as Pannonia, 
Austria, Qerjuany, Bohemia, Silesia, Saxony, Messene, 
During, Franiiland, Swaalband, Byerland, Sayrir, Co- 
rinthia, Poland, Litaw, Leslaud, Prussia, Denmark, 
Muscovift, Tarlaria, Turby, Persia, Cathai, Alexandria, 
Barharia, Ginny, Porut, ihe Streights Maghellanc, India, 
all about the frozen zone, and Terra-incognila, Nova 
, Hispaniola, the Icles of Tereza, Madera, St. Michaels, 
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the Caoaiies, and the Trenoiirolcio into Sptin, and 
Mainland. Portugal, Italy, Campania, the Kingdom of 
Naples, the hies of Sicilia, Malta, Mijorca» Minorca, to 
the Knights of the Rhodes, Candy or Crete, Cypress, 
Corinth, Smtserland, France, Freezeland, Westphalia, 
Zeland, Holland, Brabant, and all the seventeen pro-, 

f 

Tinces in Netherland, England, Scotland, Ireland, and 
America, and Island, the Qnt-Isles of Scotland, the Or- 
cades, Norway, the Bishoprick of Bream ; and so home 
again. All these kingdoms, and provinces, and coun- 
tries he passed in twenty-five days, in which dme he 
saw nothing that delighted his mind, wherefore he took 
little rest at home, and burning in desire to see more at 
lai^o, and to behold the secrets of each luogdom, he set 
forward again, on his journey on his swift horse Mephis- 
tophiles, and came to Trent, for that he chiefly desired 
to see this town, and the monuments thereof, but there 
he saw not/ any wonders, except two fi&ir palaces that 
belonged unto the bishop, and also a mighty large 
castle that was built with brick, with three walls, and 
three great trenches, so strong that it was impossible 
for any prince's power to win it ; then he saw a church 
wherein was buried Simon and the bishop of Popo, their 
tombs are of most sumptuous stone-marble, closed and 
joyned together with great bars of iron ; from thence he 
departed to Paris, where he liked well the academy ; 
and what place or kingdom so ever fell in his mind, the 
same he visited* He came from Paris to Mentz, where 
the river of Maine falls into the Rhine, notwithstanding 



he tarried not long there, but went into Campania, in 
the kingdum of Neapoly, in ivhlch he saw an innumer- 
ftble Gort of doysEere, nunneries, and thurches, and 
great houses of stone, the sErcets fair anti large, an<l 
streij;ht forth from one end of the town to the other all 
alike, and all the paveracat of the tity ivus of brick, and 
the more it rained in the lonn, the fa.irer the streets 
were : there saw he the tomb of Virgil, and the high- 
way that he cut through the mighty hill of stone in one 
night, the whole len^h of an English mile : where he 
saw the number of gallies, and argeziea that lay there 
at the city head, Che wind-mill that stood in the water, 
the castle in the water, and the houses above the water, 
where many gallies might ride most snfely from rain or 
wind : then he saw (he L-astlc on the hill over the town, 
and many monuments therein, also the hill called Vesu- 
viuB, ivheron growcth all the Greekiah wine, and most 
pleasant siveet Olives. From thence he came to Venice, 
whereat he wonder'd not a little, to see a tity so famonsly 
built, standing in the sea, where through every street 
the water came in such largeness, that great shi))S and 
barks might pass from one street to another, having yet 
a way on both sides the water whereon men and borees 
might pass : he marvelled also how it was possible so 
much victuals to be found in the town, and so good and 
cheap, coDsidering that for a whole league nothing grew 
near the same. Me wnniler'd not a little at the fairness 
afiSt. Mark's Place, and the sumptuous church standing 
thereon, called St. Mark, how all the pavement ivaa set 
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coloored stones, and all the rood or loft of the 
ckorck double gilded over. Leaving this, he came to 
Padua, beholding the manner of their academy, which is 
called the mother or nurse of Christendom, there heard he 
the doctors, and saw most of the monuments of the town, 
entred his name in the university of the German nation, 
and wrote himself Dr. Faustus, the insatiable speculator •* 
Then saw he the worthiest monument in the world 
for a church, named St. Anthony's cloyster, which 
for the pinades thereof, and the contrivement of 
tkt church, hath not the like in Christendom. The 
town is fenced about with three mighty walls of stone 
and earth, betwixt the which runneth goodly ditches 
of water ; betwixt every four and twenty hours passeth 
boats betwixt Pluiua and Venice with passengers, as 
they do here betwixt London and Gravesend, and 
even so far they differ in distance : Faustus beheld 
likewise the counsel-house and castle, with no small 
wonder. Well, forward he went to Rome, which lay, 
and (loth yet lie on the river Tybris, the which divideth 
the city into two parts; over the river are four great 
stone bridges, and upon the one bridge*, called Ponte St. 
Angelo, is the Castle of St. Angelo, wherein are so many 
great cast pieces as there are days in the year, and such 
pieces as ^ill shoot seven bullets off with one fire : To 
this castle cometh a privy vault from the church and the 
Palace of St. Peter, through the which the pope (if any 
danger be) passeth from his palace to the castle for 
safeguard. The city hath eleven gates, and a hill called 
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VatidniuiQ, whereupon St. Peter's church is built : in 
that church the lioly fathers will hear no confessiouB, 
without the penitent bring money in his liapd. Ailjoin- 
inp to the churcli ia the Oftnipo Santo, the which Ca- 
rolus MagTius built, where every day thirteen pilgrims 
have tlieir dinners served of the best; that is to say, 
Christ and his twelve apostles. Hard by this he visited 
the churchyard of St. Peter, where he saw that pyramid 
that Julius Ciesar brought forth of Africa; it stood in 
Fauetus's time leaning against the church-wall of St. 
Peter's ; but Pope Sixtus hath erected it in the middle 
of St. Peter's churchyard ; it ia fourteen fathom long, 
and at the lo^vcr end dve fathom four square, and eo 
forth smaller upwards ; on the top is a crucifix of beaten 
gold, the stone standing on four lions of brass. Then 
he visited the seven churches of Rome, that were 
St Peter, St. Paul, St Sebastian, St. John Laleran, St. 
Laureocc, St. Mary Magdalen, aud St- Mary Majora. 
Then went he without the toivn, where he saiv the 
duiti of waters that run level through bill and dale, 
bringiug water into the town fifteen Italian miles 
Other mountains he saw, too many to recite. But 
amongst the rest he was desirous to see the pope's 
court, and lib manner of service at his table, wherefore 
he and his spirit made themselves invisible, and came to 
the pope's court and privy chamber, where he wasj 
there saw he many servants attending on hie holiness, 
with many a flattering sycophant carrying his meat ; 
and there he marked the pope, and the manner of hii 
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•errice, wliich he seeiiifi^ to be so uniDeasimble and 
samptuout : Fie (quoth Faustus) why had not tibe devil 
made a pope of me? Fauatut saw there notwithsta&d- 
ing, such as were like to himself, proud» stoat, wilful 
gluttons, drunkards, whoremongers, breakers of wed- 
lock, and followers of all manner of ungodly excess; 
wherefore he said to his spirit, I thought that 1 had 
been alone a hog or pork of the denl*s, but he must bear 
with me a little Ioniser ; for these hogs of Rome aie 
ready fatted, and fitted to make him roast meat, the 
dcTil might do well to spit them all, and have them to 
the fire, and let him summon the nuns to turn the spits; 
for as none must confess the nun but the frier, so none 
should turn the roasting frier but the nun. Thus con- 
tinued Faustus three days in the pope's palace, and yet 
had. no lust to his meat, but stood still in the pope's 
chamber, and saw every thing whatsoever h was. On a 
time the pope would have a feast prepared for the Car- 
dinal of Pavia^ and for his first welcome the cardinal 
was bidden to dinner, and as he sate at meat the pope 
would ever be blessing and crossing over his mouth: 
Faustus would suffer it no longer, but up with his fist 
and smote the pope on his face, and withal he laughed 
that the whole house might hear him, yet none of them 
saw him, or knew where he was. The pope perswaded 
his company that it was a damned soul, commanding 
mass presently to be said for his delivery out of puiga- 
tory, which was done ; the pope sat still at meat, but 
when the latter mess came to the pope's board. Dr. 
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Faustus laid handi thereon, sayinp This ia mine, and so 
he took both diah and meat, and flew into the Capitol or 
Gampadolin, calling hie spirit u' to biro, and eaid, Come 
let na be merry, for thou must fetch me some wine, and 
the cup tliat the pope drinks out of; and hereupon 
morte caval, we will make good cheer in spight of the 
pope and all liis fat abbey lubbers. His spirit hearing 
this, departed to\yard3 the pope's chamber, iriiere ha 
found them yet silting, quaking j wherefore he took 
from liefnre the pope the fairest piece of plate, or drink- 
ing goblet, and a, flagon of wine, and lirouglit it to 
FaustUB ; hut when tlie pope and the rest of hia crew 
perceived they were robbed, and knew not after what 
sort, they perswaded tliemaelvea that it was a damned 
sou] that before had vexed the pope so, mid that smote 
him on the face; wherefore he sent commandmeot 
through the whole city of Rome, that they should say a 
mass in every church, and ring all the bells, for to lay 
the walking spirit, and to corse him with bell, book, 
and candle, that so invisibly had misused the pope's 
holiness, with the Cardinal of Pavia, and the rest of 
their coinpsny : but Faustus notwithstanding made 
good cheer with that which he had beguiled the pope of, 
and in the midst of the order of St. Bernards, bare- 
footed friars, as they were going on procession through 
the market plaee, call'd Campo de Bore, he let fall his 
plate, dish, and cup, and ivithal for a farewel, he made 
such a thunder-clap and storm of rain, as though 
and earth would have met together, and left 
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Rome, aad came to Millain in Italy, near the Alpe or 
borders of Switseriand where ke praised muck lo kit 
•pint tke pleasures of the place, tke city being fennded 
in so brave a plain, by tke wkkh ran most pleasant 
rivers on every side of tke same, kaving besides within 
the compass of a circuit of seven miles, seven small sess : 
he saw also therein many Mr places, and goodly bmld- 
ings, the duke's palace, and the mighty strong castk^ 
which is in a manner half the bigness of the towsa. 
Moreover, it liked him well to see the hospital otSt 
Mary, with divers other things : he did there nothii^ 
worthy of memory, but he deputed back again towards 
Bologina, and from thence to Florence, where he iNis 
well pleased to see the pleasant walk of merchants, tke 
goodly vaults of the city, for that almost the whole city 
is vaulted, and the houses themselves are built ootwaidl^ 
in such sort, that the people go under them as under a 
vault: then hcf perused the sumptuous church in tbe 
duke's castle, called Nostra Dama, our lady's church, 
in which he saw many monuments, as a marble door 
most huge to look upon, the gates of the castle are bell- 
mettal, wherein are graven the holy patriarchs, with 
Christ and his twelve apostles, and divers other histories 
out of the. Old and New Testament : then went he to 
Senia, where he highly praised the church and hospital 
of Sancta Maria Formosa, vnth the goodly buildings, and 
especially the fairness and greatness of the cijty» aiid 
beautiful women: then came he to Lions in France, 
where he marked the situation of the <nty, which lav 



between two bills, invlroned tcith two waters ; one 
worthy mOQUmenl pleased liiin well, tbat ivas the great 
church, with the image therein { he (.■ummended the city 
highly for the great reaorl that it had unto it of BtraD- 
gers : from thence he went to Cullen, which lyeth upou 
the river of Hhioe, wherein he saw one of the anticnteAt 
mOBumenCa in the world, the which was the tomb of the 
three kiiiga that cume by the angel of God, and their 
knowledge tbey had iti the stars, to worship Christ, which 
when Fausius saw, he apake in thia manner: ah! alaa, 
good men 1 How have you erred, and lost your way? 
You should have gone to Palestina, au<t Bethlehem ia 
Judeai how came you hither! Or belike after your 
death you were thrown into Mare Hediterrancum, about 
Tripoli^ lu Syria, and so you steered out of the Straights 
of Oibralterra, in the ocean scaa, and ao into the Bay of 
Portugal? And not Audiug any rest, you are drtvea 
along the coait of Gallicia, Bisky and France, arid into 
the narrow seas : then from thence unto Mare Gemiani- 
cuin, and takeu up I think about the lowu of Dort in 
Holland : you were brought to Culleu to be buried, or 
else (I thiuk) yon came most easily ivith a whirl-wind 
oyer the Alps, and being thrown into the river of Rhine, 
it conveyed you to ihia place where you are kept a mo- 
nument: then saw he the church of St. Ursula, where 
remains a monumeut of the thousand virgins ; it pleased 
him also to see the beauty of the women. Not far from 
Cullen lieth the town of Ach, where he saw the gorgous 
temple that the emperoiu Carolus Quartui; built of 
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marble-ftone for a remembrance of him, to tlie end that 
all his successors should there be crowned. From-Cidlen 
in Ach, he went to Geneva, a city in Savoy, lying near 
Switzerland, it is a town of greaX traffick, the .lord 
thereof is a bishop, whose wine-seller Faustus and bis 
spirit visited for the love of his jj^ood wine : from thence 
he went toStrasburg, where he beheld the fairest temple 
that ever he had seen in his life before, for on every side 
thereof he might see through, even from the covering of 
the minster, to the top of the pinade, and it is named 
one of the wonders of the world; wherefore he. de- 
manded why it is call'd Strasburg ? His spirit answer'd, 
because it hath so many high-ways common to it on- 
every side, for Stros in Dutch is a High-way, and hereof 
came the name : yea, said Mephistophiles, the church 
that thou so wondrest at, hath more revenues belonging 
to it, than the twelve dukes of Silesia, are worth, for 
there pertain unto this church fifty five towns, and four 
hundred sixty three villages, besides many houses in the 
town. From thence went Faustus to Basil, in Switzer- 
land, where the river of Rhine runneth through the 
town, parting the same as the river of Thames doth 
London : in the town of Basil he saw many rich monu- 
ments, the town walPd with brick round about, mthout 
it goeth a great trench : no church pleased him but the 
Jesuits church, which was sumptuously builded, and set 
full of alabaster pillers, where the spirit told Faustus 
that before the city was founded, there used a Basiliscus, 
a kind of serpent; this serpent killed as many men. 
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womeo and children, as he took a aight of, but there 
waa a knight that made himEelf a cover of chryatial, to 
come over his head, and down to the ground, and being 
first covered with a blnck cloth, over that he put the 
chrystial, and so boldly went to see the Basiliscus, and 
finding the place where she haunted, he expected her 
coming even before the mouth of the cave, where ataod- 
ing a while, the Basiliscus come forth, where when she 
saw her owo veuemous shadow in the chryatial, she split 
in a thousand pieces, wherefore the knight was richly 
reivarded of the emperor, after the wliich the knight 
foanded this town upon the place where he bad Blalo 
the serpent, and gave it the name Basil, in remembrance 
of his deed. 

Prom Baail, Faustua tvent to Coalnitz in Svreitz, at 
the head of the Rhiuc, where is a most sumptuous 
bridge that goeth over the Rhine, even from the gates of 
the' town, to the other side of the stream ; at the bead 
of the river of Rhine, is a small sea, called of the 
Switzers, the Black Sea, twenty thousand paces long, 
and fifty hundred paces broad. The town Costuitz took 
the name of tills ; (he emperor gave it a clown for ex- 
pounding of hia riddle ; wherefore the clown named the 
town Costnitz, that is in English, Cost nie nothing. 
From Costnitz be came to Ulin, where he saw the sump- 
tuous town-house built by two and fifty of the ancient 
senators of the city ; it look the name Ulm, because the 
whole land thereabouts is full of Elms : hut Paustus 
minding to depart from thence, his spirit s^d unto him, 
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Fmutw, dunk "of the town as yoa idll ; it katk three 
dukedoms baKmi^Htii^ to it, die which they hsrelwvght 
with ready money. From Ulm he came unto W»tzber^« 
the chiefest town in Franklaady wherein the foishof alto- 
gether keepeth his couri, throanih the which town pasaedi 
the river Mayne, that runs into the Rhine : diereabonts 
groweth strong and pleasant wine, the which Faustns 
well proved : the castle standeth on a hill on the north- 
side of the town, at the foot thereof runneth the river ; ^is 
town is full of beggaiiy fners, nuns, priests, and Jesuits; 
for there are five sorts of begging friers, besides thrM 
eloysters of nuns ; at the foot of the castle stands a 
church, in the which there is an altar, where are engraven 
all the four elements, and all the orders and degrees in 
heaven, that any man of understanding whosoever, that 
hath a light thereof, may say, that it is the artifidalest 
thing that ever he beheld. From thence he went to 
Norenberg, whither as he went by the way, his spirit 
informed hiro that the town was named of Claudius 
Tiberius, the son of Nero the Tyrant : in the town are 
two famous cathedral churches, one called St. Sabelt, the 
other St. Laurence ; in which church stands all the relicks 
of Carolus Magnus, that is to say, his cloak, lus hose, 
his doublet, his sword and crown, the scepter and apple : 
it hath a very glorious gilded conduit in the market-place 
i>f St. Laurence ; in which conduit is the spear that 
thrust our Saviour into the side, and a piece of the holy 
cross; the wall is called the fair wall of Norenberg^ and 
five hundred and twenty eight streets, a hundred and sixty 



wells, four great and two small clocks, sis great galei, 
and two Bmall itoora, eight at one-bridges, twelve small 
kills, ten fair market-places, tbirteen common hot 
bouies, ten churches, within the town are twenty wheels 
of water-mills, it hath a hundred and tbiny eight tall 
■bipa, two mighty town-walU of hew'd stone and earthi 
with ?ery deep trenches: the walls have a hundred and 
eighty towers about iheiD, and four fair platforms, ten 
apotheearies, ten doctors of the cominan-law, fourteen 
doctors of physic. From Noreuberg he went to Auspurg, 
nbereat the break of the day he demanded of his spirit, 
wliereupDU the town took his name; This town (quoth he) 
kkth hod manynames; when itwasQrsthuiU, it was called 
Vindelica; secondly, it was called Zizaria. theiron-bridge; 
lastly, by the Emperour Octavos Auguiitus, it was called 
AugDsta, and by the corruption of language, the Germans 
luduunedit Auspurg- Now for, because that Fuuslushad 
been there before, he departed (without seeing their 
BHiiimeiilB) to Ravensberg, where his spirit certified 
kim that the city had seven names ■ Ihe first Diperia, the 
■econd Quadratis, the third Heaspolis, thu fourth Re^i- 
nipolis, the fifth {mbripolie, the sixth Ratisbona, the 
lost is Ravensburg. The situation of this city pleas'd 
Faustns well, also the strong and sumptuous building ; 
by the walls thereof runneth the river Danabius, to 
Dntch called Danow, into which not far from the com- 
pau of the city falleth near hand threescore other small 
rivers and fresh waters : Faustus also liked the sumptu- 
. stone-bridge over the same \Tater, with the church 
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Standing^ thereon, the which was founded Anno II 15, the 
iuane whereof is called St. Remedian ; in the town 
Faustus went into the cellar of ao inn-holder, and let out 
all the beer and wine that was in the cellar. After which 
feat, he returned into Mentz in Bayaria, a right princely 
town : the town appeared as if it were new, with great 
streets therein, both of breadth and length from Mentz 
to Salisburg, where the bishop is always resident •* here 
^aw he all the commodities that were possible to be seen, 
for at the hill he saw the form of a bell made in Ghrys- 
tial^ a huge thing to look upon, that e?ery year groweth 
bigger and bigger, by reason of the freezing cold. From 
thence he went to Vienna in Austria, the town is of great 
antiquity, that it is not possible to find the like; in this 
town, said the spirit, is more wine than water, for all 
under the town are wells, which are filled every year with 
wine, and all the water, that they have runneth by this 
town; this is the river Danubius. From thence he went 
into Prage, the chief city of Bohemia ; this is divided 
into three parts, that is old Prage, little Prage, and new 
Prage : little Prage is the place where the emperour's 
court is placed; upon an exceeding high mountain 
there is a castle, where are two fair churches; in 
the one he found a monument which might wel^ 
have been a mirrour for himself, and that was the se- 
pulchre of a notable conjurer, which by his magick had 
so inchanted his sepulchre, that whosoever set foot 
thereon, should be sure never to die in their beds. From 
this castle he came and went down over the bridge ; this 
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bridge hath twenty four arclies, and in the middle of the 
bridge stonda a, very fair monument, being a croas 
buildcd of stunt, and most arlifieially carved. From 
thence he went into the old Prage, the which is separated 
from the new Prage, with an exceeding deep ditch, and 
round about inclosed with a ivall of brick ; unto this is 
ttdjoyning ihe Jews toivn, wherein are thirteen thousand 
men, ivouien, and children, all jewa ; there he viewed 
thecolledge and the gardens, whcreall manner of savage 
beasts are kept; and from thence he fetched a compass 
round about the three towns, whereat he wonder'd 
greatly to see so mighty a city stand all within the walls- 
From Prage be flew into the air, and bethought himself 
what he might do, <,r ivhich way to take ; so looked round 
about, and behold he espied a passing fair city, which 
lay not far from Prage, about some four and twenty 
miles, and that was Bresaaw in Silesia, in wliich when 
he was entred, it seemed to him that he had been in 
Paradise so neat and clean were the streets, and so 
suinptuous were their buildings. In the city he saw not 
many wonders, except the brazen virgin that elandeth 
on a bridge over the water, and under which staudelh a 
mill like a paper-mill, which virgin is made to do execu- 
tion upon those disobedient town-hom children, that be 
BO wild that their pareutH cannot bridle them ; which 
when any such are found with some hainoua oflTenee, 
turning to the shame of their parents and kindred, they 
ftre brou<;ht to kiss the virgin, which openeth her arms : 
tbt person then to be executed kisseth her, then doth she 
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q1o86 her annt tof^Uier with such yudence, that she 
ernsheth oat the hreath of the party, breaketh Us hulk, 
aad 80 he dietb; but betngcdead she openeth heranms 
Mgtan, and letteth the party fall into the mill, where he 
ii stamped into imall morsels, which the water canieth 
away, so that no part is found a^ifain. From Biessaw he 
went toward Cracovia in the kingdom of Bolioda, 
where he beheld the academy, the wfaieh pleased hisi 
wonderful well : in the city the king most commonly 
holdeth his court at a castle, in which castle are -many 
fiunous monuments ; there is a most sumptuous chureh 
in the same, in which standeth a silver altar guilded, and 
•et with rich stones, and over it is a corenance full of 
all manner of silver ornaments belonging to mass. In 
the church hangeth the jaw-bones of a huge dragan, 
that kept the ruck before the castle was edified thereon : 
at is full of all manner of munition, and hath always 
victuals for three years to serve three thousand men ; 
through the town runneth a river, called the Vessnal or 
Wessel, where over is a fair wooden-bridge ; this water 
divideth the town and Gasmere, in this Gasmere dwell 
the Jews, being a small walled town by themselves, to 
the number of twenty-five thousand men, women and 
children , within one mile of the town there is a salt 
mine where they found stones of pure salt, one thousand 
, pound, two thousand pound, or more in weight, and 
that in great quantity : this salt is as black as the New- 
castle coals when it comes out of the mines, but being 
beaten to powder, it is as white as snow. The like they 
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bare four miles from thence at a town called Buckma. 
froni thence Fuustus went to SaniteDtz, the Captain 
'thereof waa called Don Spicket Jordan, in iliia loivn are 
inauy mnnninents, as the tomb and aepulchre of Christ, 
inuampleamBimieras tbatisat Jeruealeni.at tlieproper 
CAets of a gentleman, that went thrice a year to Jeruaalem, 
froiQ tiiat place and returned again ; not far from lliat town 
ia a new town wherein ie a nunnery of the order of St. Dio- 
cleeian, into which order may none come except they be 
fCentlewomen, and well formed, and fiitr Co look upon, 
which picaaed FuustUB well ; but liaving a wiil to travel 
further, and to see more wonderH, tuounting- up towards 
the east over many lands andprovineee, aa in Hungaria, 
TraDsilvoD^a, Shcde, Ingatz, l^ardina, and so into Con- 
etantinople, where the Turkish emperor kept his court ' 
this city was surnamed by Oonstantine the founder 
thereof, being buildcd of very fair stone: In the bubb 
the Great Turk hatb three fair palaces, the walls are 
strong, the pinacles are very huge, and the streets very 
larfre: but this liked not Faustus, that one man should 
luive as many wives as he would; the sea runneth hard 
by the city i the wall hatU eleven gates; Fuuatua abode 
there a certun time to see the manner of the Turkish 
cmperour's service at bis table, where he saw hia royal 
lerrice to be such, that he thought if all the cbriadan 
princes should banquet together, and every one adorn 
the feast to the utmost, that they were not able to com- 
pare with the Turk and liis table, and the rest of his 
country service. Wherefore it so affrighted Faustua, 
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that he vowed to be revenged on him ; for his pomp 
he thought was more fit for himself; wherefore as 
the Turks sate at meat, Faustus shewed them a little 
apish play, for round about the privy chamber he sent 
forth flashing flames of fire, insomuch that the whole 
company forsook their meat and fled, except only the 
Great Turk himself ; him Faustus charmed in such sort, 
that he could neither rise nor fall, neither could any man 
pull lum up : With this was the hall so light, as if the 
sun had shined in the house; then came Faustus in 
form of a pope to the Great Turk, saying. All hail 
emperor, now art thou honoured, that I so worthily 
q>pear unto thee, as thy Mahomet was wont to do. 
Hereupon he vanished, and forthwith it thundred that 
the whole palace shook: the Tiirk greatly marvelled 
what this should be that so vexed him, and was per- 
swaded by the chiefest counsellours, that it was Maho- 
met his prophet, which had so appeared unto them, 
whereupon the Turk commanded them to fall down on 
* their knees, and to give him thanks for doing them so 
great honour, as to shew himself unto them ; but the 
next day Faustus went into the castle where he kept his 
wives and concubines, in which castle might no man 
upon the pain of death come, except those that were 
appointed by the Great Turk to do him service and they 
were all gelded, which when Faustus perceived, he said 
to his spirit Mephistophiles, How likest thou this sport? 
Are not these fair ladies greatly to be pitied, that thus 
consume their youth at the pleasure of one only man ? 



Why, quolh the spirit, mayest not thou instead of llie 
emperour embrace his fair ladies ? Do what tliy heart 
desireih herein, and I will aid tliee, and wliat thou 
wisheat thou ahalt have it performed. Wherefore 
Faustus <being before this counsel apt enough to put 
Buch matters in practice) caused a great fog to be round 
about the castle, both within and witlionC, and he him- 
self appeared amongst the ladies^ io alt points as they 
used to paint Mahomet; at which sight the ladies felt 
on their knees and worshipped him. Then Faustua 
took the fairest by the hand, and led her into a cham, 
ber, where after this manner he fell to dalliance, and 
thus he continued a whole day and a night ; and when 
he had delighted himself sufficiently with her he put 
her away, and made his spirit bring him another ; so 
likewise he kept with her twenty-four hours play, caus- 
ing his spirit to fetch him most dainty fare, and so he 
pasaed away six days, having each day his pleasure of a 
sundry lady, and that of the fairest : all which time the 
fog was BO thick and ao stinking, that they within the 
house thought that they had been iu hell for the time, 
and they without wondred thereat, in such sort that 
they went to their prayers, calling on their God Maho- 
met, and worshipping of the image; where the sixth 
day Faustus exalted himself into the air like a pope, in 
the sight of the Great Turk and all his people, and he 
ao sooner departed the castle, but the fog vanished 
i^away : Whence presently the Turk went to hia wives 
,. and coQCfubines, demanding of them if they knew the 
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ctnie wky the castle was beMt with a mial sia longs 
They said it was the God Blahomet himself thai had 
caused it» and how he was in the castle personally six 
days, and more for certainty he hath lain mth six of us 
six nights one after another. The Turk hearing this 
HsU down upon his knees, and gave Mahomet thanks, 
desiring him to forgive him for being offended with his 
visiting his castle and wives these six days; but the 
Turk commanded that those whom Mahomet had Ima 
by should be most carefully look'd to, perswading hioh 
self (and so did all the whole people who knew of it) 
that out of them to Mahomet should be raised a mighty 
gfAeratioa : But first he demanded of his ladies^ if 
Afahomet had not actual copulation with them accord- 
ing as earthly men have? Yea my lord (quoth one) as 
if you had been there yourself, you could not have 
mended it ; for he lay with me stark naked, kissed, and 
culled me, and »o delighted me, that for my part I would 
he came two or three times a week to serve me in such 
sort again. From thence Faustus went to Alker, the 
which before times was called €hairam» or Memphis i in 
this city the Egyptian Soldian holdeth his court ; from 
thence the river Nil us hath bis head and spring, it is the 
greatest fresh water river that is in the whole world, a^d 
always when the sun is in Cancer, it overfloweth the 
whole laud of ^gypt. Then he returned again towards 
the north-east, and to the town of Osen and Sebasa in 
Hungaria ; this Osen is the closet city in Hungarian tod 
standing in a fertile soil, wherein groweth most excel- 



lent wine, btmI not Tar from the tower there is a (veil 
called Zipzan ; the water whereof chanjfeth iron Into 
copper i There are mines of golij and silver, and all 
manner of metal; we Germans call this town Osen, but 
in the HuDfcarian speech it is Start; in the town stand- 
eth a rery fdr castle, and very well fortified. From 
thence he ivent to Aiulria, and so through Silesia into 
Saxouf, unto the towns of Magdeburg, and Lipzig and 
Lubeck, Magdeburg h a bishoprjck : In this city is one 
«f the pitchers wherein Christ changed the water into 
wine in Cans in Galilee. At Lipzig nothing pleased 
Faustus so well as the great vessel in the castle made 
of wood, the which is hound about with tiventy-four iron 
hoops, and every hoop weigh'd two hundred pound 
wdgbt ; you must go upon a ladder thirty steps high 
before you can look into it ; he saw also the new church- 
yard where it was wall'd, and atandeth upon a fair plain ; 
the yard is two hundred paces long, and round about the 
side of the wall are good places, separated one from each 
other to see sepulchres in, which in the middle of the 
yard etondcth very sumptuous ; therein standeth a pul- 
pit of white work and gold. Froui thence he went to 
Lubeck and Jamberg, where he made no abode, hut 
away again to Erfurd in DuriCen, where he visited the 
Frescold j and from Erford he went home to Witleu- 
burg, when he had leen and visited many a strange 
plAce. Being from home one year and a half, ia which 
time he wrought more wonders than are here dedved. 
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CHAP. XXIII. 

How Dr. Faastus liad sight of Paradise^ 

Aftbr this Dr. Faustus set forth a^in to visit the coun- 
tries of Spain, Portogal, France, England, Scotland, 
Denmark, Sweden, Poland, Muscoyy, India, Catua, 
Africa, Persia, and lastly into Barbaria amongst the 
Black-Moors; and in all his wandring he was desirous 
to visit the ancient monuments and mighty hills, 
amongst the rest, beholding the high hill called Theno 
Reise, was desirous to rest upon it. From thence he 
went into the Isle of Britain, wherein he was greatly 
delighted to see the fair water, and warm baths, the di- 
vers sorts of metal, with many precious stones, . and 
divers other commodities, the which Faustus brought 
thence with him. He was also at the Orcades behind 
Scotland, where he saw the tree that bringeth forth 
fruit, that when it is ripe, openeth and falleth in the 
water, wherein ingendreth a certain kind of fowl and 
birds; these islands are in number twenty three, but 
ten of them are not habitable, the other thirteen were 
inhabited. From thence he went to the hill Caucasus, 
which is the highest in all that tropick, it lyeth near the 
borders of Scythia; hereon Faustus stood and beheld 
many lands and kingdoms : Faustus being on such an 
high hill, thought to look over all the world, and beyond ; 
for he went to Paradise, but he durst not commune with 
his spirit thereof; and being on the hill . Caucasus, he 
saw the whole land of India and Scythia, and as he 



looked lowardH the east, he saw a mighty clear streak 
of fire comiiijr from heaven upon earth, even as if it 
had been one of the heiima of the sun. He sniv ia the 
water four miphty waters springing, one had his 
course towards India, the second towards ^Egypt, 
the third and fourth towards Armenia ; ivben he 
saw theae he would needs know of his spirit what 
waters they ivere, and from whence tliey came ; bis 
spirit f^avc him gently an answer, saying, it is Para- 
dise (hat lyeth 80 far in tlie esst, the garden that God 
himself hath planted with all manner of pleasure : and 
the fiery streams which thou seest is the wall or fence of 
the garden : but the clear light chat thou seest afar off, 
that is the angel that hatb the custody thereof with a 
fiery sword : aud although Ibou tbinkest thy self to he 
hard hy, thou art yet further thither from hence, than 
thou liast ever I)een ; the water that thou seeat divided 
in four parts, is the water that issueth out of the well 
ia the middle of Paradise. The Rrst is called Ganges or 
Pison, the second Gibon, the third Tygris, and the fourth 
Euphrates, also thou scest that he standeth under Libra 
and Aries right towards the Zenith; and upon this fiery 
wall standeth the angel Michael, with his Haniing sword, 
to keep the tree of life, which be hath in charge. But 
the spirit said to Faustus, neither thou, nor I, nor any 
after us, yea, all men whatsoever, are denyed to visit, or 
come any nearer than we be.

CHAP. XXIV. 

Of a cerUdn Comet that appeared in Gennany, a nd how 
Dr. Faustus was desired by certain Friends of his to 
know the meamng thereof. 

In Germany, over the town of St. Elzeben, was seen a 
mighty great comet, whereat the people wonder'd, hot 
Dr. Faustus being there, was asked of certun of lus 
fiiends his judgment or opinion in the matter : where- 
upon he answered, it fcdleth out often by the course and 
change of the sun and moon, that the sun is under the 
earth, and the moon above ; but when the moon draweth 
near the change, then is the sun so strong, that it taketh 
away the light of the moon, in such sort as she is red as 
blood, and on the contrary side, after they have beea 
together, she soon taketh her light from him, and so in- 
creasing in light to the full, she will be as red as the 
sun was before, and change herself into divers and 
sundry colours, of which springeth the prodigal monster, 
or as you call it a comet, which is a figure or token ap- 
pointed of God as a forewarning of his displeasure : as 
at one time he sendeth hunger, plague, sword, or such 
like, being all tokens of his judgements, which comet 
Cometh through the conjunction of the sun and nM>oo, 
and begetteth a monster, whose father is the sun, and 
whose mother is the moon : moon and sun. 
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CHAP. XXV. 

Another Question put forth to Dr. FauatQS concerning 

the Stars. 
Thbub nOB a learned man of the town of Halberstst, 
named N. W. who invited Dr. Fauatus to hia table, but 
falling into c urn mun teat ion before supper was rcad^, 
they looked out of the wi.idoii, and seeing- maoy stara 
in the firmament, this man being a Dr. of physick, 
aod a good astrologian, said. Dr. Faustus, 1 LaTC 
inrited you as my fuest, hoping you will take in good 
part with me, and withal, 1 request you to impart some 
of your experience in the stars and planets ? and seeing 
a Blar fall, he said, I pray' you, Faustua, what ia the 
condition, quality or greatness of the stars in the firma- 
ment! Fauatus answered him, my friend and brother, 
I Von see that the stars tliat fall from heaven, when they 
come to the eartli, they be very small to our thinking as 
candles, but being fixed in the firmament, they ate many 
as great as the city, some as great as a province orduke- 
dom, others as great as the wliole earth, other some far 
greater than the earth twelte times, aad from the height 
of the heavens there is scarce any earlh to be seen, yea, 
the planets in the heavens are some so great as this land, 
some so great as the whole empire of Rome, some as 
ea, some as great as the whole world, 
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CHAP. ICXVI. 

How Faustus was asked a Qaestion concerning the Spirits 

that vexed Men. 
That is most true (saith he to Faustus) concerning the 
stars and planets ; but I pray yon in what kind or manner 
do the spirits use to vex men so little by day, and so 
greatly by night i Dr. Faustus answered. Because the 
spirits are of God forbidden the light, their dwelling is 
in darkness, and the clearer the sun shineth, the fiuther 
the spirits have their abiding from it, but in the night 
when it is dark, they have their familiarity and abiding 
near unto us men. For although in the night we see not 
the sun yet the brightness thereof so lighted the first 
moving of the firmament, as it doth here on earth in the 
day, by which reason we are able to see the stars and 
planets in the night, even so the rays of the sun piercing 
upwards into the firmament, the spirits abandon the 
place, and so come near us on earth, the darkness filling 
our heads with heavy dreams and fond fancies, with 
shrieking and crying in many deformed shapes: and 
sometimes when men go forth without light, there falleth 
to them a fear, that their hairs standeth up an end, so 
many start in their sleep, thinking there is a spirit by 
them, groping or feeling for him, going round about the 
house in their sleep, and many such like fancies, and all 
this is, because in the night the spirits are more familiarly 
by us, than we are desirous of their company, and so 
they carry us, blinding us, and plaguing us more than 
we are able to perceive. 



CilAP. XXVII. 
Hotr Dri FaaatuB was asked a Queaii 
Stare Ibat fell from Hen 
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Dr. Facstus being demauded the cause, why the atara 
bUfrom heaven? he answered. That it is but our opinion, 
for if one star fall, it ia the R;reat judgment of God upon 
UB, ns a forewarning' of some great thing to come ; for 
when we think that a star falielh, it ia but ua a spark 
that iasueCh from a candle, or flame of fire; for if it 
were a aubetantial thing, wo should not so soon lose the 
sight of them aa we do. And likewise if so be that we 
sec as it were a stream of fire fall froiii the Rrinauent, 
as it oft happeneth, yet are they not stars, but an it were 
a flame of fire vanishing, but the stars arc substantial; 
therefore are they firm and not failing ( if there fall any, 
it is a sign of soiDe great matter to come, as a scourge 
to a people or country ■■ and then auch stars falling, and 
the gates of heaven are opened, and the clouds send 
forth floods, and other plagues, to the damage of the 
_ whole land and people- 

CHAP. XXVIII. 

f How FauaCus was asked a Question concerning 



|t the month of August, there was over Wittcnburg a 
ighty great lightning and thunder; and as Dr. Faustua 
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was jesting merrily in the market-place with certun of 
his friends and companions, being physicians, they 
desired him to tell them the cause of that weather : 
Fausttts answered. It hath been commonly seen hereto- 
fore, that before a thunder-clap fell a shower of rain, or 
m gale of wind; for commonly after a wind fidleth rain, 
and after ndn a thunder-clap, such thickness come to 
pass when the four winds meet together in the heaveiis^ 
the airy clouds are by force beaten against the fize4 
ohrystial firmament, but when the airy clouds meet with 
tiie firmament, they are congealed, and so strike, and 
rush against the firmament, as great pieces of ice when 
they meet on the water : then each other sounded in ovi 
eara« and that we call thunder, which indeed was none 
otiber than you have heard.

How the Emperour Carolus Quintus requested of Faus- 
tus to see some of his Cunning, whereunto he agreed. 

Thx Emperor Charles the fifth of that name, was per- 
sonally with the rest of the nobles and gentlemen, at 
the town of Intzbrack, where he kept his court. 




unto the which alio Dr. Fuusius resorted, Eind beio^ 
there wdl known of divers nulilea and gcnilcmcn, 
u the pregenca 
iif the emperor, whom ivben the emperor aaw, he looked 
earnestly upon him, thinkiag l)y his looks he w 
wonderful fellow : wherefore he asked one of his nobles, 
whom he should be f He answered, that he was called 
Dr. Faustua - whereupon the emperor held his peace 
until he had taken his repast: after wliich be called unto 
him Faustus into his priry-chamber; where hein^ 
come, he said unto Uim, Faustua, I have heard much of 
thee, that thou art excellent in the black art, b 
like thee in my empire ; fornienaay thntthou bust a fami- 
liar spirit with tbee, and thai thou canst do what thoa 
Ijat^ it is therefore (said the emperor) my request of 
thee, that thou let me see proof of thy experience, and 
1 TOW unto thee l>y the bouour of tny imperial crown, 
none evil shall happen unto thee for so doing. Hereupon 
Dr. Faustua anawcred hts migeety, that upon those con- 
ditions he was ready in any thing that he could to do 
his highness'a command inwhat service he could appoint 
him. Well, hear then what I say, (quoth the emperor ;) 
beini; once solitary in my house, I called to mind my 
elders and ancestors, how it was possilile for them to 
attain to ao great a. degree and authority, yea, eo high, 
|_diat we, the successors of that line, are not ableto come 
. As for example ; the great and mighty monarch 
le world, Ale.'under Magnus, was such a pattern and 
Iftectacle to all his successors, as the chronicles make 
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imention of, having so great richefl, conquering and sub- 
duing so many kingdoms, the which I and those that 
follow me (I fear) shall never be able to attain unto : 
wherefore Faustus my hearty desire is, that thou wouldst 
vouchsafe to let me see that Alexander and his Paramour, 
the which was pnused to be so fedr ; and I pray thee shew 
me them in such sort, that I may see their personages, 
shapes, gesture and apparel, as they used in their life- 
time, and that here before my face, to that end that I 
may say, I have my long desire fulfilled, and to pniise 
thee to be a famous man in thy art and experience: Dr. 
Faustus answered, my most excellent Lord, I am ready 
to accomplish your request in all things, so far forth as 
1 and my spirit are able to perform : yet your majesty 
shall know, that their dead bodies are not able substan- 
tially to be brought before you ; but such spirits as have 
seen Alexander and his Paramour alive, shall appear 
unto you in manner and form as they both lived in their 
most flourishing time ; and herewith I hope to please 
your Imperial Majesty. Then Faustus went a little 
aside and spoke to his spirit, but he returned again 
presently, saying. Now if it please your Majesty you 
shall see them, yet upon this condition, that you demand 
no question of them, nor speak unto tlieui ; which the 
emperor agreed unto. Whereupon Dr. Faustus opened 
the privy-chamber door, where presently entred the 
great and mighty emperour, Alexander Magnus, in all 
things to look upon as if he had been alive ; in prpor- 
tion, a strong set thick man, of a middle stature, black 



hfiir, and that both thick and curled, head aod beard, 
red eheeks, and a broad face, with eyes like a Basilisk, 
he had a coinpleat linrness furnished and engraven, ex- 
ceeding- rich to Inok upon ; and so parsing towar<l9 the 
Emperor Carolus, he made a low and rererend courtesie : 
whereat the tmpernr Carulus would have Etoud up to 
receive and greet him with the like reverence : Faustus 
took hold OQ hiui, and would not permit him to do it. 
fihortlf after Alexander mode bumble reverence, and 
went out again j and coming to the door, his paramour 
met him. '■he coming-in wade the emperor likewise 
reverence, she was clualhed in blue velvet, ivrougbt and 
embroidered uitb pearls and ^old ; she was also excellent 
fair, like blood and milk mixed, tall and slender, witha face 
aa round as an opple, and ihus passed ihey certain times 
up and down llie house, which the emperor marking, said 
to himself. Now I have seen two peri-ons which my heart 
hath long vvidhed to behold ; and sure it cannot other- 
wise be (said he to himself) but that the spirits have 
chan^d themselves into these forms, and have but de- 
ceived me, calling to mind the woman that raised the 
Prophet Katnuel : and for that the emperor should be more 
aatJEfied in the matter, he said I have often heard that 
behind in her neck, she had a great \vart or wen ; where- 
fore be took Faustus by the hand without any words and 
went to sec if il were able to be seen on her or not : but 
she perceiving that he came to ber, bowed down her 
neck, where he saw a great wart, and hereupon she va- 
nislied, leaving the emperor and the rest well contented- 



CHAP. XXX. 

How Dr. Fausttu, in the tight of the Emperor, coqjmi 

a Pair of Harts bonis upoo a Knight's Head, tlul 

When 0r. Fauatua had accomplished the emperor'a dei 
sire in all thing's, aa he wna requested, he went forth into 
the gallery, and kaning over a rail, to look inia 
the privy-garden, lie auw manj uf the emperor's cour- 
tiers walking ani tulkinj^ logether, and casting Ui 
eyes now this way, now that way, he e«picd a knight 
leaning out of the window of the great hall, who 
was fast asleep, (fur in those days it was hot) but 
the person shall be naineleaa that slept, for that lu 
was a knight, though it was all done to no little dis- 
grace of the geuiletnan : It pleaaed Dr. Faustus, through 
the help of hia spirit Mephistophiles, to lix on his head, 
as he slept, a huirc pair of hart's horns: And as the 
knight awaked, thinking to pull in hia head, he hit hi; 
horna agunsl the glass, that the panes thereof Ben 
about his ears. Think here how tliis good gentleman 
was vexed, for he could neither get backward nor for- 
ward; which when the emperor heard, all the courtien 
taught, and came fur to see what had happened : The 
emperor also, when he beheld the knight with so fair a 
head, laughed heartily thereat, and was therewith well 
pleased. At last Faustus made him quit of his bonu 
again, but the knight perceived not how they came. ,'( 



CHAP. xxxr. 

How the above mentioned Knight tvent about to be 

reveng-ed of Dr. Faustua. 
Dn. FAtTSTtis took liia leuve of the emperor and the reat 
of the courtiers, at whose departure they were aorry, 
^ring him many rewards and ;;iflB ; but being a league 
ftnd a half out of the city, he came into a wood, tvhere 
he beheld the knight that he had jested with at the court 
mth otbera in hamesa, mounted upon fair palfreys, and 
runniug with fuli charge towarda Fauatua ; but he see- 
ing their intent ran towarda the busbeii, and before he 
came among the buahea he returned again, running as 
it were to meet them that chased him : whereupon sud- 
denJy all the bushes were turued into horsemen, which 
also rau to encounter with the knight and hia company^ 
and coming to them, they inclosed the knight and the 
rest, and told them they must pay their ranaom before 
they departed, whereupon the knight aeeing himaelf in 
Buch distress, besought Faustus to be good to them, 
which he denyed not but let them loose ; yet he so 
charmed thera, that every one, knight and other, for the 
space of a whole month, did wear a pair of goat's horns 
on their brows, and every palfrey a pair of or' horns on 
his head ; and this was their penance appointed by 
FaustuE. 
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CHAP. XXXII. 

How three young Dukes being togetlier at Wittenlwrg, 
to behold the University, requited Faustus to help 
them at a Wish to the Town of Muncheon in Bava- 
ria, there to see the Duke of Bavaria's Son's Wed- 
ding. 

Thbbb worthy young dukes, the which are not here to 
be named, but being students altogether, at the univer- 
sity of ^ttenburg, met on a time altogether, where 
they fell in reasoning concerning the pomp and bravery 
that should be in the city of Muncheon in Bavaria, at 
the wedding, of the duke's son, wishing themselves there 
but one half hour to see the manner of their jollity f to 
whom one replyed, saying to the two other gendemeo. 
If it please you to give me the hearing, I will give you 
good counsel, that you may see the wedding, and be 
here again to-night, and this is my meaning : Let us 
send to Dr Faustus, make him a present of some rare 
thing, and open our minds unto him, desiring him to 
assist us in our enterprize, and assure ye he will not 
deny to fulfil our request : Hereupon they aJl concluded : 
sent for Faustus, told him their minds, and gave lum a 
gift, and invited him to a sumptuous banquet, where- 
with Faustus was well contented, and promised to 
further their journey to the uttermost: And when the 
time was come that the three young gentlemen came 
into his house, commanding them that they would put 



on their best apparel, and adorn themselves as rich as 
thef could]: he took off his great large cloak, went into 
the garden that was adjoyoiag^ unto hia house, and set 
the three young dukes upon his cloak, aod he himaelf in 
the midst i but he gave Ihem in charge, that In any wise 
they should not at otice open their mouths to apeak, or 
make ansirer to any man so soon as they went out, 
not so much as if the Duke of Bavaria or his son, should 
speak to them, or offer them courtcsie, they should give 
no word or answer agaiu ; to whieh they all agreed. 
Tliese couditions being made. Dr. Faustus began to coH' 
jure, and on a sudden arose a mighty wind, heaving up 
the cloak, and so carried them away iu the air, and in 
due time they came unto Aluneheon to the duke's court; 
where being eutred into the utmost court, the marshal 
had eapyed them, who presently went to the duke, shew- 
ing his grace that all the lords and gentlemeo were 
ready set at the table, notwiiha landing there were newly 
come three goodly geutlemen with one servant, the 
which stood ivilhout in the court, wherefore the good 
old duke came out unto them, welcoming them, requir- 
ing what Ibey were, and whence J But they made no 
answer at all ; whereat the duke wouder'd, thinking 
they had been all dumb: notwithstanding for his 
honour's sake he took them into the court, and feasted 
them. Fauatus notwithstaiidiog spake to theui, if any 
thing happen otherwise than well, when 1 say. Sit up, 
then fall you all on the cloak, aud good enough. Well, 
the water being brought, and that they must wash. 



une uf the three had Bome manners, aa to desire 
Ilia friend to wash finl, uhicli when FaustuE heard, 
he said. Sit up ; and all at once they ^ot on the 
cloak, hut he that spoke fell off again, the other 
two with Dr. Faustus, were agtuo presently at Wiu 
tenburg : but he that remained was taken aod laid la 
prison : wherefore the other two gentlemen were very 
sorrowful for their friend, hut Faustas comforted them 
proinieing that on the morrow he should also be atWa. 
tcnburg. Now all this while wa> the duke taken in great 
fear, and alruckeu into an exceeding dumps, Trond'riDg 
with himself that his hap nas ao hard to be left hehind, 
end not the rest : and now being locked and watched 
with so many keepers : there was aUo certain of the 
gucats that lell to reasoning with him to know what be 
was, and also what the other were that tvere Fanish'd 
away i but the poor prisoner, thought with liiuiself, if 
I open what they are, then it will be evil also with oe. 
^Vherefore all this while he gave no man any answer, so 
that he was there a whole day, and gave no man a irordi 
ivherefore the old duke gave charge that the nest 
morning the; should rack him until he had confessed; 
which when the young duke heard, he began to sonwr, 
aud to say with himself, Jl may be, ibat to morrow 0t 
Dr. FauBtus come not to aid me) 1 shall be racked and 
grievously tortucnted, insomuch thai I shall be cod* 
strained by foree to more than willingly I irould do. 
But he comforted biiuself with hope thai hit friends 
would entreat Dr. Faustus about his deliverance, as also 
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it came to pass : for that before it was day. Dr. Faustus 
was by him, and he conjured them that watched him 
into such a heavy sleep, that he with his charms made 
open all the locks in the prison, and therewithal brougfht 
the young duke again in safety to the rest of his fellows 
and friends, where they presented Faustus with a surnp^ 
tuous gift, and so departed one from another. 

CHAP. XXXIII. 

How Dr. Faustus borrowed Money of a Jew, and laid his 
^ own Leg in Pawn for it. 

It is a common proverb in Germany, that although a 
conjurer have all things at command, the day will come 
that he shall not be worth ajpenny ; so it is like to fall 
out with Dr. Faustus, in promising the devU so largely 5 
but as the devil is the authpr of all lies, even so he led 
Faustus hifi mind in practising things to deceive the 
people, and blinding them, wherein he took his whole 
delight, thereby to bring himself to riches ; notwith- 
standing in the end he was never the richer ; and although 
during twenty four years of his time that the devil set 
lum, he wanted nothing; yet was he best pleased when 
he might deceive any body. For out of the mightiest 
potentates courts in all these countries^ he would send 
hi6 spirit to fetch away their best cheer. And on a time» 
being in his merriment, where he was batiquetting with 
other students in an inn, thereunto resorted many Jewa : 
which^ when Dr. Faustua perceived, he was minded, lo

play a merry jest to deceive a Jew, desiring one of them 
to lend him some money for a time ; the jew was content, 
and lent Faustiis three score dollers for a month, which 
time being expired, the Jew came for his money and 
interest ; but Dr. Faustus was neyer minded to pay the 
Jew hfrtan ; at len^h the Jew coming home to his hoiue, 
and calling importunately for his money. Dr. Faustus 
made him this answer ; Jew, I have no money, nor know 
I how to pay thee ; but notwithstanding, to the end thou 
may est be contented, I will cut off a limb of my body, 
be it arm or leg, and the same thou shalt have in pawn 
for thy money ; yet with this condition, that when I shall 
pay thee thy money again, then thou shalt give me my 
limb. The Jew that was never a fiiend to a Christian, 
thought with himself this fellow is right for my purpose, 
that will lay his limbs in pawn for money, and was there- 
with very well content : wherefore Dr. Faustus took a saw, 
and therewith seemed to cut off his leg, being notwith- 
standing nothing so. Well, he gave it to the Jew, yet upon 
this condition, when he got money to pay, the Jew should 
deliver him his leg, to the end he might set it on again. 
The Jew was with this matter very well pleased, took his 
leg, and departed ; and having to go far home, he was 
somewhat weary, and by the way he thus bethought him ; 
Mrhat helpeth me a knave's leg? if 1 should carry it home, 
it would stink and infect my house ; besides, it is too 
hard a piece of work to set it on again : wherefore what 
an ass was Faustus, to lay so great a pawn for so small 
a sum of money? and for my part, quoth, the Jew to

fcimself, this will never prolit me any thins: anil with 
Iheae words he cast the le^ aivay from him into a ditch. 
All this Dr. Fuustus knew riplit well, therefore, within 
three daya after sent for the Jew, to make him paymeat 
of bis sixty dollers : the Jew came, and Dr. Fauetua 
demanded his pawn, there was his money ready for him : 
tbe Jew angered. The pawn was not profitable nor 
necessary for any thin^, su I cast it bivay ; But Faustus 
threatniu^, replyed, 1 will have my leg again, ur else one 
of thine for it. The Jew fell to intrcat, promising bira 
to give him what money he would ask if he would not 
deal strictly with him ; wherefore the Jew was con- 
strained to give him sixty doUers more to be rid of him, 
and yet Faustus had hia leg on, for be had hut blinded 
the Jew. 



FCHAP. XXXIV. 
How Dr. Faustus deceived the Horse- courser. 
After this manner he deceived a horse -courser, at a. fair, 
called Pheifering! for Faustus, through hia conjurinff, 
had gotteu an eseeilent fair horse, whereupon he rid 
to the fair, where he had many chapmen that offered him 
rooney { inatly, he sold him fur forty dollers, and iviUing 
him that bought him, that in any wise he should not 
ride him over the water; but the horse-couracr mar- 
velled with himself that Faustua bad him ride over no 
water. But (quoth he) I ivill prove, and forthwith be 
lid him into the river, presently the horse vanished from 
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under him, and he was left on a bottle of straw, imomuch 
that the man was almost drowned; the horse-courser 
knew well where he lay that had sold him his horse : 
whereupon he- went angerly to his inn, where he foun4 
Dr. Faustus fast asleep, and snorting on a bed ; but the 
horse-courser could no longer forbear him, but took 
him by the leg, and began to pull him off the bed( 
but he pulled him so that he pulled his leg from his 
body, insomuch that the horse-courser fell backwards ia 
the place, then began Dr. Faustus to cry with opQn 
throat, he hath murthered me. Hereat the horse-coursei: 
was afraid, and gave the flight, thinking uo othjeir with 
himself, but that he had pulled his leg from his body ; 
by this means Dr. Faustus kept his money. 

CHAP. XXXV. 
How Dr. Faustus Eat a Load of Hay. 

Dr. Facstus being at a town in Germany called 
Zwiekow, where he was accompanied with many doctors 
and masters, and going forth to walk after supper, they 
met with a clown that drew a load of hay. Good eren, 
good fellow, said Faustus to the clown, what shall I 
give thee, to let me eat my belly-full of hay? The 
clown thou&fht with hiqaself, what a mad man is this to 
eat hay ? Thought he with himself, thou wilt not eat 
much : they agreed for three farthings he should eat as 
much as he could ; wherefore Dr* Faustus began to eat, 
and 80 ravenously, that all the rest of the company fell 
a laughing ; blinding so the poor clown, that he \va^ 



aorry at liis heart, for he seemed to have eaten more 
than half of the hay ; wherefore the cluwu hegan to 
speak liini fair, for fear he should have eaten the other 
half aUo ; Faustus made aa ihoug-h he had pity on the 
clown, and ivent away: wlien the clown came in the 
place where he would be, lie had his hay again, as he 
hod before, a full luiui. 

CHAP. XXXVI. 

How Dr, Faustus served the twelve Students. 
At \Vittenberg, before Faustua's house, there was a 
quarrel betivecn seven siudenta, and Are tliaC came to 
part the rest, one part scronf^er than the other. Where- 
fore Dr. Faustus seeing them to be over-matcht, 
conjured thein all liliud, insumueh that the one could 
not see the other, and he dealt so with them, that they 
fought and smote at one another still ; whereat all the 
beholders fell a laughtnj; ; and thus they continued 
blind, beating one another until the people parted them 
and led each one to his own house, where being enter'd 
into their houses, they received their sight presently 

W CHAP. XXXVII. 

^^ How Dr. Faustus served the drunken Clowns. 
Dr. Fadstos went into an inn wherein was many 
tables full of clowns, the which was tippling' kan after 
kan of excellent wine ; and to be short, they >vere all 
i ar"! as they aate, Ihey so sang and hollowed, 
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thit one could not hear a man speak for tliem, this 
an^red Dr. Faastns -. wherefore he said to them that 
called him in, mark, my masters, I will shew a merry 
jest : the doxms continued still hollowing" and singing ; 
lie conjured them that their months stood as wide open 
as it was possible for them to hold them, and never a 
one of them was able to close his mouth again ; by and 
by the noise was gone ; the clowns notwithstanding 
looked earnest one upon another, and knew not what 
was hapned : one by one they went out, and so soon as 
they came without, they were all as well as ever they 
were, but none of them desired to go in any more. 

CHAP. XXXVIIL 

How Dr. Faustus sold five Sv^ine for six Dollars 

apiece. 

Dr. Falstls began another jest; be made ready fire 
fat swine the which he sold to one for six dollars apiece, 
upon this condition, that the smne-driver should not 
drive them into the %Tater. Dr. Faustus went home 
again, and as the swine had fouled themselves in the 
mud, the swine-driver drove them into the water, where 
presently they were changed into so many bundles of 
straw, swimming upright in the water ; the buyer looked 
wishfully upon them, and was sorry in his heart; but he 
knew not where to find Faustus ; so he was content to 
let all go, and lose both mony and hogs. 



CHAP. XXXIX. 

How Dr. Faustus played a merry Jest ivitli the Dnlicof 

Anhalt in his Court. 
Db. FADBTua on a time went to the Duke of Anhalt, who 
welcomed him very courteously; this was in the monili 
of January; where aitting at table, he perceived the 
dutches to be with child ; and forbearinf; himself until 
the meat was taken from the table, and that they brought 
in the hanqiieting- dishes. Dr. Faustus said to the 
dutchess. Gracious Lady, I have always heard that 
jrcat bellied women do always long for some dainties; 
1 beseech therefore your grace, hide not your mind from 
nie, hut tell me what you desire to eat ; She answered 
him. Dr. Faustus, uoiv truly I will not hide from yon 
what my heart doth nmch desire ; namely, that if it 
were now harvest, I would eat my belly full of grapes 
and other dainty fruit. Dr. Faustus answered hereupon. 
Gracious lady this is a small thing for me to do, for I 
can do more than this ; wherefore he took a plate and 
set it upon one of the casements of the ivindow, holding 
it forth, where incontinent he had his dish full of all 
manner of fruit, as red and white grapes, pears, and 
apples, the which came from out of strange countries ; 
all these he presented to the dutchess, saying. Madam, 
I pray you vouchsafe to taste of this dainty fruit, the 
which came from a far country, for there the summer is 
not yet ended. The datchess thanked Faustus highly, 
»nd she fell to her fruit with full appetite. The Duke 
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of Anlialt notwithstanding could not withhold to ask 
Faustus with what leason there were such young fruits 
to be had at that time of the year ? Dr. Fanstus told 
him. May it please your grace to understand, that the 
year is divided into two circles of the whole world, that 
when with us it is winter, in the contrary circle it is 
notwithstanding summer ; for in India and Saba, there 
falleth or setteth a sun, so that it is so warm, thai they 
have twice a year fruit; and, gradous lord» I have a 
swift spirit, the which can in a twinklii^ of an eye frilil 
my desire in any thing : wherefore I fient Urn into those 
countries, who hath brought this frmt as you see, whereat 
the duke greatly admired. - - - 

CHAP. XL. 

How Dr. Faustua, through his Charms, made a great 
Castle in the presence of the Duke of Anhalt. 

Dr. Facstus desired the Duke of Anhalt to walk a 
little forth of the court with him ; wherefore they went 
together iu the field, where Dr. Faustus (through his 
skill) had placed a mighty castle, which when the duke 
saw he wonder'd thereat, so did the dutchess and all 
the beholders, that on that hill which is called Rohum* 
huel, should on the sudden be so fail' a castle. At 
length Dr. Faustus desired the duke and dutchess to 
walk with him into the castle, which they denied not i 
this castle was so wonderful strong, having about it a 
great deep trench of water, the which was full of fish » and 
all manner of water-fowl^ as swans, ducks, geese, bitterns. 



and ancb like : about the wall was live atone doors, and 
two other doors aUo; ivithm was a great open court, 
wherein was inclianled all iiianiier of wild beasts, espe- 
cially such as waa not to lie fauiid in Germany, as apes, 
bears, buffs, antolopes, and maiiy more strBii);e beasts j 
also there were hurts, hinds, roe-bucks, and docs, and 
wild awine; all manner of land-fowl that any man could 
thiok on, which flew from one tree to anatlter. After 
all this ha set his g-neats to the table, being the duke 
and dntcheas, with all their trai:i, for he had provided 
them a most sumptuous feasi both of meat, and also of 
drink } for he set nine messes of meat upon the board at 
once, and all this must his Wagner do, to place all thingg 
on the board, the which was brought unto him by the 
spirit ipvisibly, of all things their hearts could desire, as 
wild-fowl, venison, and all manner of dainty fish that 
could be thought on ; of wine also great plenty, and of 
divers sorts, French tvine, Cullen wine, Crabashir wine, 
Renish wine, ijpaniah wine, Hungarian wine, Waszbiirg 
wine. Malmsey and Sack ; in the whole there was one 
hundred cans standing round about the house. This 
sumptuous bantjuet the duke took thankfully, and after- 
wards he departed homeward, and hut to their thinking, 
they had neither eat nor drank, so were they blinded 
while they were in the castle. But as they were in their 
palace, they looked towards the cattle, and beheld it all 
on a flame of fire, and all those that saw it wonder'd to 
hear so strange a noise, as if a great ordinance had been 
shot off i and thus the castle burned and consumed clean 
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away, which done. Dr. Faustus retum'd to the doke, 
who gave him great thanks for shewing of him so great 
a courtesie, and gave him a hundred dollars, and liberty 
to depart, or stay there, at his own discretion. 

CHAP. XLI. 

How Dr. Faustus, with his Company, visited the 
'^Bishop of Salisburg's Wine-cellar. 

Dr. Faustus having taken leave of the duke, he 
went to Wittenburg, near about Shrove-tide, and 
being in company with certain students. Dr. Faustus 
was himself the God of Bacchus, who having well 
feasted the students before with dainty fare, after 
the manner of Germany, where it is counted no feast, 
unless all the bidden guests be drunk, which Dr. Faustus 
intending, said. Gentlemen, and my guests, will it pleasq 
you take a cup of wine with me in a place or celler 
whereunto I will bring you ? they all said willingly. We 
will, which, when Dr. Faustus heard, he took them forth, 
set each of them upon a holly-wand, and so was conjured 
into the Bishop of Salisburg's Cellar, for thereabouts grew 
excellent pleasant wine ; there fell Faustus and his com- 
pany a drinking and swilling, not of the worst, but of 
the best. And as they were merry in the cellar, came to 
draw drink the bishop's butler; which when he per- 
ceived so many persons there, he cry'd with a loud voice. 
Thieves, thieves. This spighted Dr- Faustus wonder- 
fully, wherefore he made every one of his company to sit 



on tlieir hoUy-tvaDd, and so vaaished away ; and In part- 
ing, Dr. Fauatus look tlie bmler by the hair of the lieed, 
find carried hiia away with them, until they came to a, 
mighty high Inpped tree ; aud on Ihe top of Ihat huge 
tree he set the Imtler, where he remained in a roost 
fearful perplexity. Dr. FauBtus departed to hia houae, 
where they took their valete one after another, drinking 
the wine that they had stolen in their bottles out of the 
bishop's cellar. The butler that had held himself by the 
hand^ upon the lopped tree all the night, was almoiit 
frozen with the cold, espying the day, and seeing the 
tree of huge great highness, thought with himself, it is 
impossible to come off Ihis tree without peril of death ; 
at length, espying certain clowns passing by, he cry'd. 
For the love of God help ine down i The clowns seeing 
him so high, wonder'd what mad m&n would clitub up 
so huge a tree ; wherefore as a thing most miraculous, 
tbey carried tydinga to the Bishop of Salistjurg; then 
there great running on every side lo see him on the 
ly devices they practised to get him down 
tth ropes •■ and being demanded of the bishop how he 
there ? he suid, that be was brought thither by the 
hair of the head, l)y certain thieves that were robbing 
of the wine-cellar, but what ihey were he knew not, for 
(said he) they had faces li1:c men, but they wrought like 

CHAP. XLII. 
How Dr. Faiistus kept hia Shrovetide. 
! were seven students and masters (hat studied 
Ivinily, jurisprudeutiie, and medicinx ; all these having 
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consented, were agreed to visit Dr. Faustus, and to cele- 
brate Shrove-tide with him ; wlio being come to his house, 
he gave them their welcome, for they were his dear 
friends, desiring them to sit down, where he served thein 
with a very good supper of hens, fish, and other roast, 
yet were they but slightly cheared; wherefore Dr. 
Faustus comforted his guests, excusing himself that 
they had stolen upon him so suddenly, that he had not 
leisure to provide for them so well as they were worthy ; 
but jny good friends (quoth he) according to the use of 
our country, we must drink all this night ; and so a 
draught of the best wine bedwards is commendable. For 
you know that in great potentates' courts they use at this 
night great feasting, the like will 1 do fiHr you ; for I 
have three great flaggons of wine, the first is full of 
Hungarian wine, contiuning eight gallons ; the second of 
Italian wine, containing seven gallons : the third con- 
tainiDg six gallons of Spanish wine, all the which we 
will tipple up before it be day; besides we have fifteen 
dishes of meat, the which my spirit Mephistophiles hath 
fetcht so far, that it was cold before he brought it, and 
they are all full of the daintiest things that one's heart 
can devise ; but saith Faustus, I must make them hot 
again ; and you may believe me, gentlemen, that this is 
no blinding of you ; whereas you think that this is no 
natural food^ verily it is as good and as pleasant as ever 
you eat. And having ended his tale, he commanded his 
boy to lay his cloth, which done, he served them with 
fifteen messes of meat, having three dishes in a mess ; 
in the which were all manner of venison, and dainty 
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wild-fowl ; and for wine there was no lack, as Italian 
ivine. Hungnrian wine, and Spanish wine ( and when 
they were all uiude drunk, and that they had eaten their 
good cheer, they lie^an to sing and dance until it was 
day, and an tliey departed every one to his awn hobila- 
tion ; at whose departing. Dr. Faustus desired them to 
be his guests again the next day folloiving. 

CHAP. XLIII. 

How Dr. Faustus feasted his Gueals on Ash-wedneaday. 
Upon Ash-wednesday came unto Dr. Faustus, his hidden 
' guests, the students, whom he feasted very royally^ 
iDSomuch that they were all full and lusty, dancinj; and 
sin^ng as the ni^ht before: and when the high glasses 
and g'oblets were caroused cne to another. Dr. Fauatua 
began to play them some pretty feats, insomueh that 
round about the hall was heard moat pleasant niusick, 
and that in sundry places; in this corner a lute, in 
another a cornet, in another a cittern, clarigolds, harp, 
hora-pipe, in line, all manner of musick was heard 
there in that instant, whereat all the glasses and gob- 
lets, cups, and pots, dishes, and all that stood upon the 
board began to dance ; then Dr. Faustus look ten stone 
pota, and set them down on the floor, where presently 
they began to dance, and to smite one against another, 
that the shivers flew round about the whole house, 
whereat the whole company fell a-laughing : then began 
lie another jest, he set an instrument upon the table, 
and caused a mighty great ape to come among them. 
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which ape began to dance and skip, shewing them merrf 
conceits. In this and such pastime they passed a^*ay 
the whole day ; when night being come Dr. Faustus bid 
them all to supper, which they lightly agreed unto, for 
students in these cases are easily intreated : wherefore 
he promised to feast them with a banquet of fowl, and 
afterwards they would gp all about with a mask ; then Dr. 
Faustus put forth a long pole out of the window, where- 
upon presently there came innumerable- numbers of birds, 
and wild fowl, and so many as came had not the power 
to fiy away again, but he took them, and flung them to 
the students, who lightly pulled off the necks of them,, 
and being roasted, they made their supper ; which being 
ended, they made themselves ready for the mask ; Dr. 
Faustus commanded every one to put on a clean shirt 
over the other cloaths : which being done, they looked 
one upon another ; it seemed to each one of them that 
they Iiad no heads ; and so they went forth unto certain 
of their neighbours, at which sight the people were 
most wonderfully afraid, and as the use of Germany is, 
that wheresoever a mask entreth, the good man of the 
house must feast them ; so as these maskers were set 
to their banquet, they seemed again in their former 
shape with heads, insomuch, that they were all known 
who they were ; and having sat, and well eat and drank, 
Dr. Faustus made that every one had an ass's head on, 
with great and long ears, so they fell to dancing and to 
drive away the time until it was midnight, and then 
every one departed home, and as soon as they were out 
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CHAP. XLJV. 

How Dr. FaustuH the Day rollowing wm feasted by the 
Students, and of his meny Jest a irith theiu while he 
was in tlicir Gtioipaay, 
Thb last bacehanalia was heM on Thursday, where en- 
sued a great snow, and Dr. Fauslus was invited unto 
the students that were with him the day before, where 
tiiey had prepared an excellent banquet for hira, which 
banquet bein^ ended. Dr. FauEtua began to play his old 
projects. And forthwith ivaa in the place thirteeu apes, 
that took hands, and danced round in a ring together, 
then they fell to tuinblinj^ and vaulting one after ano- 
ther, that it was most pleasant to hehold; then they 
leaped out of llie window aud vanished away : then they 
set before Dr. Fanstus a roasted calve'a-head, which one 
of the Btudeola cut a piece off, and laid it on Dr. Faustus 
his trencher, which piece was no sooner laid down, but 
the calve's-head began to cry moinly out like a man, 
niurther, murther : but, alas \ what dost thou to me ? 
whereat they were all amazed, hut after a while consi- 
dering of Faustus'a jesting tricks, they began to laogb, 
and tliey pulled asunder the calve's-head, and eat it up. 
Whereupon Dr. Faust tis asked leave to depart, but tliey 
-would in no wise agree to let him go, except that be 
would promise to come again presently. Then Faustua, 
krough his cunning made a sledge, the which was 
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drawn about the house with four fiery dragons, this was 
fearful for the students to behold, for they saw Faustua 
ride up and down, as though he would have fired and 
slain all them that were in the house : this sport conti- 
nued until mid-night, with snch a noise that they could 
not hear one another, the heads of the students were so 
light, that they thought themselves to be in the air all 
that time. 

CHAP. XLV. 

How Dr. Faustus shewed the ffur Helena unto the 
Students upon the Sunday following. 

The Sunday following came the students home to Dr. 
Faustus his own house, and brought their meat and 
drink with them ; those men were right welcome guests 
unto Faustus, wherefore they all fell to drinking of 
wine smoothly ; and being merry, they began some of 
them to talk of beauty of women, and every one gave 
forth his verdict what he had seen, and what he had 
heard; so one amongst the rest said, I was never so 
desirous of any thing in this world as to have a sight 
(if it were possible) of fair Helena of Greece, for whom 
the worthy town of Troy was destroyed and razed down 
to the ground ; therefore, saith he, that in all men's 
judgements she was more than commonly fair, because 
that when she was stoPn away from her husband, there 
was for her recovery so great blood-shed. Dr. Faustus 
answered, for that you are all my friends, and are so 
desirous to see that stately pearl of Greece, fak 
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Helena, the wife to Kin^ Menelaue, and daughter of 
Tyndarue and Lcda, sister to Castor and Pollux, 
who was the fairest lady of all Greece, I will there- 
fore bring her iiilo your presence persooatly, and 
in the same form and attire aa she used to ^o 
when she ivas in her chiefest flower and choitcst prime 
of youth. The like have 1 done for the emperor Carolus 
Magnus j at his desire, I shewed him Alexander the 
Great, and his paramour ; but (said Dr- FbiieIub) I 
charge you all that upon your perils you apeak not a 
word, nor rise up from the table so long as she is in 
your presence ; and so he went out of the hall, return- 
ing presently a^'ain, after whom immediately followed 
the fair and beautiful Helena, whose beauty was such, 
that the students were all amazed to see her, esteeming 
her rather to be an heavenly than au earthly creature : 
This lady appeared before them, in a most rich gown of 
purple velvet, costly imbroidered: her hair hanging 
down loose, aa fdir as the beaten gold, and of snch 
length, that it reach'd down to her hams, having most 
amorous cole-black eyes ; a sweet and pleasant round 
face, with lips aa red as any cherry ; her cheeks of a 
rose colour, her mouth small, her neck white like a 
Hwan ; tall and slender of personage ; in sum, there was 
no imperfect place in her, she looked round about her 
ivith a roling hawk's eye, a smiling and wanton counte- 
nance, which near-hand inflamed the hearts of all the 
students, but that they persuaded themselves she was a 
spirit, whieh made tlicm lightly pass away anch fancies ) 
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and thus fair Helena and Faustus went out again one 
with another. But the students, at Faustus entring in 
the hall again, requested him to let them see her again 
the next day, for that they will bring with them a 
painter to take a counterfeit, which he denyed, affirm- 
ing that he could not always nuse up his spirit, but only 
at certain times ; yet, sud he, I will gi^e unto you her 
counterfeit, which shall be as good to you, as' if yourself 
should see the drawing thereof; which they receiyed 
according to his promise, but soon after lost it again. 
The students departed trom Faustus to their seyend 
lodflfings, but none of them could sleep that night for 
thinking of the beauty of fair Helena ; therefore a raaa 
may see how the deyil blindeth and enflameth the heart 
oftentimes with lust, that men fall in loye with harlots 
from which their minds can afterwards be hardly re* 
moved. 

CHAP. XLVI. 

How Dr. Faustus conjured the four Wheels from the 

Clown's Waggon. 

Dr. Faustus was sent for to come to the Marshal of 
Brunswick, who was marvellously troubled with the 
falling sickness, now Faustus had this quality, he seldom 
rid, but coramonly walkt a-foot, to ease himself when 
he list, and as he came near unto the town of Bruns- 
wick, there overtook him a clown with four horses^ and 
an empty waggon : to whom Dr. Faustus (jestingly to try 
him) said, I pray thee good fellow, let me ride a littld 
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to ease ray weary logti ; which the biiitziirdly a&i ilenied, 
saying. That his liorae was weary, and he would not let 
him ^t up ■■ Dr. Faujitus did this but to prove this 
clown if there were any courtcsie to be found in him, 
if need were i but auch churlishuesa is usually found 
auioQg clowns, hut he was well requited by Faustui*, 
even with the lilfe payment : for he eaid to hiui, Thon 
doliah clowu, void of all humanity, seeing thou art of so 
churlish a disposition, 1 will pay thee as thou hast 
(leseryed, fur the four wheels of tliy waggon thou ihalt 
have tnken frooi thee i let uie see then Low thou cuist 
shift J Whereupon bis Wheels were gone, his horses fell 
tjeo down to the ground as though they had been dead : 
Whereat the c\o\va tvaa sore affrighted, measuring it as 
a juat scourge of God for bis sing and churlishness : 
u-herefore w'ilb a trembling and wailitig, he humbly be- 
Bought Dr. Faustus to he good unto him, confessing he 
was worthy of it ; notwithstanding if it pleased htm lu 
forgive him, he ivould hereafter do better j which suh- 
missioD made Faustus his heart to relent, answering 
him on this manner: Well, do so no more, but when a 
poor man desireth thee, see that tiiou let liim ride ; 
but yet thou sbalt not go altnj,'elher clear, for al- 
though thou have again thy four wheels, yet thou 
abatt fetch them at the four gates of the city, so he threw 
dust on the horses, and revived them agaio ; and the 
(.'lomi for bis churlishness, was Mn to fetch iiia wheels, 
•pel^ilig Mt time with weuiness, whereas if before he

had shewed a little kindness, he might qiuetlyhave gone 
about his business. 

CHAP. XLVII. 

How four Jugglers cut one anothers Heads off, and set 

them on again, and Faustus deceived them. 

Dft. FAV8TU6 came in Lent unto Frankland fur, wlieie 
his spirit Mephistophiles gave hiin to understand that in 
an inH were four jugglers that cut one. anothers heads 
off: and after their cutting off sent them to the barber 
lo be trimmed, which many people saw. This angred 
¥!att8tU8, for he meant to hare himself the only cook in 
thedefil's banquet, and went to the place where they 
were, to beguile them, and as the jugglers were toge- 
ther, ready one to cut off another's head, there stood 
also the barber ready to tiim them, and by them upon 
the table stood likewise a glass full of stilled waters, 
and he that was the chiefest among them, stood by it. 
Thus they began, they smote off the head of the first, 
and presently there was a lilly in the glass of dis- 
tilled water, where Faustus perceived this lilly as 
it was springing, and the chief juggler named it the 
tree of life : thus dealt he with the first, making the 
barber wash and comb his head, and then he set it on 
again, presently the lilly vanished away out of the 
water, hereat the man had his head whole and sound 
again : the like did he with the other two : and as the turn 
and lot came to the chief juggler, that he also should be 
beheaded, and that this lilly was most [feasant, fair, and 
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S«Hirishing green, they amole hU head off, and when it 
came to be barbed, it troubled FauatUB his eonsciencd, 
insomuch thftt he could not al)tde to see another do any 
ihiii]^, for he tbou(;ht himsulf to be the principal con- 
jurer in the world : wherefore Dr. Fauatua went to the 
{Bble, whereat the other jug^'lers kept Chat lilly, and so 
lie took a small knife and <;ut off the atalk of the lilly, 
saying, to himself. None of them shall blind Faustus, 
Yet no man saw Paustus to cat the liily : but when the 
rest of the jujfglera thought to baie set on [beir master'a 
head, tbey could not : wherefore they looked on the 
litly, sod found it bleeding ■ by ibia means the juggler 
tnu bfifTuiled, and so dyed in his wickedness : yet do 
one (bought that Dr. Faustus had done it. 

I CHAP. XLVIir. 

ftlPow an old Man, the Neighl>our of Faustus, sought to 
[ . perswade him to mend Ilia Life, and to fall unto Re- 
pentance. 
A GOOD ChrUlian, an bonest and vertuoun old man, a 
lover of the Holy Scriptures, who was neighbour to 
Dr. Paustus, when he perceived that many students had 
their recourae in and out unto Dr. Fauatua, he suspected 
Ub evil life, wlierefsre like a friend be invited Dr. 
FanatuB to supper unto his bouse, to which he agreed, 
and having entred their hinquet, the old man began 
with these ivords : My loving friend and neighbour 
Dr. Faustus, I am to desire of you a friendly and Chris- 
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tian request; beseeehihg you would vouchsafe not to be 
aofpry with me, but friendly resolve me in my doubt, 
and take my poor inviting in good part. To whom Dr» 
Faustus answered. My good neighbour, I pray you say 
your mind? Then began the old patron. to say,. My 
good neighbour, you know in the beginning how that 
you have defied <Yod and all the host of heaven, and 
given your soul to the devil, wheremth youhave^ in- 
curred God's high displeasure, and are become from a 
christian far worse than a heathen person ; oh ! consider 
what you have done, it is not only the pleasure of the 
body, but the safety of the soul that you must have res- 
pect unto : of whieh' if you be careless, then are you 
cast away, and shall remain in the anger of the Al- 
mighty God. But yet it is time enough, O Faustus ! If 
you repent, and call upon the Lord for mercy, as we 
have example in the acts of the Apostles, the Eighth 
Chapter of Simon in Samaria, who was led out of the 
i\'ay, affirming that he was Simon homo sanctus. This 
man notwithstanding in the end, was converted, after he 
had heai'd the Sermon of Philip, for he waS baptized 
and' saw his sin and repented. Likewite I beseech you, 
good brother Dr. Faustus, let my rude sermon be unto 
you a conversion, and forget thy filthy life that thou 
hast led, repent, ask mercy, and live : for Christ saith, 
come unto me all ye that are weary and heavy laden, 
and Iwill refesh you. And in Ezekiel, I desire not the 
death of a sinnei', but rather that he will convert and 
live. Let my words, good brother Faustus, pierce into 



your adamant bean, and dcaire Gud for hia Son Cbrist 
hie sake to forgive you. Wlierefare have you lived so 
long in your deiilish practices, knowing that in the Old 
and New Testaineot you are fnrbiddea, and nten aliuuld 
not suffer any such to live, neilher have any conversEt- 
tion trith them, for it is an abuminalion unto the liurd, 
and thac such persons liave no part in the kingdom of 
God. All this while Dr. Fauslus heard him very atten- 
tively, and reply'd : Father, your persuasionu like me 
wondrous well, and I thank you with all my heart for 
your good will and counsel, promising' you, as far as I 
may, to allow your <lisi.'ipline : whereupon he took hia 
leave, and being come home, he laid him very pensive 
iiu his bed, helhinking himself of tlie vvords of this old 
man, and in a mannerhegan to repent that he had given 
his soul to the devil, intending to deny all that he hud 
promised to Lucifer. Continuing in these cogitationu, 
suddenly his spirit appeared unto him, clappijig him 
upon the head, and wrung it as though he would have 
pulled his head from his shoulders, saying unto Itiio, 
Thou knuwcst l-'austus, titatlhou hast given thyself liody 
and soulj to my Lord Lucifer, and thou hast vowed thy- 
self an enemy to God aod to all men; and noiv thou 
Jjeginnest to hearken to an old doting fool, which per- 
swatletb thee as it were to good, when indeed it is too 
late, for thou art the devil's, and he hath ijreat power 
jjresently to fetch thee. Wherefore he hath sent me unto 
thee lo tell thee. That seeing thou hast sorrowed fur 
that which thou hast done^ begin again, and write ana>

iher writiAg with tlune own blood; if not, then will J 
tear thee in pieces. Hereat Dr. Firastns w)u sore afrlfid, 
and said. My Mephistophiles, I will write [a^ain whatt 
then wUt : Then presently he sat him down, and with 
his own blood wrote as followeth : whieh writing was 
afterwards sent to a dear friend of Faustns, heinghia 
Idnsman. 

CHAF. XLIX. 

How Dr. Fanstus wrote the second time with his ow» 
Bloody and gave it to tite Devil. 

I Dr. John Fanstns, do aclniowledge by t^ my deed 
and hand-writing, that since my firsf writihg; w^ieh i^ 
seventeen years past, I have right wiHingly held,' and 
have been an utter enemy to Ood and all men i the which 
I once again confirm, and give fully and wholly mys^ 
unto the devil, both body and soul, even unto great 
Lucifer, and that at the end of seven years ensuing after 
the date hereof, he shall have to do with me according 
as it pleaseth him, either to lengthen or shoiten my life 
as it pleaseth him ; and hereupon I renounce all per* 
sunders, that seek to withdraw me from my purpose by 
the word of God, either ghostly or bodily ; and farther 
I will never give ear to any man, be he spiritual or tem- 
poral, that moveth any matter for the salvation of my 
soul. Of all this writing, and that therein contained, be 
witness my blood, which with mine own hands I have 
begun and ended. Dated at A^ttenburg the 25th of 
July. 
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And preseally upon the njakiag of this nriCiDg, he 
became ao great an enemji to the poor old man, that he 
sought his life by all means possible ; but this good old 
maD was strong in the Holy Ghost, that he could not be 
vanquished by any means ; for about two days after that 
he had exhorted Faustua, aa the poor old man lay in his 
bed, suddenly there waa a mighty rumbling in the cham- 
ber, nliicb be was never wont to hear, and he heard aa it 
had been the groaning of a sow, which lasted long: 
whereupon the good old man began to jest and mock, 
and sud. Oh ! what barbarian cry is this f Oh fiiir bird ! 
what foul inuaick is ihis ? A fair angel, that could not 
tarry two days in his place i Beginnest thou now to 
turn into a poor man's bouse, where thou hast no power, 
And wert not able to keep thine own two days i With 
these and such like words the spirit departed ; and when 
He came home, Faustua asked him how he had aped 
with the old man, to whom the spirit answered : The 
old man was harnessed ao, that he could not once lay 
bold upon him, but he would not tell how the old man 
b&d mocked him, for the devils can never abide to hear 
of their fall. Thus doth God defend the hearts of all

CHAP. L. 

How Dr. Faustua made a marriage between two 
Lovers. 

E Jn the city of Wittenburg was a student, a gallant gen- 
' llemiui, named N> N. Thia gentleman was far in lo?e 
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with a gentlewomao, fair and proper oC personages this 
•gentlewoman bad a knight that was a suiter unto her, 
and many other gentlemen, which desired her in mar- 
riage, but none could obtain her. So it was that in 
despair with hhnself, that he pined away to skin, and 
bones. . But when he opened the matter to Dr. Faustus, 
he asked counsel- of his spirit Mephistophiles, the which 
told him what to. do. Hereupon Dr. Faustus went home 
to the gentleman, who bad him be of good cheer, for he 
should have his desire, for he would help him to that 
he wished for, and that this gentlewoman should love 
none other but him only : wherefore Dr. Faustus so 
changed the mind of the damosel by the practice he 
wrought, that she could do no other thing but think on 
him whom before she had hated, neither cared she for 
any .man but him alone. The device was thus: Faustus 
commanded the gentleman that he should cloath himself 
in all the best apparel that he had, and that he should 
go unto the gentlewoman and shew himself, giving him 
a ring, commanding him in any wise that he should 
dance with her before he departed ; who follomng his 
counsel, went to her, and when they began to dance, 
they that were suitors, began to take every one his lady 
by the hand ; this gentleman took her who before had 
so disdained him, and in the dance he put the ring into 
her hand that Faustus had given him, which she no 
sooner toucht, but she fell presently in love with him, 
smiling at him in the dance, and many times winking at 
him, rolling her eyes, and in the end -she asked him if he 
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could love her, and make ber big wife. He gladly an- 
swered that he was conienl ; whereupon ihey concluded, 
apd were married by the meana and help of Faustus, for 
which the gentleman well rewarded him. 

CH.\P. LT. 

How Dr. Faustus led his Friends into his Garden at 
Christinas, and shewed them many strange aijihtB, in 
the nineteenth Year. 
In December, about Christmas, in the city of VVjtten- 
burg, ware many young gentlemen, which were come out 
of the country to he merry with their friends, amongst 
whom there were certain well acquainted with Dr. Faus- 
tus, who often invited them home unto his house ; they 
being there on a certain time ; after dinner he had them 
into his garden, where they beheld all manner of flowers 
and fresh herbs, and trees bearing fruit, and blossoms of 
all sorts ; who wonder'd to see that his garden should 
so flourish at that time, as in the midst of the summer, 
when abroad in the streets, and all the country lay full 
of snow and ice ; wherefore this was noted of them as a 
tiling miraculous, every one gathering and carrying 
away all such things as they best liked, and bo departed, 
delighled with their sweet smelling (lowers. 

CHAP. LII. 
How Dr, Faustus gathered together a great Army of 
Men in his extremity, against a Knight that would 
_ have Conjured him on bis own Journey. 

pa. Faustus travelled toward Evzeleben, and when he 
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was nigh half the way, he espied seven horsemeo^ aod 
the chief of them he knew to be. .the knight .vrith idioip 
he had jested in the emperor's coYirt» for he had \ei\ fi 
great pair of hart's-homa upon his head; and when;^ 
knight now saw that he had fit opportunity to be re- 
venged of Faustus, he ran upon him, and those that 
were with him, to mischief himself, intending privily to 
slay him : which when Faustus espied, he vanished away 
into a wood that was hard by them, but when the knight 
perceived that he was vanished away, he caused his men 
to stand still ; but where they remained, they heard all 
manner of warlike instruments of musick, as drums, 
flutes, trumpets, and such like, and a certain troop of 
horsemen running towards them; then they turned 
anotlier way, and were also met on that side; then 
another way, and yet were freshly assaulted, so that 
which way soever they turned themselves, they were 
encountred, insomuch that when the knight perceived 
that he could escape no way, but that his enemies lay on 
him which way soever he offered to fly, he took good 
heart, and ran amongst the thickest, and thought with 
himself better to dye than to live with so great infamy: 
therefore being at handy blows with them he demanded 
the cause, why they should so use them ? But none of 
them would give him answer, until Dr. Faustus shewed 
himself unto the knight ; whereupon they enclosed lum 
round, and Dr. Faustus said unto him, sir, yield your 
weapon and your self, otherwise it will go hard with 
you. The knight knew no other, but that he was con- 
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jured with an host of men, whereas indeed they were 
none other but denla, yielded : then Fauslus took away 
hia aword, his piece, nnd horse, with all the rest of his 
companions. And farther he said unto him, air, the 
chiefest general uf our army hath commanded me to deal 
with you, according to the laiv of arms, you shall depart 
in peace, whither you please ; and then he gave the 
knight an horse, after the manner, and set him thereon, 
so he rode, the rest went on foot, until they came to 
their inn, where he being alighted, his page rode on his 
horse to the water, and presently the horse ranished 
away, the page being almost sunk and drowned, but he 
escaped, and coming home, the knight perceiving the 
page to be bemired, and on foot, asked where his horse 
was : who answered, that he was vanished away. Which 
when the knight hea.rd, he said, of a truth this is Faustus 
hia doing, for he serveth me now, as he did before at 
the court, only to make me a acorn and laughing stock. 

CHAP. LIU. 
How Dr. Faustus used Mephistophiles, to bring him 
Beven of the fairest Women he could find in all the 
Countries he had travelled the twenty Years, 
When Dr. Fanstna called to mind that hia time from 
day to day drew nigh, he began to live a swinish and 
epicurieh life: wherefore he commanded his spirit Me- 
phisiophiles to bring him seven of the fairest women 
that he had seen in all the times of his travel : which 
being brought, first one, then another, he lay with 
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them ally insomuch that he liked them so well, that he 

« 

continued with them in all manner of love, and made 
them to travel with him all his journies : these women 
were two Netherlands one Hungarian, one Scottish, t\To 
Walloon, one Franklander. And with these sweet per- 
sonages he continued long, yea, even to his last end. 

CHAP. LIV. 

How Dr. Faustus found ^ Mass of Money, when he had 

consumed twenty two of his Years. 

To the end that the devil would make Faustus his only 
heir, he shewed unto him where he should go and find 
a mighty huge mass of money, and that he should find 
it in an old chapiel that was fallen down, half a mile dis- 
tance from Wittenburg: there he bad him to dig, and 
he should find it, which he did: and having digged 
reasonable deep, he saw a mighty huge serpent, which 
lay on the treasure it self: the treasure it self lay like 
a huge light burning; but Dr. Faustus charmed the 
serpent, that he crept into an hole, and when he digged 
deeper to get up the treasure, he found nothing but 
coals of fire : there he also saw and heard many that 
were tormented, yet notwichstsinding he brought 
away the coals, and when he \vas come home, it was 
turned into silver and gold, and after his ^eath it was 
found by his servant which was almost, by estimation^ 
one thousand gilders. 



How Dr. Fauatus mode the Spirit of fair Helen 
Greece hia own Paramour, and Bed-felloi' 
third Year. 
To the Eud that this miserable Faustua might 611 the 
lust of hia flesh, and live in all manoer of voluptut 
pleasure, it came iu his mind, after he Imd slept his first 
sleep, and in the twenty third year past of h 
that he had a great desire to lie with fair Helena of 
Greece, especially her whom he had seen, and shewed 
unlo the Etudenls at Wittenburg^ wherefore he called 
hia spirit Mcpliiatophilea, commanding him to bring to 
him the fair Helena, which he also did ■■ Whereupon he 
fell in \ove with her, and made her his ci 
bine and bed fellow: for bIic waa bo beBmiful and de- 
lightful a piece, that he could not be an hour from her, 
if he should therefore have siiffer'd death, she had 
stolen away hia heart ; and to bi» seeming, i 
was with child, whom Faustiu named Justus Fauslus. 
The child told Dr. Faustua many things which v 
done in foreign countries ; but in the cud, when Faustua 
lost his life, the mother and the child vanished away 
both together. 

CHAP. LVI. 
How Dr. Faustus made his Will, in ivhich he named his 

Servant Wagner, to be his Heir. 
Dh. Fadstiis was now in his twenty -fourth, and laat 
year, and he had a pretty stripling to hia aervont, which 
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bul studied also at tb« university of Wittenbnrg: Tbii 
youth wja xtrj well acqutuoted with his knaveriei ud 
■ori^eries, so that he was hated aa well for bJi owl 
bnaTery, us also for his master'si fur do man would gin 
hiin eD[ert«iiiineol into his service, because of his na- 
liappineBB, hut Faustns. This Wagner was n> weQ 
belov'd of Faasius, tliai he used him as his son, fn 
Ao what he would, his nastCT was always thereirilh 
conleuted. Aaii then when the time drew nigh, Aat 
Faustus should end, be called unto him a Dotsry, ut 
certain masters, the which were his frieoda, aad oftei 
conversant with him, in whose presence be gave lUi 
Wagner bis house and garden. Item, He gave hia 
in ready money sixteen thousand gilders. lteiIi,OBI 
fartn. Item, a gold chain, mnch plate, and oto 
houshold stuff, that gave he to bis servant, and the rest 
of his tioie be meant to spend in inns and students nn- 
I pany, drinking and eating, with other jotlitv: And lliiu 
be iioished his will at that time.

Now when this will ivas made. Dr. Faustus called tmlo 
his servant, saying, I have thought upon thee in my tes- 
tament, for that thou bast been a trusty servant nnlo 
me, and faithful, and hast not opened my secrets : And 
yet farther (said he) ask of me before I dye, what ibM 
wilt, and I will give it unto thee- His servant rashly 
anawered, I pray you let me have your cuniung. To 
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wlich Dr. Faustns answered, I have gken Ihee all my 
book^, upoD this conditioQ, that thou wouldeat not 
let them be common, but use them for iky oivn pleasure. 
And stud; carefully in them ; and doet thou also desire 
my cunning! That thou mayest peradventure have, if 
thou love and peruae my books well. Farther said Dr. 
Fauatus, seeing that thou desireet of me thia request, I 
will resolve thee: My spirit Mephistophiles his time is 
out with me, and I have nought to command him, as 
touching thee : Vet I will help thee to another, if thou 
like well thereof. And within three days after, he called 
his servant unto him, saying, Art thou resolved, wouldst 
thou verily Lave a spirit I Then tell me in what man- 
ner or form thou wouldst have him ! To whom his 
servant answered. That he would have him in the form 
of an ape i Whereupon appeared presently a spirit unto 
him in manner and form of au ape, the which leaped 
about the house. Tliea, said Faustus See, there thou 
hast thy request, but yet he will not obey thee until 1 be 
dead: for when my spirit Mephistophiles shall fetch me 
away, then shall thy spirit be bound unto thee, if thou 
aj^e ; and thy spirit shalt thou name Abcrecock, for 
BO he is called : But all this upon a condition that you 
publishmycunuing, and my merry conceits, with all that 
I have done (when I am dead) in an history, and if thou 
canst not Fememember all, the spirit Aberecock will 
help thee : so shall the acta that t have done be made 
manifest unto the world. 
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CHAP. LVIII. 

How Dr. Faustus having but one Month of his appointed 
Time to come, fell to Mourning^ and Sorrowing with 
himself for his devilish Exercise* 

Time ran away with Fanstas, as the hour-glass ; for 
he had but one month to come of his twenty-foor 
years, at the end whereof he had given himself to the 
devil, body and soul, as is before specified. Here was the 
first token, for he was like a taken murtherer, or a thief* 
the which finding himself guilty in conscience l>efore the 
judge have given sentence, fears every hour to die ; for 
he was grieved, and in wailing spent the time, went 
talking to himself, wringing of his hands, sobbing and 
sighing ; his flesh fell away, and he was very lean, and 
kept'himself close, neither could he abide, see, or hear 
of his Mephistophiles any more. 

CHAP. LIX. 

How Dr. Faustus complained that he should in his lusty 

Time, and youthful Years, die so Miserably. 

The sorrowful lime drawing near, so troubled Dr. Faus- 
tus, that he began to write his mind, to the end he might 
peruse it often and not forget it, which was in manner 
as followeth : Ah ! Faustus, thou sorrowful and wofui 
man, now must thou go to the damnable company iu un- 
quenchable fire, whereas thou mightest have had the 
joyful immortality of thy soul, the which now thou hast 
lost I Ah ! gross understanding, and wilful will ! What

Betvail with me, my sound aiid healthful body, wilt, and 
soul; bewail ivith me my senses, for you have had your 
part and pleasure as well as I, Oh 1 envy and disdain I 
Hoiv have you crept both at onte upon me, aud now for 
your Bakea 1 must Buffer all tbeae torments?

whither is pity and mercy fled? Upon wliat otcaeion 
hath heaven repayed lue ivith this reward, !>y i^ufteraDce' 
to sutler jne to perish ?

CHAP. LX. 
Hovv Dr. Paustus bewailed to think on Hell, and the 

miserable Pains therein provided for him. 
Now thou FauatuB, damned vireteh ! how happy wert 
thou, if, as an unreasonable beast, tliou tnightest die 
vrith a soul i so shouldesC thou not feel any more doubts ; 
but now [he devil will take thee away both body aud 
soul, and set thee iu an unapeakable place of darkness ; 
for although other souls have rest and peace, yet I, poor 
damned wretch mnat auffer all manner of filthy stench, 
pains, cold, hunger, thirst, heat, freezing, burnings hisa- 
Jnp, gnashing, and all the wrath and curse of God -, yea, 
all the creatures God hath created are enemies to me. 
late I remember that my spirit Mephiatophilea

did once tell me, tbere was great difference amongst tbe 
damned, for the greater the sin, the greater the torment ; 
as the twigs of a tree make greater flames than the trunk 
thereof, and yet the trunk continueth longer in burning, 
even so the more that a man is rooted in sin, the greater 
u his punishment. Ah! thou perpetual damned wretch I 
how art thou throvm into the everlasting fiery lake, that 
shall never be quenched, there must I dwell in all man- 
ner of wailing, sorrow, misery, pain, torment, grie^ 
howling, sighing, sobbing, running at the eyes, stinking 
at the nose, gnashing of teeth> snare to the ears, horror 
to the conscience, and skaking both of hand and foot ? 
Ah ! that I could carry the heavens upon ray shoulders, 
so that there were time at last to quit me of this ever- 
lasting damnation. Oh ! what can deliver me out of the 
fearful tormenting flame, the which I see prepar'd for 
me ? Oh ! there is no help, nor can any man deliver 
me ; nor my wailing of sins can help me ; neither is 
there rest for me to be found day or night. Ah ! woe is 
me ! for there is no help for me, no shield, no defence, 
no comfort ; where is my help ? Knowledge dare 1 not 
trust ; and for a soul to Godwards, that have I not, for 
I ashame to speak unto him ; if I do, no answer shall be 
made me ; but he will hide his face from me, to the end, 
that 1 should not behold the joys of the chosen.

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CHAP. LX[. 



Here followelh Che Miserable and Lamentable End of 
Doctor Faustus, Ly which all ChtisCians may take an 
Example and ^Varniag. 
The full time of Dr. Fan&tus, his four and twenty years 
being come, his spirit appeared unto him, ^ring him his 
writing' again, and commanding him lo make prepara- 
tion, for that the devil would fetch him agaiuat a certain 
time appointed. Dr. Faustus mourned and siglied won- 
derfully, anil never went lo bed, nor alept a wink for 
sorrow. Wlierefore his spirit appeared again, comfort- 
ing him, and saying. My Faustus, tie not thuii bo cow- 
ardly niiadcd ; for although thou lovest thy body, it h 
long uuto the day of judgment, and thou must die at 
the last, although ihou lire many thousand years : the 
Turks, tiie Jews, and mauy an unchristian emperor are 
in the same condemnation ; tberefore, my Faustus, be of 
good courage, and be not discomforted, for the devil hath 
promised that thou ahalt not be in pains, as the rest of 
the damned are. This and such likccomforChe gave him, 
for he told him false, and against the saying of the Holy 
Scriptures : yet Dc. Fauatus, that bad no other especia- 
tiou but to pay his debt, with liia own skin, went (on the 
same day that bis spirit said the devil would fetch him) 
unto his trusty .and dearest beloved brethren and compa- 
nions, as masters and batchelors of art, and other stu- 
dents more, the which did often visit him at his house 
in merriment; these he intreated, that ihey would walk 
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into the village called Rimlich, half a mile from Witten- 
bvag, and that they would there take with him for their 
repast, a small banquet, the which they agreed unto ; so 
they went together, and there held their dinner in a most 
sumptuous manner. Dr. Faustus with them, dissem- 
blingly was merry, but not from the heart ; wherefore 
he requested them, that they would also take part of his 
rode supper, the which they agreed unto: for (quoth he) 
I must tell you what is the victualler's due : and whea 
they slept (for drink was in their heads) then Dr. Faus- 
tus paid the shot, and bound the students and masters, 
to go with him into another room, for he had many won- 
derful matters to tell them, and when they were entered 
die room, as he requested. Dr. Faustus said unto them 
as fblloweth : 

CHAP. LXII. 

Au Oration of Dr. Faustus to the Students. 

My trusty and well-beloved friends, the cause why 1 
have invited you in this place is this: forasmuch as you 
have known me these many years, what manner of life 1 
have lived; Practising all manner of conjurations, and 
wicked exercises, the which I obtained through the help 
of the devil, into whose devilish fellowship they have 
brought me ; the which use, the art, and practice, urged 
by the detestable provocation of my flesh, and my stif- 
necked and rebellious will, with my filthy infernal 
thoughts, the which were ever before me, pricking me 



forward so earnestly that 1 muat perforce liaTe Ihe cod- 
Ktitofthc devil tu aid me in my devices. And to the 
end I uiifflit the better brin^; uiy puriione lo paaa, to 
have the devil's aid and furtlieritnce, wliicli I never hare 
wanted in my actiuns, I have promised utito liim at the 
end, and aei'ompliitiineut of twenty four years, both 
body and soul, to do tliereivith at hia pleasure ; this 
dismal day, these twenty four years are fully expired; 
for night beg-inning-, my hoiir-glasa Is at an end, the 
direful finishing whereof 1 carefully expect; for out of 
all doubt, this night he will fetch me to whom I have 
given myself in recompence of his service, body and soul, 
and twice confirmed writings with my proper blood. 
Now have 1 called you, my well-beloved lords, friends, 
and brethren, before tliat fatal hour, to take my friendly 
farewel, to the end ihat my departure may not hereafter 
be hidden frooi you, beseeching' you herewith (courteous 
loving lords and brethren) not to take in evil part, any 
thing done by me, but with friendly commendations to 
salute all my friends and companions wheresoever, de- 
Biring both you and them, if ever I have trespassed 
agaiast your minds in any thing, (hat you would heartily 
forgive me ; and as for those leivd practices, the whicli 
these full twenty four years I have followed, you ahall 
hereafter find them in writing : and I beaeech you let 
this my lamentable end, to the residue of your lives, be 
a sufficient warning, that you have God always before 
your eyes, praying unto him, (hat he will defend you 
b front the teniptnlion of the ilevil, and all hia false deceits. 
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not falling altogether from God, as I wretched and ua^ 
godly damned creature have done; haying denied and 
defied baptism, the sacrament of Christ's body, God 
himself, and heavenly powers, and earthly men : yea, I 
have denied such a God, that desireth not to have one 
lost. Neither let the evil fellowship of wicked com- 
panions mislead you, as it hath done me ; visit earnestly 
and often the church ; war and strive continually against 
the devil, with a good and stedfast belief in God and 
and Jesus Christ, and use your vocation and holiness. 
Lastly, to knit my troubled oration, this is my friendly 
request. That you would go to rest, and let nothing 
trouble you ; also if you chance to hear any noise or 
rumbling about the house, be not therewith afraid, for 
there shall no evil happen unto you ; also I pray you 
rise not out of your beds : but above all things, I intreat 
you, if hereafter you find my dead carcase, convey it 
unto the earth, for I die both a good and bad christian, 
though I know the devil will have my body, and that 
would I willingly give him, so that he would leave my 
soul to quiet; wherefore I pray you, that you would de- 
part to bed, and so I wish you a quiet night, which 
unto me, notwithstanding, shall be horrible and fearful. 
This oration was made by Dr. Faustus, and that with 
a hearty and resolute mind, to the end he might not 
discomfort them; but the students wonder'd greatly 
thereat, that he was so blinded, for knavery, conjura- 
tion, and such foolish thing s, to give his body and soul 
unto the devil, for they loved him entirely, and never 
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suspected any such thinj;, before he had opened his 
in'md unto lliein ; wherefore one of them said imtD 
him, ah ! friend Faustua, what have you done 
to conceal this matter so long from us ? We would 
by the help of good dJrines, and the grace of God, 
have brouifht you out of thia net, and have torn you 
out of the bondage and chains of Satun, whereas we 
fear now it is too late, to the utier ruiu both of body and 
soul. Dr. Faustua ansivereil, I durst never do it, a1~ 
though often minded to settle myself to godly people, 
to desire counsel and help ; and once my old neighbour 
counselled me, That I sliould follow his learning, and 
leave all my conjurations: yet when I was minded to 
amend, and to follow that jrood counsel, then came the 
De?il, and would hsve had me away, as this night he is 
like to do : and said, so soon as I turned again to God, 
he would dispatch me altogether. Thus, even thus 
(good gentlemen, and dear friends) was I inthralled in 
that fanaSical bond, all good desires drowned, all piety 
vanished, alt purposes of amendment utterly exiled, by 
the tyrannous oppression uf my deadly enemy. But 
when the students heard hie words, they gave him coun- 
sel to do nothing else but call upon God, desiring him, 
for the love of his sweet son Jesus Christ his sake, to 
have mercy upon biin : teaching him this form of 
prayer : O God ! Be merciful unto me, poor and mi- 
serable sinner; and enter not into judgment with me, 
for no flesh is able to stand before thee ; although, O 
LordI I must leave my sinful body unto the devil, being 
by him deluded, yet thou in mercy, may preserve my soul. 
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This they repeated to him, yet he could take no 
hold : but even as (Jain, he al^o said, that his sins were 
greater than Ood was able to forgive: for all his 
thought was on the writing, he meant he had made it 
too filthy in writing with his own blood. The students 
and the other that were tliere, when they had prayed 
For him, they wept, and so went forth ; but Faustus tar- 
ried in the hall, and when the gentlemen were laid in 
bed, none of them could sleep, for that they attended to 
hear if they might be privy of his end. It happened tha) 
between twelve and one a clock at midnight, there blew 
a mighty storm of wind against the house, as though it 
Would have blown the foundation thereof out of its 
place. Hereupon the students began to fear, and go 
out of their beds, but they would not stir out of the 
chamber, and the host of the house ran out of doon, 
thinking the house would fall. The students lay near 
unto the hall, wherein Dr. Faustus lay, and they heard 
a mighty noise and hissing, as if the hall had been full 
of snakes and adders, with that the hall-door flew open : 
wherein Dr. Faustus was, then he began to cry for help, 
saying, murther, murther ; but it was with a half voice, 
and very hollow ; shortly after they heard him no more. 
But when it was day, the students, that had taken no 
rest that night, arose and went into the hall, in the 
which they left Dr. Faustus, where notwithstanding, 
they found not Faustus, but all the hall sprinkled with 
blood, the brains clearing to the wall, for the devil had 
beaten him from one wall, against another: in one 
comer lay his eyes, in another his teeth ; a fearful and 
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pitiful sight to behold. Then began the students to 
wail and weep for him, and sought for his body in many 
plarea. Lu^tl;, they came into the yard, where they 
found his body lyinj; on tlie horee-dutig, most nion- ■ 
stroualy torn, and fearful to behold, for his head, and 
all his joints were dnshed to pieces: the fore named stu- 
dents and Diaiiters that were at his death, obtained 
so much, that they buried him in the village, where he 
was so grievously tormented. /,fter the which they 
turned to ^^'it[enbu^g, and coining into the house of 
Paustus, they found the servant of Fausius very sad, 
unto whom they opened all the matter, wlio took it ex- 
ceeding heavily. There they found this history of Dr. 
FaustuB noted, and of liim written, as is before de- 
clared, alt save only his end, the which was after, by the 
students, thereunto annexed: farther, what his servant 
Dotcd thereof, was made in another book. And you have 
heard he held by him in bis life, the spirit of fair He- 
lena, who had by bim one son, the which he named 
Justus Faustus, even the same day nf his death, they 
vanished aivay, lioth mother and son- The bouse l)efore 
was so dark, thai scarce any body conld abide therein: 
the same niglit Dr. Faustus appeared unto his servant 
lively, and shewed unto him many secret things which 
he had done, and hidden in his life-time, Likeivlse there 
were certain which uaw Dr. Faustus look out of the 
window by night, as they parsed by the house- 

And thus ended the whole history of Dr Faustus his 
conjuration, and other acta, that he did ia his life ; out of 
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which efxample every Christian may learn, but chiefly 
the stiff-necked, and high-minded, may thereby learn ta 
fear €rod, and to be careful of their Tocation, and to be 
at defiance with all devilish works, as €rod hath most pre* 
eisely forbidden; to the end we should not invite the 
devil as a ii^est, nor give him place, as that wicked 
Faustus hath done : for here we have a wicked example 
of his writing, promise, and end, that we may remem- 
ber him, that we go not astray, but take God always 
before our eyes, to call alone upon him, and to honour 
bim all the days of our life, with heart, and hearty 
prayer, and with all our strength and soul, to glorifie 
his holy name, defying the devil and all his works ; to 
the end we may remain with Christ in all endless joy^ 
amen, amen : that wish I to every Christian heart, aad 
iGod's name be glorified. Amen. 
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The Second Report of Doctor Faustus is at once so 
rare and curious a production, and so necessary to 
complete the History of that ancient worthy, as to 
render superfluous any explanation of the reasons which 
have led to its appearance in the present series of 
Romances. 

The many allusions to English customs which it 
contaii^ will sufficiently attest that it was, as stated 
in the title, the production of an English writer, but 
it is probably little more than a compilation, for the 
principal materials of which, the author was indebted 
to some earlier edition, than the following, of the 
Life of Wagner, the familiar servant of Faustus.

The present edition is chiefly taken from that of 
1680, but the Editor has been enabled by the kind-^ 
ness of Francis Douce, Esq. to give the title and 
preface from the edition of 1594. 



The following is the passage in the Epistles of Tri- 
themius^ (20 August, 1507) wherein he describes 
the Charlatan, who is stated in the introductory 
notice to the Famous History of Doctor Faustus^ to 
have been by many identified with our hero.

First there is yet remaining the ruins of bis houfe, 
not farre from Melanchton's house as they call at the 
townes end of Wittenberg, rif^ht opposite to the Schooles. 
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Secondly there is yet to be seene his tree, a f|;reate 
hollowe trunke, wherein he used to reade Nifpromnncj 
to his Scholers, not farre from the towne in a very 
remote place, which T think is sufficient tcfttimonyto 
any reasonable eare.

Next his tombe is at Mars Temple, a three miles 
beyond the Citty, uppon which is written on a marble

But 
I have 'alkp<i ivith the man that first wrote them, hav- 
ing- them from Warner's very friend, whprein he saith 
maoy thinirea are corrupted, aome added de nova, some 
coni^eld und taken awaie and luany were an^mented. Ab 
for addition to ihe Coppyie there ivhere Mcphistophiles 
disputeth of the numlier of Hels, and some other dis- 
putations : And let a man marke theui duety, they shall 
find them 1 will not say childiiih, hut certainly superfi- 
ciall, not like the talk of Divels. where with foldioga of 
words, they doe nae to dilate at larjte, and more siibtell 
by farre. But as for his ohiijration and llie moat part, 
it ia certain they are nuial credible anil out of all question. 



y^ ■ For to take away a douht, iihether there was anth a 
inan, which ia generally a thing nut beleeved, I asinre 
them this, that there waa, and it is prooved thus : nor 
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bo8om» and had intimated unto him what ever his twenty- 
foor years fainiliarity with the black art, and more black 
devils had taught him : he after the death of lus thus 
slain master musin^r at every thin^r thus done, every 
thin^ thus done being wonderful : (as men do whom 
fear makes passionate, and meditation of former loss, 
urgeth a latter augment of fresh sorrow^ :) in a dis- 
traughtful fury (the company^ofjludents being departed 
which were eye-witnesses of the Doctors lamentable 
end) conveyed himself unto his master's library, viewing 
with sorrowful eyes the only monuments of his life, the 
disputations betwixt him and Mephistophiles, his 
answers and demands, and else whatsoever qoeiUons 
moved or disputed of betwixt the devils and him ; the 
memorials of his heavens and hells voyages, his convey- 
ance with many the like comical joumies. The boy of 
a sodain fell into a deep considering of his former merri- 
ments, sports and delights, in so much that in this con- 
ceit he fluDg out of his study, as if he meant to bury 
the remembrance of these matters by contempt and 
negligence: coming into the same hall wherein his 
masters latest tragedy was performed, sighing for his 
want, he remembred (for as then he lately read it) how 
that one article to the which his master had bound Me- 
phistophiles was, that after his death he should be a 
spirit in nature and essences as others were. The wag 
at this began to smile (oh how such things seeming 
pleasant make fools hearts merry) conceiving with him- 
self how to make his own master become his man : And 



to have (he number of his spiritual falloivers doubled, 
Bcoming the aloiinly alteiiilance of one servant. To 
this therefore ho determined a liine for the raiEing of 
hU taaiter's spirit: and therewith he fell to read ear- 
nesily of other matters, 90 long that he begau to leave 
BS ivearied, and wearied liepiii to muse. Sodainly the 
air began to receive an alteration and change with a 
thick foggy mist, as if it would have shut up the desired 
ilay from man's view, the winds raged, the thunder 
lifted up bis voyce above the eoinmoD strain, hai! and 
rain immediately following, and all these but the ordi- 
nary presages of an appearing spirit. At this Kit began 
to tremble, not as afraid of that whieh eame, but strucken 
with inward horror of conseience, thinking that no other 
time had been appointed to behisdoomEday. Sodainly 
(for alwayei such baps are sodain) (he doors flevv open 
as if they would have fled from flying, and in all pomp 
entered ax it were the prologue ot a eomedy, a fellow 90 
ihort and little, as if he should be of one year, and yet 
not eu briefe aa ill favoured, in his hands a club, on his 
head a crown of laurel, riding upon a low mule, his name 
was Goinory, a strung and mighty duke, the ruler of six 
and twenty legions, and next in bravery appeared Volac 
a great governour, in (he shape like a boy ivith ivinga 
like an Angel of Hell seeming to be of old rusty iron, 
riding upon a dragon with four heads, in his hand dhe held 
a flaming torch to give light to (he after commers and 
beholders ; next after liim appeared Asinoday a king 
and puiaiunt, ragged and bristled like a bore on 
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fooif bearing a banner or a lance. After him issued 
Lucifer the kin^ of the Orient, with the four monarchs 
of his dominions, betwixt them were two mighty apa- 
niels which drew in a fiery cart. Doctor John Faustns, 
whom if reason had not better ruled Wagner would have 
saluted, for so natural was his semblance, so lively hii 
countenance as if it had either been a new Faustus, or not 
the old murthered Faustus, but the fear which his madten 
harm put him in cast him besides the renewing of his(dd 
acquaintance, after these came diverse others with trum- 
pets and excellent melody. This ri^ht marvelous triumj^ 
thus presented each one did his humble obeysance the 
last beginning (though good there were none) and in 
the end with huge tumult and echoing of trumpets they 
crowned him a king, which when they had done, with 
the like ceremonies they conveyed out again the doc- 
tor whom his wretchedness made a king, and his new 
kingship nothing. Wagner started as if he had now 
begun to marvail, amazed at this merry interlude ; hav- 
ing recovered his memory again, he began softly to 
speak to himself in such like manner. Is this (quoth 
he) the honour my master hath in hell? is this the 
reverence with which the fiends infernal used to enter* 
tain such guests ? O ye spirits of hell, and ye even 
now revived emperors of great Limbus, from whcDce 
have you drawn this extraordinary humanity, is it to 
scorn poor Faustus, or to mock Wagner, that you shew 
such reverence to a vile object, what then would they 
do to Wagner who is worthy to have a fitter servant 



tban their kin^i At these words he blusht exceedioglj, 
and began to rage lery criemusly with his conscience« 
terror, niid with some fctv tears repetiting his irreligious 
conclusinn, rose up trom the (rround, and supposing it 
to be hut uii illusion, dream, or a trmptution, or else 
loine Enumt proceedin from his tnoist and inelancho- 
lick funla'ie overpreat with ton rnaiiiy vapors, raised np 
\)y coiitlinial thiiiight Into hU pores : wherefore lie went 
fbrtliwiili iiilo the sirefts, reo much he distnisteil him- 
selfl and demanded whilherit raiu'd, haii'd, ur thun- 
dred, and it was answi^red, that it neither rain'd, baii'd, 
nor ihundred. Wanner, albeit he was newly revived 
from a fear, Hodacarrelv tbrou^nly wakened frnmthls his 
great terror, yet ivith ihia tomica! jest his decayed 
tpirils lipgan lo recover their old sirenifth and poiver, 
turninj; tliese great hriiveries of devils into a rnerriinent, 
and im conceived fear int'i a ineer fansy. This was the 
first lime that ever Faustua appeared unto his servant 
Wagner, who recited this unto his contjjanions as a 
Matter of great truth and little moment. 



CHAP. n. 

How certain drunken Dutchmen (vcre ahused by their 
own conceit and self imagination, of seeing the grand 
Doctor, Doctor Fausiiis. 
It shall not be impertinent {my very good friends) to 
declare as 1 am hound by a Tranaluiours duty, to shew

So lone Ihey drunk, that at last they came to he 
mthin a little of dniiik, fetching over the Green nine 
Muses 90 oflen at-sundry dranfrhts till they began to be 
exceediiii; merry and pleasant, till it being [ime to 
depart, so they set out for Wittenberg, and being mthin 
• mile or such a matter of the city, theycaiuc to a thick 
grore called of them the PUogelwald, which is Biidv

Hie Eire, a river which keeps his current by Wittenberg; 
hi thifl placfei in a- fair summer sun shine day, gather 
together a great number of country maids, servants, 
tind other 6f the female 'sex, which thfey call Phogels 
Cbirds) un^o th^m there resdrt ooi such like dayes, a great 
^iHnber of scholars to meet with these bitds, which 
Exercise venery either fdr pleasure, but indeed seldome 
but for gain, with whom when they have danced a great 
^hile (after some odd tune as after th^t which they call 
Robinsons delight, but more truly a jest, though some- 
what tolerable) some 20. or 30. or 40. couple together, 
then here steps out one couple, and here another, 
and get them to such odd comers, as their conti- 
nual practice doth make known: on the same day 
i^herein this merry company were wandring, who if I 
should not much err, I durst say they were most deeply 
drunk, being a sun-shining day, having no Other way 
to pass to Wittenberg, but only by this Phogelwald, 
<vhere they determined to be lusty with some of the 
Phogels, they came at length to these forenamed places, 
whereas to them it seemed sundry women dancing, and 
amongst them divers scholars, and verily they deemed 
Mastet'Doctor Faustus likewise, and seeing divers maids 
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Standing idle, to many as would fit their many, they 
went to take them by the hands, and as their order is 
saluting them, to hop a bout or two (for all the IBgh 
Dutch mens dances stand upon hopping, turning, wind- 
ing, and such odd irestures) and as they seemed, they 
dance<l at great leisure till this said Paustus came 
to them, requesting them not to be amazed, for that 
it was reported he was dead, assuring them in very 
deed he was not in this world, but had changed it 
for a better, which if it did please them he would 
shew unto them, where betwixt their delights and his 
were no comparison ; at his request they were all con- 
tented, and he leading the foremost, brought them down 
into a fair pleasant green, whereon instead of certun 
flowers grew pots fiill of the best beer, which they tast- 
ing on found them as good as any that ever they drunk 
in their whole lives, and farther unto a most rich and 
sumptuous palace, wherein as they seemed, they dwelt 
many dayes with great mirth and pleasure, till at length 
one more full of courtesie than the rest thanked Master 
Faustus for his good entertainment, at which words 
sodainly was heard so great a noyse and howling espe- 
cially of the poor Doctor, who was immediately reared 
up into the air, accompanyed with such a sort of black 
clouds and mists, as therewith not only the sky, but also 
their eyes were mightily darkened, and they brought into 
a deep cavern, wherein besides most soft beds they had 
nothing to comfort themselves, in which they wallowed 
and slept till they snorted, some of the scholars that 



e preeent ftt their departure being' in a BOherer con. 
ceit than the rest, deairoua to see whither thej' would 
go, followed them faat after, till iheyeapied them in this 
dirty case, for instead of lieds tlicy were all bewrapped, 
and some more than half sunk in deep and yielding 
mire hy the rivers banks. Whom when they saw in this 
mere Ihan niiaerable eitae moved with pity, conveyed 
them in VVa^^ons home: aod helug demanded in the 
morninp Ifor then they were a little wiser) the occasion 
of tbeir ao great and seldom seen disorder, they de- 
clared it fro(i> the beginuin^ to the ending, whicli (hey 
were so far from believing that they counted it as cano- 
nical, U'liieh when souie students reported unto me, I 
could not abstain from hearty laughter not only to ace 
how they had abused theunsekes, hut also others by so 
food belief. For I said that in druukeaness so thick a, 
vapor as riselh from so thick a matter as their beer, 
ctamheriog up and spreading it self so universally in the 
fantasie, inuketh it to conceive no other impression, 
but that which the mind afore it came to be oppressed 
was conversant about, and it was evident that in all the 
talk they had, there was DOthiog' mentioned but only 
Faustue, and Fatistus merriments, and where a thing 
IB amongst so many so agreeingly talked of, it is likely 
it should take effect as well in all as in one. Well I 
was content to subscribe to their folly rather to isatisfie 
their self-willed conceits tbiin my own thought. Many 
odd pranks Faustus is made father of, which are either 
^jso frivolous as no body can credit but like frivolous 
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people, are so meerly smelling of the cask, that a man 
may easily know the child by the &ther. 

CHAP. III. 

Wag'ners conference with Doctor Faustus, and how mi- 
serably they broke up their disputations* 

Wagner one morning arose betimes and departed 
to Wittenberg, but a small mile from the house, and 
having purveyed himself of all necessaries, was admitted 
for a scholar (immediately after his master was departed 
out of this world) into the University. Where, for that 
he was Faustus true and familiar servant, he was both 
well and manifoldly acquainted, wherein he remained in 
all solace amongst a great number of his companions, 
who then rather frequented his company, not only for 
that he was Faustus his servant whose memory was very 
freshly continued among them, but that they were verily 
assured that he had a great part of his masters skill and 
science, which they honoured with more than lawful re- 
verence. Upon a day Christopher Wagner (as many 
times he did) separated himself from his oth^ com- 
panions and friends, to ruminate upon his melancholick 
conceits, erring far in a place full of trees, and the ful- 
ness of trees gave it the name of the Grove, sodainly 
like as all such chances hap, Faustus or Faustus spirit 
clapt him up on the shoulder, saying : Wagner good 
morrow. Wagner vailed his scholers bonnet, thinking 
verily he was some other student: but beholding his 



Master Faustun, he was most terribly affrighted, and 
stepping' aside he began to muitible to himself a 
Benedicite, and crossing hijiiself, rehenrsiug and Baying, 
Conjuro te in noniiiie Patris et Filii ct Splritus Saticti, 
&c. making a circle, &c. Fauslus rowliog his eyes, and 
fur meere fury and anger atamping bound (for so he 
seemed) ^vith the vchetuency of the exordsm, ran about 
moat terribly the brlma thereof, that therewith the 
neiffhbour ;,'round did seem to tremble, casting out a 
blackish slomy sulphury smuak out of his mouth, where- 
with the bright air waa much darkened : at length 
appeased, either forced witli necessity or knavery, he 
spake and that very diatinctly. Wagner (qd he) art thou. 
afeard of me as of a spirit, or infernal Ghost, am not 
I (ungrateful rascal) Faustus, am not I lliy Master 
Faustus? Quoth Wagucr very confideuily, what thou 
wert 1 know, what also tliou art who knows not? ihough 
once my master, now thou shaU be my servant, though 
once ray friend and familiar, now 1 may justly term thee 
neither; the laws of Devils hath nut made rae secure 
from thy tyranny, and how may thy friendship avail me f 
For how can that help which is not i affectiona are not 
amoDgst fiends, nor passions amongst spirits. Where- 
fore Faustus if thou wilt that I be thy master, as whether 
thou wilt or no, I will conjure Ihee, &c. to answer 
directly and truly to all my (juestiona. Ah Wagner 
(quoth Faustus) is this the duty of a servant I dost thou 
that in me, which neither I mean, nor thou 
y oughtcst to imagine P And bb for affections 
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ready to meddle, and carried away with pbanatick Uln- 
tioDs : if blood abound, he U ruddy, fair, gentle, &c. 
Et lie de reliquis. If therefore the predominant ele- 
ment ii able so much to change the nature of men, as 
to make it above the rest capable or incapable, the same 
reason maketh that this body of mine which thuu seest, 
being governed and predomineered by that quick and 
ready spirit and soul which makes a man immortal is no 
hindrance why this corporal reality of me should accom- 
pany my spirit, not as a body, but as a part of the same 
spirit : and otherwise Wagner, the whole world is in the 
air, and as it were the centre of the heavens, and what 
substance soever is made, fishes which dwell in the deep 
seas except (and yet not always) are moved in the air. 
Kit believe me, I am as thou seest Faustus and the same 
very same." 

Wagner almost at the last cast, said, we dispute not 
what you are Faustus, but what by reason you may be- 
Well, answered Faustus, seeing thou wilt not believe, 
nor give any credit to my sayings and which I prove by 
arguments, I hope thou wilt believe thine own eyes, and 
if thou seest what I say unto thee, thou wilt neither be 
obstinate nor incredulous, and rather than Wagner 
(whom I do love as myself) should be carried away with 
so palpable an heresie, behold Wagner, and believe, 
and straightways he drew his knife the prologue of his 
knavery, and looking first upon Wagner, and next on 
the weapon which he had in his hand, as if with his eyes 
he would have moved him to some pity, and moved them

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to be witoesaea oCllie trutli, lie strook himself inlo his 
thif^h tnice or thrice, and after his atroaiis foliowed 
blood Eo hastily, as if it would have overtaken the ioju- 
rious worl>er of hia eSuaion ; which blood F^UBtua 
received in a ailver boule and atanchlujr hia wound, hut 
not until the blood ini^ht be aeeu over the cup-brims, 
theo Faustua lifted the btooil on high saying, see here 
the witDeai of the truth ; Wagner talie it, look how 
ireah it is, it is not that which comes from a a[jirit, it is 
blood both io nitture and colour, and if this be not 
enough to make thee believe thai which I do tell thee, 
it boots not, tliere ia not any truth at all. 

1 thought it enough for an exteniporal dis and coa- 
Iroversie, I thought the ecliolar had heard as well and as 
long' Hi the doctor bad taught, but yet he had not ended. 
Wagner receiving the cup and looking on the blood he- 
ld him without saying any thing, shewing by hie 
his meaning Faustua minding to revenge and 
impeneeWBgner his unbelief, "nay further (quoth he> 
feel my hand, tell me whether it hath not the natural 
heat and essential solidity," thenimmediately he stretch- 
ed forth his arm. Wagner with aodain extasie of joy 
carried away, ran to embrace his old master as hia new 
friend, whom when Faustus liad encircled lie fell to 
beating the poor scholar most miaerably, that Wagners 
pitiful roaring seemed to be an ecclio to the doctors 
blows : now (quoth Faustua) hereafter be Icarued either 
to be more wary or less mistrustful, and therewith 
laughing effuscdly vanished away, leaving M'agner to he 
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a witness (yet almost half dead with his buffeting) of 
their conference, and that he was a good substantial 
burgess of hell : Wagner, poor boy, for the space of 
seven hours not able scarce of himself to stir or take 
^breath, and without much stirring either of hand or 
foot, whereby any able life might be conjectured : at 
length lifting up his head and sighing a little (for a 
little was as much as he could do at that time) he reared 
himself up and laying his head upon his hand, and his 
hand upon the ground, he after sighs, sent out most Sor- 
rowful groans, and after groans some feeble words, as he 
afterwards reported it to his companions and familiar 
acquaintance : to accuse either his masters vigor or his 
own folly, he thought as meerly vain as little prevaiUng .* 
wherefore comforting himself with his misery, because 
he was comfortless, rose up, and looked for the cup of 
blooct : in place whereof he found his cup full of piss, 
and all beraied : sore ashamed and sore withal, so well 
as he might, which was sorely enough, he rose up, and 
what by creeping and going he got home to his chamber, 
where he abode till he recovered his health again. 

Thus was his philosophical incredulity recompenced 
with rustical cruelty, such was the good love of the 
spirit, that for a long space after he was not able to 
walk out of his chamber. This did he affirm for most 
certain truth, and to his saying added his beaten skin, as 
a testimonial and witness to his familiarly beloved ac- 
quaintance, one of the which recounted it all summarily 
in a letter from Wittenberg to me, where I was at Lip- 



zijj^, knowing that I intended to ccrtifie my friends in 
Eug'land of a matter so notable and atrange, and worthy 
of memory, and aiig-mented by fame niore tban of very 
deed, for idle headed fellowa having- gotten such a not- 
able fellow as Fauitua to fatber their lies upon, eeaaed 
not dayly and hourly to beget new children, but they 
cost very little nuraing and bringing up ; they hart the 
wide world, a very ^ood granrtara, where Ihey might 
feed their fill : aa for the disputations betwixt thoae two 
in tbia plaee, and those which you shall find in other 
placea likewise abundantly, tonaider from whose brains 
they proceed, for you inuat give the German leave to 
ahew his artj for wii for the most part they have very 
little, but that which they toil for like eart-horses. But 
ill all their doings you shall easily perceive if any thing 
be in tbcm excellent, either with how much liking and 
urging they bring it forth, or how It is welteil over with 
dfupping of the tap exccedingly- 

CHAP. IV. 
Wagnera cosenage committcil upon the sellers of his 

ill asters gootia. 
AcconoiKG to the law of the country, the goods of 
Faustus were to be confiscated and applyert to the trea- 
sury, by an edict published against conjurers by 
Sigismond Duke of Saxony. According to the tenor 
thereof Fuustus goods were to he alienated, but Wagner 
so handled the matter that the spear hoing stuck up, and 
his goods set Co lie sold, Wngner had provided bidden 
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and money of his own, the one were snch m were never 
teen rnore^ and the other bnt round coonters. 

The messengers being thus cosened by Wagner, 
durst not for shame report it, nor he for fear of further 
punishment ?aunt of it : the one content to put up the 
loss quietly, and the other to enjoy them without further 
contradiction. 

CHAP. V. 

The Description of Vienna. 

Fame had so far carried the report of Faustus death, as 
it had the memory of his life, and for that by continual 
motion rumors encrease, as saith the heroical fountain 
of Latin verse, Virgil, 

Mobilitate viget viresque aquiiit eundo. 

In Austrich these news were very frequent, being a 
province mightily replenished with people, and march- 
ing upon the hems of the Hungarian, is a neer neigh- 
bour to tlie most cruel dog and tyrant, the Turk. In 
Vienna, a city of the same, by which as the Thames by 
London, the great and often but never enough praised, 
river of great Danuby keeps his current (the city itself 
being every way bigger than the fair city of London) 
within the walls, the head of the city resteth upon the 
mountain of Orstkirken, the front displayeth the wild 
plains upon the descendent of the same hill, but she 
washes her feet in the river : her body and her brest 
covering the large valley lying betwixt hill and hill : 
not far into the city, Danuby is derived in two arms, 



" which by running about a certajii hill, of aome half a 
mile and more, meet Bt leng-th again iu the same chan- 
nel; in this ialand ia the dukea L-ourt, out of which are 
two and thirty marvelloiis good atone bridtres, intending 
to either side of the city; at the very proraomories 
ends, stand two no leaa fair than high and strong 
castles, in this place did the duke keep his court, with 
very great royally, unto whom when this was reported, 
hcarinfc of a certain tliat Warner had great store of his 
\ iDasters skill, and whaiaoeTer he cHused one that in such 
.ters is eommi>nly commauded, to rido to Wittenberg, 
he intent to hear the truth, for man^ things more 
a the truth were certified unto hiiu : the messenger 
irithout delay fbecauae the journey was lon^) departed 
d left the court, and we hint a while. 



CHAP. VI. 

f Along discourse betwi.'ii the Devil aud Wagner, and 
ended with a soo'' Philoaophicii repast. 
W\GMEn aolitary musing in his chairibcr and conversing 
irith many multitudes of thoughta, suildeidy appeared 
Mephostophiles hia mastera familiar, after hiioAkercocke, 
which was Wagners, and after all, Fauatiis : qioth Me- 
phostophilea, whaicheor? Sirrah such aa you see, we 
we were, and never the better; and welcome 
kkercDcke; hut my very good Faustus, that you come 
A this time 1 rejoyce. So then they all sat down, and 
it rigtt Bgnjnat him. Then entred in divera delicate 
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Tiands, and there not then to be ended, with unsieeH 
tjrmphonies of musick. Then spake Wa^er and sud, 
Claud te jam rivos, now we have satisfied our appetite 
with meat, I pray you hear me with patience. For I hare 
a thin^ in my mind, of which I would ftdu be resolved) 
but because you so foully, and so often foully entreated 
my master, for demanding^ some questions, you shall ra- 
tifie this article with me hgnm : first, that in my de- 
mands you shall answer truely and patiently, for what 
hurt can redound to you by answering^ of a question, 
seeing if you are sure of any thing you may hold fas^ a 
question cannot take it away : without delay these good 
fellows confirmed the article with a great oath : but he 
would take tbeir simple word without surety, he knew 
their honesty so well. Then Wagner pidling down his 
cap over his eyes, and leaning upon his elbow a while, 
and throwing up his eyes to heaven, and then sighing, 
at length folding his arms within themselves, sat still a 
little time, then spitting a little and fetching a hearty 
hem wiih a good courage spake unto them thus : 

Sirs, it is not unknown to you how dear I have al- 
ways accounted of my Master, whose condition is as far 
from that it was, as mine from yours, for which I have 
more often lamented his departure than mine own mi- 
sery, being once every way a man, so thoroughly in- 
structed with the weapons of all sciences, that in all the 
world hardly his par could be found, so that your victory 
over such a man is more to be wailed than over many a 
thousand such as I am. To be short, that you may 



iinderstaDd whither I ivill ffn without further oration. 
Wherefore I desire you, I pray you, uny I by your 
article command yon, that you declare unto me truly 
without collnaion, ivhellier that Faustiia here present in 
that state wherein he now is, may cocne ag'ain to be a 
living mau amongst us, either his old shape renewed, or 
be in a new ; for some philosophers say, and some 
divines, as Origenea and TcrCulliati, and whether they 
say truly or uo I know not, that no sooner the soul of 
man departeth from one, but that it dotli enter into 
another. Wherefore I conaidering wilt my self thus 
much, and often for his cause that he may not ooely be 
Faustus, but also a living man and dweller upon the 
earth, to enjoy not only those graces whidi through hia 
great deaerls he had lost, but alao according to his infi- 
nite knowledge, multiply them through God's favors 
again and again abundantly. And though you shall 
perhaps deny that the same individual cannot be againe 
resuscitated, yet that Nuniero it may in spite of you all, 
1 knew it may : for we do not doubt that the same indi- 
vidual may Numero be again regotteo, because that 
after seven and thirty thousand years, the heavenly 
conatellation shall be in every point per lotum the 
same then that now it is, accoriiiug to Plato and the 
astronomers. And therefore we shall be the same in 
Numero, and shall sit in this or that achole or place as 
now we do, that is in that Magno auno, in that great 
year; Whereupon Plato said, thai after the great year 
he should return to Athens, and should there readi 
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Because the constellations shall happeii so ; therefore, 
that returning', the same effects shall with them Ukewise 
return. Now having heard my resolution, answer rae to 
my first proposition in full and amply, as that I may be 
satisfied. At the conclusion of this speech Faustus 
turned his head aside laying it betwixt his hands hiding 
it, so sat a great while. Ak. he friskt up and down for 
he had neither clog nor chain because he was in number 
of the wild ones, and over the table and back again. Ak* 
was the familiar which F. gave to W. who asked him in 
the fashion of an ape. Such cranks, such lifts, careers 
and gambalds, as he plaid there, would have made a 
horse laugh. Me. who as it seemed was the speaker of 
the parliament in Hell, rose and walked about very 
hastily, at length he came to the table and striking his 
fist on it (the print was seen two years after, and was 
carried to S. l^fargaret's Church for a relique, to shew 
what a fellow the Devil is in his anger^ and again 
beating said, thoU, then left them and came and 
went, and came and went again, here he takes me 
one book and hurles it against a cupboord, and then 
he takes the cupboord, and hurles it against the wall, 
and tlien he takes the wall and throws it against 
the house, and the house out at the window. Pacifying 
his rage at the length, rowling his eyes and seeming to 
beat liis teeth together, he sat down further off, and 
tlms quietly spake with a loud voyce. Were it not 
Wagner that our solemn vow forbiddeth to disturb or 
torment thee for any demands, this thy fond pride should 



be rewarded with most intolerable punishments : aa for 
the question I will answer thee more substantially than 
such a foolish doltish one doth require- And for that 
we have day eiiuugh before us, 1 will travel further in it 
than the ffravity of the arjfument can require, if it be 
but that thou mayest see how j^reat an ass ihou art, 
which cauEt imagine so gross a matter in thy more 
gross head : as for thy great yeer be it Ai you will, ex- 
pect in you, in the mean time we will enjoy him and thee 
at our pleasure in despight of God and heaven, and his 
imperial armies of saints. Thy question is this : whetlier 
the apirit of a damned man can return into tlic tiody of 
another man- To which I answer negatively, it cannot. 

I, If this were to them granted, they should observe 
and keep the embryona in the womb of the mother, that 
they might conatitutiTcly unite themselves to it, to have 
at the least wise, sensuall consolation and delectation. 

e. Then aecouiily, because it is common to reason- 
able creatures to fashion and informate the body, and to 
perfect it with some natural deiightment, not to vex it. 

3. Then thirdly, because of the law and order of 
nature, the souls from the places in their departure to 
them allotted, assigned and deputed of God, neither do 
Dor can depart at any time : for it is written, For the 
sotil is a spirit going and returning. And tbey which 
do otherwise hold opinion, are to be accused nay con- 
demned iu this with Pythajroras, who did abstain from 
all living animals and creatures, believing that in some 
loulsof some men did dwell and abide. Thus far 
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f^ Anofomiatk Buoed Bartholomew Sibylla a Moii<^ 
litaae, «1m> writ vpoa tkis questioo bein^ at Wittenbei^f 
at tlie reqweit of him that did set forth the Dutch coppy 
thews hinuelf to be a food philosopher and no worse 
diviae. Bttt mark what follows, this is written accordinf^ 
to aiicB in faith : the Deril was out of the first streete of 
Coaajwhca he was past this last period For that Pytha- 
forical opittMNi ; if that were,thb absordity woidd follow : 
{I will speak plaialy the rather to fit thy capacity) and if 
the sottl should pass out of the dead into the living, then 
shovM mortality be the casse of the sonls immortality, 
(this is prettily spoken} and by that means make it cor- 
mptible, which cannot be. And seest then Wai^ner? 
for I will teach thee by demonstrations, and therewith 
he took a coal of fire, and held it to him so lonf( that it 
came to be but a coal : now thon seest Wagner, that so 
lopir as fire was in this snl^ect it had life, but the qoality 
beinf nroiovcU fi\>ui the qoaotiiy, neither is the quality 
found or 54ceD or known whither it fsnisheth, nor can the 
same dre. though are, return into another body or sub- 
ject, Albeit the quantity remainetb. Thus may the soul 
of man h^t compared to a fire in the soul, as concerning 
his eutruice and departure, hut not reentrance, for that 
cv>^ may take life a^^n, that is fire, but so cannot hu- 
mane body ; because one spirit can be united but to one 
body, and not two to one, nor ooe spirit to two bodies : 
wheirfore that spirit beiD^^ departed it is irrevocable, 
because of the unity, and the impossibility of retumino; 
in the one, in the other of receirin^ any other. As for 
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other reasoQa directly fay cireu ma lance, if the soul goeili 
either lo juy or pain immediately, then I am certain lliat 
that hope which tliou hast is meerly vain, aa any tiling' 
which may hap under that title; for proof llehold. And 
so then throusli the wainscot door of Wag'ner's study 
entred in two kings, whieh drawing their Bwnrds did 
there in preuencB comhate togetlier fiercely and courage- 
ously, one of ihem shortly after fainting under the ad- 
Tcraaries slroltes fell down, the oilier victorious, yet 
wounded, very canonically aa a man may sav, staggered 
immediately, as if be would fain have not fallen, yet for 
all that he fell : then entred two men eirrying torches 
ivith the snuffs downwards, with ifreal solemnity fmore 
than is here needfiil to be recapitulated, for I see 
nothing but that this mlsiht liavc been very well left ant 
for any thing worthy the gravity of the matter) which 
when tliey had carried out the first alaiii combatant, with 
armed men, and a dyinif stroke of the drum, clothed all 
in [he colour whieh hest notes by his external hue the 
internul sorrow. Then next there enlred two pages all 
in silver white crowned with hayes, carrying their torches 
aloft, declaring the height of their glory by the height of 
their flames : next to them divera trumpeters and all in 
white, urging forth into the wast air their victorious 
flourishes; next a great standard-bearer, and 1 cannot 
tell what, but the conclusion was, thnl the triumph was 
exceeding great and pompous, adorned with as many 
ceremoniea as such a victory might or coold be. The 
spirit when they were all gone began to speak and said, 
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Tins vtwB the battle wkkh waa fought for the fprett realm, 
of Aiia» by Herculet and Orontides, where Orontides 
was slaiBy aod Hercules sore wounded, but yet recovered, 
after whkh he atchiered his twelve labors, aod tiie 
thirteentli of which the poet speaketh, the hardest of all. 

Tettiut bine decimot labor eit dmiarimiifl, ana 
Otdrnpuginta shnul ttapnTit nocte pnellas. 
This lustory b as I do think in the chronicle of hell, 
lor 1 did nerer hear of it before, nor any body else, I 
appeal to all the histories. Alarry it may be this was 
when Hercules was a little boy, and then peradrentnre 
indeed the records make no mention of it, but yet we 
have that recorded which he did whto ke was less 
than a little boy, as his killing of a serpent in his cradle, 
and such a history as I do remember is enroll'd in the 
golden book of the seven wise masters of Rome, an 
authcDtical author. But let that pass, and let us draw 
more near unto the cause ; for as the Devil was afore our 
dayea, so by authority he may alledge experience, and we 
must of necessity believe that it is either true or a lie. 
Mephostophiles continued his speech for all this pa- 
renthesis, de<.*lariug to Wagner his meaning in this 
point : for (quoth he) as you see these two champions 
contending for the title of rictory, one of them must 
needs, if they try the extreamest as they did receive the 
dishonour, the other the glory, so in the comb at wherein 
the dying body battaileth with the lively soul, the soul 
if grace hath made it acceptable, shall enjoy those ever- 
lasting pleasures of Paradise, and dwell in heaven blessed 
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and glorious amongst the beautiful angels, but if it be 
coiinteil as reprobate and outcast of fiod, then according 
to that punishnienl which his great sina did deserve, 
he can have no olher place but the continual horror of 
bell, wherein the miserable dwel, and Ihe ugly com- 
pany of black devils and friglilful angels, There 
is no other mean but honour and dishonour m tfaiii 
cause, no other mean but joy or pain, no other mean 
but heaven or hell perpetually : there is no place 
left for a third. I could more copiously dispute of 
this matter, but that I will not he too tedious in so 
exile a question. For where it is said In an author to 
which I am ivitness, for I stood by his elbow when he 
writ the lines, " Animce sunt in loco cerio et expectnDt 
judicium, neq ; ae inde possuut commovere." Which 
place as appeareth in the precedent chapter is heaven 
or hell ; again it is said, '* Anima 'juie peccaverit ipsa 
morietur." Of necessity then tlie soul to whom the 
Lord imputeth not his sin shall live, for they are im- 
mediate oppositions, for the soul that is in joy will not 
come to these troubles, nor that which is in torment 
cannot : therefore it is said: " Et revertatur pulvis in 
terram quem admodum erat, et apiritus t 
Dominum, qui dedit ilium," so there is no 
any scripture of the souls returning', hut to a dertain 
place deputed of God to him. But before I go any 
further in the declaring of that which is here to be set 
down, 1 know they that have their consciences more of 
the precise cut, will say, that here was a learned devil ^ 
true it is, he is learned, strong, and above all human 
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conoeity subtil and crafty, and if they say it is l>ls8pke' 
mously done, to have the word spoken to the woild by 
so vile a mouth, first they know how mightily the Devil 
is conversant in holy writ, in any thing to overthrow a 
christian thought, knowing that the word of Ckkl is a 
word of power to attain salvation to whom grace is given 
and to work eternal damnation where that gift is want- 
ing, knowing it is the only means to debel and conquer 
the christian thought, for as a man is governed by a 
law and by it lives, so if any thing be evidently directed 
against him in it» it stays his h^art, it overthrows him, 
it takes away his power for ever: nor is it more blasphe- 
mous to be spoken to us men, than to God himself, as 
it is in St. Alatherio, where the Devil was not afraid to 
assail his creator with most terrible arguments of the 
divine letter. They which have right minds can per- 
suade themselves accordingly : but otherwise they may 
cavil as long as they will, which they may do to their 
small profit, assuring them this, that in coveting by 
fault-finding to seem learned, they make themselves the 
notes and reproach, not only of the learned, but even 
of the absurd and barbarous rude fools, and that they 
are the only spirits of errour and contention, and the 
chief causes of unbelief by vain reasonings and questions 
to the unresolved christian. But as for this speech 
which is but humile dicendi genus, in very truth, let 
them thus think, that if there were any such controversy 
betwixt Wagner and his spirit, as is here mentioned, 
that those are not the words which were spoken, but 
that they do proceed from a young scholar who gave 
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me this copy, and not of a Devil, of whose familiarily 
and frequency and uf other circumstanlive causes, I wit! 
God williug in the catastroplie and conctuaion of thig 
book deliver unto you my poor opinion. In the meiui 
while I tvtU follow the matter into which we are fallen 
my good friends, and without further ado I pray, ivitli- 
out any more excuaive phrase, patiently expect the 
^ood hour wherein the death of this volum h prepared- 
Mephostophilea taking brealh a little, presented hU 
speech saying: it is said likewise, " Facium est autem 
Ut moreretnr menriicus, &c.'' And it came to pass that 
the beggar dyed, and was i-nrried away of Ani^els into 
Abrahams bosoine, and that rich man died, and ivas 
buried, and he being in hell lifted up las eyes, when he 
was in torments, und saw Abraham afar off, and Lazania 
in bis bosotne. Nor nothing doth that impugn which 
is said of the Papist that he cannot come into tiods 
presence, nor be one of the elect, unless he be purified 
from his sins, for which purification they ordained a 
place go terribly stuck mth pins, needles, daggers, 
■words, nails, &c. soultring with hot burning furnaces, 
and so every way formidable irith material sulphury 
flres. that no tongue can exprcsa, nor any heart imagine, 
wherein the sinful soul must be many times and often 
cleansed, hut I hope if this were true then Lazarus 
should have been likewise so drest in their terrible 
imagined terrors, which he was not unless they will be 
impudent to say that be had no sin. 1 shall not 
need to dispute how absurd it is to say, that the sin 



of the soul in the body committed, must be exfe- 
psted and purified by a mntGrial lubstance and ri^or, 
not of ihe mslter of the like ar^iiment. And hen- 
upun he aeeincd to ligh as if scime aodota thought 
bad oveq)real his stomach. I cau quoib he largely dii- 
course of alt divine and humane propositions, but S9 llie 
unlearned parat who speaketh oft and much, aod under- 
litandeth Dever any tbiDg- to profit himself. Ah thattmto 
UB epirits no secrets are secret, no doings of man uabid, 
and yet we Devils (juried of Ood, arc incapable of anf 
of Godn mercies, though through them we were crealed. 
We know repentance is the way to attain the celesEllJ 
fsTour : we knoiv Gods mercies buw great tfaey ar«, and 
that we ought to detp^i' of nothing (such ii our leeing 
blindness) so it appertain to Qod and godliness, of which 
we do not despair. No Wagner we are ao far from lir- 
ing again, as we are from certainly to he saved. But 
instead of ihiit, we are crossed with all kind of vexations, 
for since t)ie Unt time that I with my master and 
fellows fell down from heaveu being of the most royal 
order of angeU, potestates, cherubins, and sersphins, 
riding upon the wings of ihe wind in all bright shiniDg' 
majesty, and enjoying the most glorions and divine pre- 
sence of our Creator, till for our hearts swelling pride. 
and haughty insolency within as liitle space of time at 
we were created in, ivithbis dreadful lightning he threw 
UB doivn headlong into the bottomless abysses of the air, 
wherein we indure these tortures and alike ivicked souls 
with us, as our manifold deserts have bron^bt Upon us : 
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and for that \ie know that the way to mercy la utterly 
denied, and that we are as much hated of our gelvea as 
of God, we think it the sweeteet remedy in these maiki- 
fold miseries to have partakers of our eommon wo with 
us. Wherefore it i^ most expedient for us to be thua 
enviously malitious ag-ainst ail mankind, makiiiif (hem 
&e tar in Gods dreadful curse as our aelvea. 

Warner meltiD)r at these words, hie eyes undid 
the great burthen of hie sorrow, straining himself so 
long that he wept and yet could say nothinj^, but on]y a 
small volley of sobs hastily following ; Mepliostophiles 
seeing how Wagner was drowned in so deep a melan- 
choly, told him pulling him by the sleeve that he 
would be still demanding of such foolisli queatious which 
will profit him eo little as moiight be. Knowest thou 
not (quoth he) that all the rhetoricks are the servants of 
my tongue or that we ean move pity or hatred when we 
please f fool as thou art, forget these vain conferencea, 
perswade thy self that they are but the effect of speech, 
long canst thou not live, and yet doat thou live as if 
thou didst not long, youthly should be thy thoughts 
and fraught with the rank lustiness of conceit and 
amorous delight, if thou wilt ask questions, let them be 
Buch as appertain to love and wealth, to pleiiaure, 
to pastime, and to merriment. Howaayest thou to such 
a one, naming a gentlewoman, the most beautiful lady 
under the cope of heaven i thou shalt enjoy her, nay, 
any one so she be one whom thou list to call beautiful, 
rer thy eyes shall ky their delight upon. And 
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presently musick wm heard so sweet, so plenteotis, and 
so ravishing, as if on musick depended all sweet, aU 
plenty, all rsTishment. The doors conYeyinj|r themsdfes 
aside, as giving place to so divine a fairness, entriag is 
a blue velvet gown rased, and thickly beset in the gaids 
with most pure oches of gold, not altogether ignorant 
of precious stones fur'd with royal ermines, loose about 
her : her heads ornament (though greater ornament to 
her head than her head there could not be) was a kind 
of attired caul (such as I have seen none in England 
according to their description) raised up at comers witk 
stiff square wyres of beaten gold, on that a chaplet or 
frontire of roses, on the chaplet a vaile of lawn, whidi 
covered all her fedr body, denying the si/^bt of such an 
angel, but only through a shadow. In brief she was such 
a one as would have roused the basest desire in the 
whole world, .to attempt wonderou^ enterprises ; in her 
silken soft hand she held a lute, discoursing' sweetly upon 
the solemn strings with her nimble fingers : a maid car- 
rying a blue waxen taper in a silver white candlestick 
made in the fashion of a censpr, but it was derived into 
two several branches, in whose ends were curioaslj 
wrought two most beautiful places to pi^ht tapers on. 
The maid bi'r lady would have well contented a reasonable 
proper squire, it was a pretty rank lass, round about as 
plump as a bladder, which being yet smoking new is 
blown up with wind : well 1 will not trouble you with 
these rude descriptions any longer, but desire you to 
conceive the excellency of this fair lady, for it is far 



more copioua in ihe Dutch copy than U here necessary 
to Ije recapitulated. ^^'agI1e^B heart leaping at this 
sight, looked aliotit him, aa if he would have do body 
privy to liimself but liioiaelf, and so it wbs indeed, for 
Faustus, niepho^topljiles, iind Akercoek »*cre jfone, atkd 
tliereupon with a b<ion courage advaneiug himself upon 
.bis toes ai]<I weedint^biinself in the best German fashion, 
as he could very well, hegaB to travail unto her, but 
remembring- his bad apparel slept back and blusht, and 
hid his face, but soduinly returning- again as if be had 
knonn now how rather to becumc hia weeds, began to 
fewter himself, but O wonder, bis haliit was changed with 
his thought, and he was now no more Wagner but 
Afinisuerio the ladies lord. And to be short this new 
Armiauerio and old Wagner, met with the lady, and 
saluting her in the best kind of Bon noebe, used her as he 
would do his lady and she him m her lord. So passing 
over their weary night in auch pleasure aa 1 conld find 
in my heart to enjoy, or any uian, unless an euDiieh

It ia time to winde about another furrow with oursweat- 

ing teem and briug our speech to another matter, entring' 

o another, for change is sweet. Not for- 

[injf by the way the puraevnnt or as we niay bette» 
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call Mm, a mesieiifer wlio lately departed from Viemia 
in Amtria, and I think by that time this dispntation vna 
finished, had almost overtal^en all the way 'tivixt him and 
home, which was some 6fteen dayes traTail, after five 
Oerroan miles to the dayes labor, and arrived at Witten- 
beix> by enquiry came to Wafi^ners chamber, which wu 
in the way as you go to the publiclc school, as ye ;|^ from 
Melancthons house, a pretty bouse and of a reasonable 
larj^ sixe, built of hewn stone, and environed with a 
pfood thick wall, of some three foot alnd a half thick, and 
twenty high, at the bottom fpiarded about with a j^food 
broad mount of seven yards over, and round about very 
\wrge and secret walks, far from all company and resort, 
and there he mifj^bt talk without fear with the Deril and 
his dam ton, thither this fellow coming-,knodced perem- 
torily at the door. Wa^^ner w«s even now gone to Ins 
study, and rising up in a pedlers chafe, that he should 
go to his book, and especially if it were goodness not 
once in a month, yet then to be troubled, he swore a 
little thing would make him never study more, it shoold 
not, but putting on his cloak and his hat, came down 
and^unbolted the door : unto whom the messenger seeing 
such a pretty jolly fellow did some little reverence. 
Wagner as yet scarce having let down his choler, stept 
back, and perceiving bira wear such a weed as seijeants 
there do use to wear, thinking within himself that seme 
had come from the prince for cozening of bis servants, 
shut the door upon him, and went powting and swearing 
and pittifrdly chafing, that if the knave ofiRsred to sue 



him he would aurely kill liiiu at tlie least, down be felcht 
a gQQd bastinado and set it behind the door and opened 
it again, and demanded some what mildly what lie had 
to sa; to bin i to whom the messenger said, that he 
came from the Areh-duke nf Austria from Vienna, who 
willing- to hear some certainty of his master, did send 
for hiin. aasuri'ri; himself (hat not only he could satiafie 
bis desire in that matter, but also sbew him aa much 
Bkill as ever his master hud. Wagner hearing the pur- 
pose of his [uesaase with good effectual ivorda, thaiikt 
lura again, *nd rendered most serviceable reverence to 
hia good lord and master fof re mem bring so gently his 
poor servant, &c. desiring him to tarry until he might 
set every thing in due order, and lie would not fail to fro 
with him. The messenger did tiot deny him, and so they 
went up lofiether into their chamber, whom ever after 
the messenger loved dearly for his proper behaviour, and 
personage, for indeed Wagner was a very goodly young 
man, being about the eomiuon stature, straight and 
reasonable slender, well trust, bis hair very yellow, and 
hia &ce fair, his beard which did but now express the 
blossoma of hia lusty courage, of the like yellow, well 
mannered, as having heen brought up amongst (he finest 
and best sort of Devils : having a pleasant hied tongue, 
and would make the dainty rhetorick come as smoothly 
out of his mouth, as an arrow out of a piece of paper, 
well could he talk of amorous devices, and intreat the 
bravest ladies with sweet entertainment, in truth by 
report he was a gentle-like man, and accomplished with 
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lu mmy fine parts as « better man than be might justly 
numtof : he could play upon any fine instrnment, and 
was not ignorant of any laudable exercises, carrying a 
braTC lusty conceit even unto his death : and fumislied 
with many proportions of art, there was notlung wanting 
in the man but a godly mind. 

CHAP. VJII. 

The Tragedy of Doctor Faustus seen in the Air, and 
acted in the presence of a Thousand People of 
Witten. An. 1640. 

In a brave summer sun-shine day, the whole people of 
Witteubeix being gathered together, to behold certain 
matches for the garland, who could drink most, and also 
to see a match shot at a pur of butts with harque- 
bushiers, as their order is, in a low meadow hard by the 
Elbe : which now being in his freshest pride, was full of 
fine and sweet flowers, being the latter end of the month 
wherein the sun departs from the last embracinc^s of 
Gemini. On a sodain there was seen a manrellous 
bright and glorious rainbow, spreading its wide armes 
over the wide world, and straight was there heard a 
noise of trumpets, sounding a short flourish, and then 
another, and by and by another, all alilce short, at the 
which the assembly was wonderful afeard, and listened, 
desirous to see the effects of this wonder and strange 
miracle, some of them fell to their Ave Maries lustily, 
thinking that the universal doom had been at that in- 
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As thus they beheld with great admiration, they 
might dietiucEly perceive a goodly stajre to be reaHd 
{sliiniD^ to sight like the bright buraiaht co'tl) upon 
mttny a fair pilliir of clearest crystal, ^hose feet rested 
npon the arch of the hroad rainbow ! therein was tlie 
high throne wherein the king should sit, and that proudly 
placed ivith (ivo und twenty degrees to the top, and 
round about curious wrought chairs for divers other 
potentates, there might you see the ground-work at the 
one end of (be stage, where out the personated .devils 
should enter into their fiery ornainenta, made like the 
broad wide mouth of a huge dragon, ivhich with conti- 
nual urmiea of smoak and flame breathed forth his angry 
storaaclis rage, round about the eyes grew hairg, not so 
htjrrible as men call bristles, but more horrible, as long 
as stiff spears -, the teeth of this hells-inoutli far out 
atretching, and such as a inau might well call monstrous 
&nd more than a man can by (vords aiguifie : to be short, 
his hew of that colour which to himself means sorrow, 
and to other ministers like passion, a thick lainp black, 
blacker than any paint, any hell, blacker than its own 
self. At the other end in opposition was seen the place 
wherein the bloodless skirmishes are- so often performed 
on the stage, the walls not (so pleasant as old wives 
would have their tales adorned with) of pastry-crust, 
but iron, attempered with the most firm steel, which 
being brightly filed, shone as beautifully over the whole 
place as pale shining CynlUia, environed ivith high and 
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fitCely iiumtiof the sMie metal and beauty, and hereat 
maafia-j^ates and out-gates: out of each side lay the 
beaded ordnance showing at their wide hollows the cruelty 
of death : out of sundry loofM many large banners aad 
streamers were pendant, briefly nothing was there want- 
ing that might make it a fiur casde. There might you 
see to be 'short the gibbet, the posts, the ladders, the 
attiring house, there erery thing which in tlielike housei 
either use or necessity makes common. Now above all 
was there the gay clouds Usquequaque, adorned with 
the hearenly firmament* and often spotted with golden 
tears which men call stars : There was lively portrayed 
the whole imperial army of the k&r heavenly inhabkantSi 
the bright angels, and such whose names to declare in 
so yile a matter were too impious and sacreligious. They 
were so naturally done, that you would haye swora k 
had been heaven it&elf or the epitome of it, or some 
second heaven, and a new heaven it was : from thence 
like dewie drops wherein the sun layes his golden shioe^ 
making them to appear like small golden tears, the 
sweet odours and comforting liquor stream'd, and 
seemed always to rain from thence, but they never fell, 
but kept a beaten path from down on high wherein the 
descending angel might rejoyce. I should be too lonor 
if I should express this rare stage, especially in such 
sort and such like words as the like occasion in a more 
worthy subject would require, but of necessity we must 
barely apply our descriptions to the nature of the whole 
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I shall not Deed to turn back to declare the deep 
astouialiuient of the people, who are always in most 
small matters induced easiijtto wondering-, but now this 
excellent fair theatre ercctcd.immediately after Che tliird 
sound of the trumpets, there entered the prologue 
atCyred in a black vesture, and making- his three obey- 
aances, began to shew the argument of that seenical 
Irag-edy, but because it was so far off they could not 
understand the words, and having thrice bowed htmaelfe 
to the high throne, presently vanished. Then out of this 
representance of hells mouth, issued out whole armies 
of Gery Haines, and most thick fogjry smoaks, after 
wbich entred in a great battail of footmen devils, all 
armed after the best fashion with pike, &c. marching- 
after the Btroak of the couragioua drum, who girded 
about, laid siege to this fair castle, on wiiosu walls after 
the summons, Faustus presented himself upon the 
Itattlemcnts, armed with a great number of crosses, pen 
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and ink-horns, charms, cliaracters, seals, periapts, &c. 
who after sharp words defied the whole assembly, 
seeminfir to speak earnestly in his own defence, anA as 
they were ready to rear the ladders, and Faustus had 
begun to prepare for the counterbatcery, determining to 
throw down upon the assemblies heads, so many heavy 
charms and conjurations that they should fall down half 
way from the ascendant : whilst these things began to 
wax hot from the aforesaid heaven there descended a 
legion of briirht angels riding upon milk white chariots, 
drawn with the like white steeds, who with celestial di- 
vine melody came into the tower, to the intent to flgfat 
for the doctor against his fnrious enemies, but he waat-^ 
ing pay-money and void indeed of all good thoughts, 
not able to abide their most blessed presence, sent them 
away, and they returned from whence they came, sor- 
rowfully lamenting his most wilful obstinacy, whilst he 
had all benointed the walls with holy water, and 
painted with Mood many a crimson cross. At length' 
the alarm was given, and the ladders cleaved to the 
walls, up the assailants climbed, up they lifted their 
fearful weapons. Faustus not able (destitute of help) 
to withstand them was taken prisoner, and his tower 
down rased to the earth, with whose fall both the large 
heaven and world shook and quaked mightily, whom 
when they had fettered they left there, they marching 
out and the forenamed chairs were presently occupied 
with all the imperial rulers of hell, who clothed in their 
holy-day apparel, sate there to give judgment upon thw 
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wilfull FauBluB, whom tivo liangraen of hell unlooaed, 
auil there in presence of them alt, the great devil afore 
hia chief peers, first stamping with his angry foot, and 
then slinking his great hush of hair, that therewith he 
made the near places ami the moat pruuil devils couraffea 
to tremble, and with hia fire-hurnt scepter, anil his like 
coloured crown all of gold 8ettin)( one hand by his side, 
and the other upon the pummel uf n chair, shook a 
pretty apace with atieh angry fury, that the flamea 
which proceeded fnini hia frightful eyes did dim the 
light of the Wittenher^'era below. There was in this 
s^d Wjtleub>Tg, a gallant fair lady and a Tirgin, which 
now following her mother, accompanied with aundry 
gallant German genllemeo, had even now entred ont of 
their barge, and seeing the whole world of people as 
they thought, gazing up into the heaven so very 
strangely, were partly etmcken with wonder, some with 
fear, and some with sudain merriment, and haating down 
the bill more than a round pace, asked some, what was 
there to (to, and they hid them look up (fur here ia to be 
noted that they looked up afore but could see nothing 
but aa alwaya they were wont, until they shewed them 
it) which they did and at the same lime wherein the great 
devil was in hia red hot anger, this young gentlewoman 
looked up, whose most ugly shape ao fear'd her, that 
even then there she fell down in a sown, whom they 
conveyed away very speedily, yet ere they could come 
borne she was well nigh dead, and so she lay for two 
years without hope of life, or certainty of death ■ great 
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8MT0W to her pwento and as cruel pun to h^; but slie 
at length recovered her spirit, and if by your patience I 
may, I will tell you how. There was a most learned and 
excellent doctor dwelling in the town who had great 
knowledge in the black-art, who being requested to use 
some physick to aid her in her great extremity, beiag 
promised for reward five thousand dollars ; this doctor 
perceiving the cause of her malady was not cawed of 
any distemperature of her body, but only of the afore- 
said fear, knew that physick might well make her body 
sound, but her mind never. Wherefore not only for the 
reward but also to become gracious and famous at once, 
proceeded in his cure on this manner. One night hav- 
ing made his orisons and nine times combed his hni 
with tears of a pure maid, and nine times gone about s 
fire made all of pure Heben coal, and thrice nine times 
called upon the name of the most dreadful Hecate, 
he laid himself to sleep upon a pure white and clean 
unspotted maidens smock, and covered himself over with 
the ashes of a white hind rosted and burned alto- 
gether: he slept, and the next morning apparelled in 
white robes having often and often called, recalf^d and 
exorcised the three fairies Millia, Achilya, and Sybilla, 
at length the ground opened, and with them they brought 
a milk white steed, and did put upon his finger the ring 
of invisibility ; when they were vanished, he mounted 
upon his horse, who with more swift flight than the 
Mringed Pegasus carried him throughout the wide air so 
fast and so long, that having passed over Bohem, Hun- 



gury, Thracia, all Aaia Minor. Mesopotamia, and nt 
length to Arabia F*liii, where he alighted (ipnn & iiioet 
high mountBln, all the way from the lop to thR bottom 
of a jual hreadth and stenpiieaa, ao that he that \vere on 
it, ivould Ihiak himaelf nut in the world, and they be- 
neath would deem him lu be in heaven, upon the brima 
of it round about grew the high pinea, and stately cedars, 
and always so green aa the moat fresh meadow; the 
height of this hu^-e rock was two and twenty miles in 
even altitude, and half a mile of just circuiC alt the way; 
there he tyod his horse to a tree, and knocked at the 
caatle gate, where afore was never seen any, «o 
that no palli fould there be seen, so that a man might 
justly have called it the hou.ie of little hospitality: 
to him there (.'aine Negleciment, an old lady, and de- 
manded what he would, nha told her his errand, and 
withal a ring of fine gold from the three fairies, ahe 
knew the ling and hia erraiid, and conveyed him into 
Mr rooma wherein she shelved him many a worthy 
knightes niemurials, many an auiick monument heaped 
up 1 but inner rooms so monstrous dark and nightly, 
that no humane eye could perceive anything and forth 
she brought him unto a garden, out of the midst whereof 
rose a little hill, from the suinmity whereof, there was 
a paved way of pure crystal stone, from along, whose 
bosom trilled a small water; this water an old man 
hdd, and indeed he had it as a patrimony, for therefore 
he could shew many an ancient evidence, and worn 
ebarler, his hair was all fled to hia front, as if some 
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enemy had seared tbe lunder locks from his scalp, on 
his back hnni^ a pair of wings which flagged down, as if 
either they had been broken or he weary, and thus he 
over-strod a round world, from out of every part whereof 
gashed out this small river which was conveyed down in 
this cristal pipe : in one hand he held a long sythe, and 
in the other an hour-glass : here the Doctor seeing the 
old mines of this sumptuous house, and all the fair walh 
and buildings overgrown with a deadly moss was much 
amazed, but because he could not tarry, he dipt a small 
vial in the spring and departed, and for because he was 
80 peremptorily warned not to tarry, he could not behold 
the most stately galleries, in which he might see the 
worlds chief pleasures and monuments some wholly worn 
away, some half and some even now beginning, and 
some wholly quite overgrown with a thick earthy fiir^ 
for as he came by an old wall, he chancHwith his elbow 
to rub off the thick moss, and then might he see a fur 
piece of parchment gilded and painted curiously, wherein 
was truly described the antient tokens of a most bra?e 
and worthy gentleman : so having sped of his journey, 
he came by the same way again as he went. Neglect- 
ment shut the doors upon him, whilst he mounted upon 
his white swift footed horse, and by the like time arrived 
at his own house, where having with the blood of a new 
slain heyfer thrice anointed the feet of his Cavallo, and 
tying at his ear with a string of fine silk, spun by the 
hands of a pure maid, the received ring of invisibility 
unto his ear, with many a cross and many an open 
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Ave Maria, diamissed him, who in the same inomeQt 
returned to ttie place rrom whence he came. With 
this water the ductor came to the maid, and having 
used a cerlaiu incautation, fj'ave her to drink of the 
water of deep ohtiviou, which sbe had no sooner tasted 
of, but Hiraigiitways she had forgotten the terrible pic- 
ture of the devil, and was revived out of all her infernal 
feard, the ductor called, winninj; him credit, favour and 
fame aad richly reivarded for hi« mediciDe, departed, and 
coming home threw hia vial into (he deep river buryiutf 
oblivion with oblivion : the parents of the youug lady 
rejoicing exceedingly at (heir daughters recovery for 
ever after caused the place wherein their daughter was 
ihua scared, to be unaccessabie for man or beast, coiq- 
paseing it in wi(h a high wall, and orerthroiving the 
banks, so that now there ia no mention of the meadow, 
nor of the wall. 

The Devil, the great Devil Lncifer having finished 
his brief oratiuii descended down out of his judgment 
seat and pointing unto all his nobles took Faustua by the 
hand and placed him just before him, taking him by the 
chin seemed to them to bid him apeak freely, he mounted 
up again unto his high throne, and with a more mild 
madneaa expected the speech of (he doctor, who having 
bowed himaelf submissively unto these damnable com- 
pany : he began to speak, and yet not long, then he 
began to walk up and down, and to sheiv strange ges- 
tures, when Bodainly for some bug words escaped by 
Faiutug, all the devils there rose up, and with their 
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swords drawn tbrettened witk them tha poor Doctor, 
tumiojif all their bodyes and direotin^ their faces to the 
king, who with a stem countenance cominanded silence. 
When Faustus having lon^ raged, of a sodaiu howling 
loud and tearing his hair, laid both his annes upon his 
neck and leaped down headlong off the stage, the whole 
company immediately vanishing, but the stage with a 
most monstrous thundering crack followed Faustus has- 
tily, the people verily thinking that they would have 
fallen upon them ran all away, and he was happiest 
that had the swiftest foot, Bome leapt into the river and 
swam away; and all of them with great affiight ran into 
the city and clapt the city gates togeth^ straight, and 
to increase this fear, they thought they heard a thing fall 
into the river, as if a thousand houses had fallen down 
from the top of heaven into it. But afterwards this was 
known to he Wagners knavery, who did this to show 
the pursevant some point of his skill. 



CHAP. IX. 

The messenger had not tarried above three days, when 
OS Wagner had trust up his baggage, and was now ready 
to depart, when on the third day at night he caused his 
boy Arthur Harmarvan, (who was the son of a wealthy 
boor, witty above many, and praised for his notable 
waggery : his father dwelt at Malmesburg, a town hard 
by Wittenberg, in Saxony, in high Dutch-land, with 
whom Wagner being acquainted had obtained him of his 
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father to serve him, and he to be taug'ht of Wagner) him 
he caused to go to divera scholars of his acquoiutunce 
to Gup with him ut hia departure, who heinii; invited 
lo this hated fareivel, came speedily where they had a 
banquet and other courtesies which in sueh a time holh 
cuatomes aii<l laws of their fellowship do prescribe -. in 
the suppertime the scholars moved many questions, and 
amongst the reet one desired the pursevont to describe 
unto them his lord and master, for Ihey heard say that 
the Duke Alphonsus was a marvellous qualified gentle- 
man: the pursevant not willing to refuse theirrequeat 
told them that seeing their demands proceeded of a. com- 
mnn good zeal, he could not but ivrongfuUy refuse to 
sfttiaGe : notwithstanding the tnith might be better 
known of another than of him, whom duty bids to be 
partial, if sny defect might breed partiality, but so much 
as 1 will tell you, the enemy will not diadiun to affirm : 
and there he told them the very stature, propordon, and 
particular lineaments, concluding that he shewed the 
uprightness of his mind by the proportion of his body, 
and keeping in his outward shape the vertue which phi- 
losophers would have Icept in the mind There he told 
them the feature of his countenance, the colour of his 
hair, eyes, face, cheeks, &c. He told them hia stature, 
favour and strength, which was such, that with pure 
cleanness of his force, he hath foiled a gentleman in 
wrastling, who besides whileueas of body, was very firm 
without affection, not as some do, which in performing 
I'SDy thiog, will with such a ridiculous s 
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as if the force of the body must be personated upon the 
theater of his face : he declared unto them that the gifts 
of his mind were such as then he could not for the num.* 
ber reckon up, but even as occasion shall serve mi^ht meet 
vrith them, bein^ all such as were more ready to be ad- 
mired than imitated, as if all vertues were gathered in him 
together, magnanimity, magnificence, aflfability^modesty, 
&c. Briefly he sud, there were in him all those graces 
which adorn the subject with the title of vertuous. He 
likewise recounted unto them his studies, unto which he 
accommodated himself at vacant hours, which were 
partly poetry. A poem of his he said he had by chance 
gotten (and by greater chance had it there at that in- 
stant) which he had made in the praise of his excellent 
lady when he was but of young years, his Either living, 
I dare say he would not for ten thousand florens have it 
seen, being such a one as on a dreaming passion he had 
let fall from his pen, and of many the most abject, but 
such as this is deserves commendations, because a prince 
made it, but if you saw his real devices, you would then 
say they were prince-like. And then he read it, which 
I was loth my good friends either to translate, or trans- 
lated to present it here, for that it was not worthy your 
censure, considering the nice building of sonnets now a 
dayes, but according to Ariostos vein you shall find it 
very conformable, as also for that I knew that if I should 
have left it out, it would have been more wisht for, then 
now admired. Yet for that I prefer your well known 
good wills afore any vain fear, take this with the rest. 
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if there be any, with suth favour, as if I 
the readinj;.

This sonnet was ended mth as much pmse as it b^ 
guk %rith desire, and one of them copied it out and so it 
was made common to the rest, and made a good sort of 
them poets, recti fyinf^ their gross conceits, with so sweet 
a matter. He to]d them that this was bat a preparative 
to wondering in respect of his choyce making. Then he 
shewed them this epigram, which he made when as be- 
fore the duke his father a brace of fair English gray- 
hounds fell down at the harts heels stark dead (the hart 
also lying not above six yards off dead too) withchasiag, 
having outstript the rest of the dogs above half a mile. 

Then he reckoned unto him the delight he took in 
limning, and shewed them very many fine devices of his 
own handiwork. The scholars singularly delighted with 
the view of the reliques of so great a prince, approved 
by silence that excellency which by speech they could 
not. In fine there he reckoned up enough to be praised, 
and perad venture more than was true, but not more than 
is desired. Tliere he set forth with great and ardent 
emphasis other qualities, as his skill and hardy de- 
meanour at the tilt, tumey, how he could manage the 
sturdy steed, leap, run, vault, dance, sing, play on 
divers instruments, and talk with amiable speech 
amongst fair ladyes, which we call courting, in all his 
actions full of gentle familiar affability, still reserving to 
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himself the due honour belonfrjng to bia personage. He 
concluded in fine that he was the most fjuolilied prince, 
and aliaolute gentleman that day in all chrialendora ; 
spying, If they knew his humanity, justice and liberality, 
you would say In bitn were all humanity, justice and li< 
berality : and as the grcateat thing that the world can 
shew is beauty, so the least tbin^' that is la lie praiied 
in him, is beauty, you would say mo less than I have 
spoken could be in his person if you did but see hiiu- 
Thus far the digression came in the commendations of 
this Alphonaus, which truly I was weary of, fearing the 
great insufficiency of the description, hut yet he had 
not done- I would to God (quoth he) you would come 
to Vienna, and I promise you such lodging and enter_ 
lunment, that next to the sight of him should be 
worthiest of your thanks. Wherefore you shall not 
sorrow that your friend Wagner departeth, unless you 
will seem to envy rather hia felicity than his departure. 
I would wc were even all of us as we sit at the table In 
(he dukes court, and here again with a wish, and here- 
with there knocki one at the door: Wagner craftily feign- 
uiglhathehimself would rise to see him that knockt so, 
desiring Ihem all to sit still in any case, and opening 
therewith the door there entred two young lords of 
Tergeste and Moravia hearing torches, and next lUere 
came Ihe duke of Austrich as they thought, and Wagner 
tftlked with him hare-headed, the p urs e van tih inking verily 
it bad been his master, would have done his duty unto 
him, but that the rest hindredhim: on his head he wore 
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a little hat of blue velvet, with a rich band 'of peaile, 
stone and gold, and a long white feather, his doak of 
blue velvet, round garded with gold lace, edged with 
orient pearle, and betwixt the gards eylet-holes, wheie- 
ont hung by small silk threads long bugles, all the 
sleeves in the like order : by his side a golden hilted 
rapier, and on his rapier his hand, his buskins of fine 
Polonian leather, richly imbroidered, on the turnings 
down with costly goldsmiths work, all his apparel what- 
soever most beautiful and princely : he had no sooner 
passed by (which was not until he was distinctly riewed 
of them) but that Wagner spake unto them in such 
manner, saying that that honourable, this mans lord had 
sent for him, whose commandment I will in no wise re- 
pugn. Wherefore I beseech you to take it as you would 
my greatest advancement. This his description of his 
feature, judge how rightly he hath said, for my part I 
confess they are rather less than the truth, than not as 
he hath reported, and herein to satisfie you the more 
I have caused my spirit Akercock to take his shape upon 
him. 

Now (quoth ht) it is time to depart, but because it 
shall be the last night of our meeting, none of you shall 
depart, for I have lodging enough for you all, and be- 
cause you shall not be forgetful of Wagner when he is 
gone, let every man wish his woman, and so to bed my 
masters. They began all to laugh merrily, not as 
hoping or wishing, but as if they had heard a merry 
purpose, and therefore they laughed because it was

uierry, anil such mirth they always liked of, Wagner 
waa almost aagry, and yet for that he was almoat, he 
was not augry, sending out a great oath aa the prologue 
of IiiB comedy, bidding his boy go prepare their lieds 
and chaoibera, and bid them wish whom they would, he 
would their wiahea should be performed. Then roBe up 
one of the scholara persvvading himself of ^^'agDenl 
earnest, and yet doubting, becauae Le feared he was not 
in earnest. Why (quoth he) if you mean in very deed, my 
friend Kit, I would I had such a woman. I believe beaide 
herself there is none fairer than the fairest in tliiB town. 
Why meanest thou I jest, quoth Wagner, go thy wayes, 
yonder she is upon pain of my head, and so it was 
indeed : then every one strove who should wish lirst, 
and he that wisht last, had his first wish, so every one 
took his damcsel, and for that night departed to their 
beds, who are wituessei of that nights great pleasures, 
and in the morning they arose wishing that every morn- 
ing were the morrow of such a night. Every one gat him 
a hackney, and brought him on the way a dayes journey, 
where they ivith grief left hitn, who rode till he came to 
Vienna, and they till they arrived at Wittenberg. Thua 
■till you see these pot-meetings are ended amongst these 
puft-cheek hannikina with bed dalliances, rightly de- 
sgribing' their lives moat bestial and epicure-like. 
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CHAP. X. 
A lamentable history of the death of sundry Students of 

Wittenberg. 

Not long after it was reported and biased abroad^ that 
Wagner was departed, divers scholars guessing that he 
had left his books or the most part behind, determined 
to send for Harmanran, which they did, who by no per- 
swasions could be won to let them have his masters 
keyes, so they devised amongst themselves to bind Che 
boy as he should go home to his inn whereas hb master 
had put him to board till his return. And night draw* 
ing on Harpaarvan went to his lodging, by the way 
scholars (to the number of seven) met him, and bound 
him, and beat him sore until he gave them all the keyes^ 
which he carefully carried about him sowed in a wide

tliat the art reqaireth, there they begin in a most dread- 
ful confnEion of hellisii stIJables to enform the fiend, and 
after these words followed (as if tliere needs must sueli 
things foUoiT after sucli words) a terrible roar, and ihea 
10 bright a sniotherinif thicit fiery fume aaeended out of 
the earth b4 if it would have made an etenml night, 
then a vehement flame folloived, which with eunCinaal 
motion ran abont the hrinis of the drele, Dntil aa weary 
it left moving, (all this ivhile tfaey continued reasonably 
•onstant, and continued their invocutions without 
ftpy feart then from beneath was heard moat lainentable 
outcries, from above hu^c trembling, thunder, aod 
rouDiJ about nothing but fear and death in a thousand 
terrible direr» shapes, then they began toquaile a tittle, 
but yet by irii;oura)(emenl grew hardy by reason of the 
number, then round about ivas sounded alarms with 
drums, and onset with trumpets, as if there all the world 
had conflicted, then the dame which alt this while ran 
about the cirtle became a body, but such a body, ai if 
it had been but a picture would have madded any one. 
At whose sight lliey wholly overcome ivith deadly fear 
format the use of the pantaclpa or any sul'Ii gear, but even 
submitted themselves to the small mercy of the fiend, 
who with great viotence, rent them, and tore ihem moat 
lamentably. Harmarvan who bad raised a great many 
to the intent to follow them, suspecting that which 
indeed was, was after long wandring (for they had 
caused a deril descryer to void all within a certain cir- 
cuit) with his company brought to the house, where 
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round aboot they mijic^t see in the court wherein tiiese 
seven were conjorin^, hu^ flames, as if some jpreatpSle 
had been made to the burial of a noble heroe, climbing 
up in huge volumes in the air, or if some great store of 
stubble had been fired, so vehemently furious was the 
flame that no man there (and there was above thirty) was 
able once to draw near to any part of the house, the cry 
was carried into the city of this fire, whereupon the whole 
town was assembled with hooks, buckets, ladders, &c. 
where in vain they emptied many a lar||;e well, till divers 
learned preachers falling down submissively on their 
knees, with good faith appeased thb seeming fire, wldch 
indeed was none, but a mere diabolical illusion, then 
they entred into the house where they found the barrds 
brought to bed and delivered, the cups, the whole fiir- 
niture clean destroyed, broken, and thrown about the 
house, but drawing near unto the most rueful and lamen- 
table spectacle of all, coining into the yard or grove 
which was moted about and enclosed with a thick wall 
of trees very exceeding high, as fir trees are, so very 
thick that no light was perceivable into it, in the very 
midst whereof was a round plot of some one hundred 
feet any way from the centre, there found they the reli- 
gious circles, there the strange characters, names of 
angels, a thousand crosses, there found they the five 
crosshilted daggers fur the five kings of hell, there many 
a strong bulwark builded with rows of crosses, there 
found they the surplesses, the stoles, pall, mitres, holy 
water pots broken, their periapts, seats, signs of the 
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ftng«ls of ttie seven dayes, with infioite like trash 
and damnable roguery the fruits of the Devils rank 
fansie. But the most lamentalile sight of all, the seven 
Bcholnrs utterlytom in pieces, their blood having changed 
the colour of Che grouud into a dark crimsoii, all their 
bodies as black a9 any coal, as if they had been scorcht 
mth n material fire, their flesh violently torn from the 
bones, and hanging down in morsels like the skirts of a 
side coat, their bones all broken, their veins cut in 
sunder, and their buweU broad shed upon the earth, their 
hr^ns poured out, and covering the red grass all over, 
their noses stumped, their eyes thrust out, their mouths 
widened and slit to their ears, their teeth dashtoul, and 
their tongues starting out betwixt their gummes, their 
hair clean Ringed off, in brief imagine with your selves 
in yoor minds, and propound a picture in your thought, 
the must deformed, turn and ill favoured that you can 
think on, yet shall it not compare to the must lachri- 
mable sight and shew of (hem, surpassing as much all 
credit as my skill duely lo describe them, whom when 
they had bnrieil without tarriance. rased the house lo the 
ground, and filled up the moats with earth, heapingupon 
the place of this niurther the stones of the house defaced, 
then they returned home discoursing with lamentable 
judgment upon the high and severe revenge of Oods 
indignation upon them which durst presume to tempt 
his glorious majesty. And finally, unless repentance 
breed a more speedy remorse, such is the fatal end of 
such proud attempts. And surely this is most true, for 
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1 ay self hmve teen the groond wkere the house stood, 
•ad yet the moats damm'd up, and the water biealoDg 
throng the stones even to this day, th^e did I see a 
settll and a shank boae of them not yet rotten : and 
there did I see the hofe heap of stones wherewith they are 
eovered, a fearful example of Gods wrath and jnstioe 
a§;unst such infidel Christians. 

CHAP. XI.

Thb great Turk called Souldan, alias Cham, compre- 
hending as many victories in his sword as some empe- 
rors in their thoughts, arrived at length before Yienna, 
having made his preamble with the destroying and burn- 
ing of the country before him, thinking upon the ancieot 
politick rule, "Better it is to have a spoyled countrey than 
a lost,'* with a brave prepared army of two hundred thou- 
sand Saracens, horse and foot, and so many it is certain 
he had, because they doubted not but there were 300000. 
The mighty Cham having erected his royal pavilions, and 
entrenched himself to besiege the noble Vienna, muai- 
fied his camp with artillery and deep ditches, and then 
he sent a letter of defiance unto the honourable Alphon- 
sus, as being principal in his own city, who was invi- 
roned within the walls of the city, expecting the day of 
battel, for to this intent the states of Italy and the Em- 
peror of Germany, with the Dukes of ISaxony, Bavaria, 
and the other provinces near, assembled (for now neces- 
sity bred unity) with a brave company of souldiers, to 
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esterminote this uoDster out of their conlines: luiLo tUe 
Duke of Auatrich only tfor lie hud no intelligence of 
their assembleil forces} he directed his letters with defi- 
ance, meaning to conclude hia lon^ travails ivith a cer- 
tain victory, fearing neither the peril which 30 many 
f(BJlaiit aoiildlers thriiU)(hly resoked might bring, nor 
that ever Ijo'l or fortune tas they call it) would once 
shew him utiy disfavour, whose only favour is only to 
shew. Nor yet that the heavens great Ijod would not 
with severe revengemeiit chastize the Leviathans inso- 
lencf and slaughter of yo nianv msrtyra, rather deferring 
then forgetting aojuat a punishment' 



W CHAP. XII. 

*About this time the messenger and Wagner arrived at 
Vienna very lale m the niglit, and passed through the 
Turkish ceiiiioela, and arrived at the city, and for that 
night tliey lay at the pursevauts house: no iiuoner had 
the approii hiiig suti sent afore him the marshals of the 
morrow light, and a new morning ininistred occasion of 
new matter, but up those two arose, and being ready 
departed for the court, and tiow the day was almost in 
the greatest beauty, wlieii the messenger ivas admitted 
into tlie Dukes presence, iinto whom he recited what 
ever was seen and done in thut lime of his absence, (only 
1 forgot to tell you how Wagner raged and stormed,

CHAP. XIII. 

Aptse all these most excellent princes were come into 
the council chamber, the herauld sounded his trumpet 
after the Turkish summons, then did all the states draw 
into the great hall, where in a high imperial throne 
richly ordered with shining cloth of gold, every noble 
and estate placed correspondently to his desfree, where in

ride ill triumph upon his Etubbom ueck, and that in 
defence of hiaiself nnd of lirave Chrislendom lie would 
leese the iittennnat drop of his blond, nnd Co make it 
good he would not be in quiet till he had met his inaBler 
in the midst of the field, and iherewith-he drew out his 
sword, and all thev with him, erying God and Sftint 
Michael for the rip;hl of Christendom : Then stood up 
tbe Emperuur and avowed all that they had said afore 
him, commanding- moreover the herauld to say to the 
proud usurper, that seeing tbei|uarrel would breed great 
effusion of blood, and yet be never the nearer, that he a 
man everyway equal to himaelf.not only for the speedier 
advance of his battels, but also to have a certain end to 
auch an unceriaiu enterprise, he would fight with him 
body to body, armed at all points after their oivn guise, 
at any time within this fortnig-ht, and herauld bring me 
word (quoth be) that he will so do, and by my honour 
I promise to give thee for thy tidings lOODO duckets. 
Then the herauld being highly rewarded wai dismissed, 
and reported their brave answers unto the Turk, with 
all the great majesty of the Christian princes, who pre- 
sently went to counsel together, and so continued till 
other like necessary business called them away. 
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CHAP. XIV. 

In this Chapter (Gentlemen) part of the Dutch copy 
was wanting, and the other part so rent that it conM 
not be read, yet by some circumstances J coi\jecture that 
the Duke of Austrich had difers and danji^eroqs conflicts 
with the Turk, yet being supported by the English men 
and other Christians, with the help of Wagner, who 
standing on a high tower to see the conflicts* caused 
by his magick such a storm to arise that no man was 
able to abide, the Turk was still discomfited. 

CHAP. XV. 

The gifts of Wagner to the Duke, and three Devils 
retained for Souldiers to the same Prince. 

In the next morning Wagner presented himself to 
the Duke in presence of all the whole princes of the 
Christians, whom very graciously he entertained as 
he might for his good service, and there in presence 
of them all he desired the duke to take at his seryants 
hands a small gift, which he condescended unto, and 
then Wagner caused a chest to be brought in of 
fine iron, wrought and inamel'd with gold and colour 
most curiously, then he opened it and took out a whole 
armour of fine bright steel so light as a common doub- 
let, but so subiilly and excellently framed, that it passed 
all comparison of hardness ; there was a musket shot at 
every piece, whereon remained no great notice of a

shield of the aniiie fashion, made like a, tortoise shell, a 
aword of the like fine temper, with nil the forniture of 
a souldier, tlien took he out a plume, wbicli lie had no 
sooner put into the crest, but he that stood behind 
could not s«e any pari of his baek, nor he thai stood be- 
fore of his brest, so that thus it made him invisible, 
there he told him it was felcht out of the great 
Turks Armory, which they say was Mabouiets, hut 
1 say more truly Alias Chains which for himself 
caused to be made, having called together the most 
excellent philosuphera and workmen that were to be 
found in ii!l his iride empire- The great rewards the duke 
would have given him for it he refused, he was only con- 
tented with thanks and favor. And then might they see 
from the door n( the chamber 3 most gallant men to 
enter, whicli were his three familiars, whom Wagner 
taking by the hands presented to the whole assembly 
of princes, but more directly to the duke, assuring them 
they were the most fortunate, most valiant, strong, 
hardy, and puiaaant men Ihat in the world were to be 
found, and indeed they seemed to be as i;ood1y swart 
men as any eye beheld, he told their several names, 
Mephoatophilea he termed Mamri, Akercock he termed 
l^imionte, Faustua lie called Don Infetigo, shewing that 
tbey were bom in those fortunate islands, wherein the 
poets feigned the elysiau fields to be, joyned by the 
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west upon the end of Barbary, being from Vienna ta 
those fortunate ialiwds, 36 degrees of longitude and 
eight minutes, and 48 degrees and 29 minutes from 
the .Equator or Equinoctial, in latitude not then found 
out. So were they most graciously entertained of all 
the nobles, and entertained in the dukes most honoHr- 
able pay. Wagner said that they three left their coon- 
trey and sought ad?entures, and by chance coming this 
way, I knowing of it by secret intelligence, met them, 
and certainly assured of their high valours, thought good 
to shew them to you, for he that first had spoke to them 
had been first served, nor cared they whether to serve 
us or the infidel* 

CHAP. XVI. 

I 8PAKB before of a challenge made by the Emperor 
unto the Turk, which when the herauld had reported 
unto the Souldan (who certainly was a very honourable 
souldier) there he vowed to perform it, and to st^i the 
emperors head upon the highest pavilion in view of all 
the city* And thereupon the next day after this skir- 
mish, he sent the same herauld with purpose and com- 
mandment to declare in excellent gallant terms the 
acceptance of the combate, knowing that it depended 
upon his honour to shew his small fear in not refusing 
so equal a foe, whose prefer proceeded from a most 
honourable resolution : when it was reported unto the 
emperor that the same herauld returned, he caused the 




hall to be adorned with moat brave furniture, his high 
chair of eslaie placed, and nil uliuut iealt for the other 
princes. The emperor haviiifr si'ated liiiimeir full of 
brave thouelits and ifallatil hardil>i)i>d, expeiting the 
answer of (he enemy in suph sort as it wa^ in very deed. 
In all brave manner (be herauld in pruud phrase uttered 
the purport of bis message, rr-iiuesiini; tliat a peace 
beinif concluded on liotli parts for the space of three 
dayes, and free egress and regreaa fur the nuliles on both 
parties, the one to view ibe cuinp, tlie other [lie court, 
and on the third day be would armed in hie country 
manner, meet him in the lists, Co shew that he never 
refused the combate of uny christian emperor, albeit he 
knew bia calling fitr supi-rior to that uf hia. So then the 
message was aeceptvd, the lierouM had bis len thousand 
Duckets larried to the Turks camp on horse, and they 
ID the city began to keep feosta. avid entertained the 
Turkiah nobles in exceeding br.ivery. and they theirs in 
^ like ivithout daotage or thought uf treason. 



^ CHAP. XVII. 

DuntNS the time of ihis truce, ibese four companioni, 

Infeligo, Wagner, Mainri, Simionte, cast how to abuse 
the great Turk most notably, and Akercoi'k otherwiae 
called Simionte be would begin first, and lead tbem the 
dance. Then he leaves them and gela me up unneea to 
the Turks camp, and in hia camp to hie own pavilion, 
30 into the place where the great infidel himself 
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sate, he being then gone into the lavatorf , which is a 
place wherein he three times a day doth batii himself, 
which by so doing he doth verily believe that all las 
sins are remitted and washed away, he they never so 
horrible, devilish, or wicked : then Akerco<;k or Si- 
mionte, which ye will, goes invisible into the lavatory^ 
where the great villain was bathing himself amongst three 
of his most f&ir concubines stark naked, swiihming as 
much in their dalliance as in the water, mingling his 
washing with kisses, and his cleansing with voluptuous- 
ness. Akercock in the shape of a bright Angel appears 
unto him, and with a proud magnifico presented himself 
unto the slave, who straightwayes very reverently fell 
down upon his knees, and with his hands high lifted up, 
worshipped towards him in great humility, whilst Akerc. 
with good devotion fell aboard the concubines, and there 
acted them before his face one after another : when he 
had so done, he takes the great slave by the tip of his 
pickenovant, and shaking him fiercely (who all this 
while with great dread and fear lay half astonished and 
all naked on the ground) told him that he had prepared 
a more brave place for his so good a servant than so base 
a bath and no fairer concubines. (Now the Turk had 
seen how like a lusty rank fellow this Simionte had 
behaved himself, at which he wondred not greatly, 
because Fanstns whom he thought to have been Maho- 
met, (as well as he did think Akercock) had also shewed 
the vertue of so great a God as Mahomet, twenty times 
more beauty than Jupiter.) Then the Turkish £m- 
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peror with more tUan hulf (tying hollow voice, as if hia 
breath had been almoBl gone, or else hut now coming, 
aaid tliitt he was all at hia coiruiiaiidineiit, and ao fol- 
lowed Siinioiite ^turk nuked aa he was burn, m'Uu led him 
by the baud round about, and through every lane and 
place in bis camp, to the great wonderment and laughter 
of his people, who verily tlioiight Mahomet bud com- 
manded him to do penance before he fought with the 
chriatiau emperor. But for all this the people fell into 
such a laughter that some had well iii^li given up the 
ghost. At (he same very instant divera christian nobles 
saw bin all the ivhile ivhu effusedly laughed at so appa- 
rent foolery. The Turk for all this not moved, for in- 
deed he heard all and saw nntbirif;, went hIhiui wonder- 
ful mannerly, like as yon ahull see a Dutch frotv with a 
handkerchief in her band, mince it after the hupping 
German. Could a man devise a more notorious kind of 
abuse, than to make that man which will not be seen but 
in great sec res y, and abundantly and rii'bly clad, to be 
not only seen openly, but also stark naked, anii become 
their lauf;hing- stuck, whose terror be is ahvay^-^ But 
Akercock bad not yet ao left hiin. but down he runs to 
Dannby [where there was ready Miimri or IVIephoato- 
philes to receive him) and there having' turned himself 
■tod the vilest part of himself unto the Turka mouth, 
making him kiaa aad kiss it aguD, he took him and 
hurl'd him violently into the water, and then Akercock 
vanished away. 
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CHAP. XVIII. 

The Second Mocking. 

No sooner was he in but he saw then apparently bow he 
had been misled and abased, and there for very shame 
would have drowned himself in very deed* had not 
Mamri come swiftly flying over and gave him a terrible 
blow on the noddle with a good Bastinado, that he al- 
DMMt made his bndns fly out, and rapt him up by his 
long hair out of the water unto the land, where he buf- 
feted him so long till at length he came to himself again, 
then Mamri fewtred himself to abuse him kindly, and 
there with sweet and compassionate speech comforted 
him, desiring his reverend majesty not to take any grief 
seeing it was done in the sight of all his men, in the 
knowledge of none. And therwith to shew the more 
pity of his misery he seemed to shed abundance of 
tears, desiring him to go with him and he would put 
upon his soft rayment. The Turk (who then had his 
crown upon his head or else it had not been half in the 
right Qu.) seeing one lamenting his case so affec- 
tionately, condescended unto him and promised him 
most large honourable promotion and reward, Mamri 
set him upon his legs and led him to a little 
muddy place by the river side, and there varnished 
the emperor over with most thick terrible excremental 
mud, not sparing either his face, nose, eyes, month, 
nor any thing, whilst the miserable man thought he 
had been in most divine contentment. Thus he led 
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faim in the view of five thousand people (for here is lo 
be Doted that all cliat evor saiv him both knew him to be 
the great villain Turk, ami eould not liut laugh most entire- 
ly at him, nor hie own men could do any other nor once 
think of any rescue or remedy, hy the working of infernal 
ioHtinct) until he came lo Vienna, anil in Vienna to the 
most ftur ^ales and where greatest resort of people are 
always together, there at the city gate he drew out a long 
taber and a pipe and struck up such a merry note, as 
the foolish ornament of all London eiagea never could 
come near him, nu not when he wak'd the writer of the 
news out of purgatory with a ahril noyse- There at the 
gate stood a carpenter who was Chen carrying a coffin to 
a certain house to bury one in, hirn Mephuatophilea 
beat till he lay on the cold ground, and took the coffin, 
Dud caused the Turk Co hold ic in his hand- Memoran- 
dum that none of all these spirits were seen of any one 
but felt of ihem which saiv Chcm- Then from the gate 
be began to play, the Turk and the coffin skipt and 
turned, and vaunted and bounded, and leapt, and heaved, 
and sprung so fast and thick together, that the cofEn 
rapping the miserable man sometime on (he shins, 
breast, thighs, head, fiice, that the dirCv colour was almost 
wip't away with Che streams of blood. At this strange 
sight and the unheard noyse of that kind of instrument, 
all the boyes, girls, and rogues in the town were ga- 
thered with this troop, and this mirth, he conveyed them 
round about the streets, and all the way as they went, 
such eggs, such chamber-pota emptying, such excre- 
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meiits, odor, water, &c. were thrown down apo^ tkeir 
beads, that it seemed all those vile matters were reserred 
for that tempest, until such time (then it bein^ about 
two of the clock in the afternoon, when every ottt ifl 
busied in some pleasant pastance) as all this fair com- 
pany came to the court where out at divers windows lay 
the chiefest of all the nobility, and the most brave gen- 
tlewomen, who seeinfif snch a huj^e crowd of boyes, the 
f^^reat Turk and a coffin danciof^, and a taber and pipe 
piaid upon, they were almost amazed, thus he marched 
finely round about the whole court, till coming^ to the 
court n^ate he entered in, (but the boyes were exdaded,) 
with this merry morris there in the presence of them 
all the Turk fell down dead, whom Mamri laid in the 
coffin and then vanished away. 

CHAP. XIX. 

The Third.

Then came Infeli^o, or Faustus, and touching him 
revived him to the ^reat wonder of the beholders, and 
covering him somewhat shamefully, went into his cham- 
ber with him, and there benotted him round upon the 
head and beard, which is the foulest reproach and (tis- 
grace that can be offered unto the Turk, which done he 
conveyed him into the presence of the emperor, where 
he made them such sport, that unneath they could re- 
cover their modesty in three hours space, to see the 
proud villain plastered over with such muddy morter, 



all over his head and face, bia eyes and his teeth ehew- 
iog like hlack Moars, or a pair of eyes loDkiii)r through 
a lettice, or as (liey call it a perriwijr, wherein if the 
eves had feet they mi^ht tie set in the stocks : all his 
lineaments n-ere lineamented with this parly, he stood 
quivering and shaking, either for cold or fear, like un 
aapine leaf (as they say) whilst everj- man buffeted him, 
he standing ivith a seour-gp^lick and an old shooe, as they 
do at blind mans buff to see who be could hit. Thus 
long he inade them sport, till one told the emperor that 
it was the great Turk, at which he was exceeding wroth 
and sorry. 
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CHAP. XX. 

The fourth and last. 
When Wagner seeing him grieved, came and kneeled 
down before him, deelaiing that he would undertake to 
heal all his wounds and other grievances whatsoever, 
yea and make him utterly forget all that was passed as 
if ii had never been, and promised to carry him home 
himself safe and sound, which the emperor thanked him 
highly for, requesting him lo perform it presently, ftr 
he would not for half his revenues that lits foe should 
have any occasion to alledge against him, fur to excuse 
the combato. Then went Wagner up into his chamber, 
and apparelled himself in while taffata, made close to 
Lis body, and then were they used to wear round hose

bis personated garments he seemed to be a very angd, 
for it was in doubt whether iMercury was half so beauti- 
ful or no. And there opening a large casement (as there 
they are very large) with a brave r'iniipratio departed 
from them faking up his flight in the view of them all 
into the air, as if he should have beat the azure firma- 
ment with his wast wings. Thus he carried him lower, 
and lower till he light upon a great elm, and there he 
opened his sight to lee in what plight he was. The 
Turk seeing in what a trance he had been, began to 
swear, to ban and curse, and was even then re&dy to 
have thrown himself down headlong, but Mercury he 
stept to him and bad him be of good cheer, for it had 
pleased the great god Jupiter, whose servant Mahomet 
was, to shew him those great abuses, to the intent be 
should be more wary in his actions, and take heed how 
to tempt the Christians with vain battles and such like 
speech, but now (quoth he) come and give me thy hand 
and then will I lead thee to thy pavillion, whereas thou 
art not missed of the nobles, for in the place where thoa 



were taken away, halti Jove sent una to bear thy shape. 
Then again be took bia Sight and all the way as he went 
lie rapt his heela against Ihe topa of high trees, and beat 
him pitifully upon the shina all tbe journey, upon the 
tents tops. Now they arrived a: the same plact^ from 
whence he was tane, and there he laid himself down, 
who perfetlly recovered hia former strength in full per- 
fectness, and not only not felt it, but utterly forgot it. 
Then he continued his wonted solace and prepared him- 
self to the battel, whilst he was made a laugbing'-slock 
of the world Wagtier returning through theaame path 
which he had made in the air before, came not yet to the 
court before ihey had done laughing, for there the 
matter from tbe beginning to tbe end was Kheroed. 

CHAP. xxr. 

The process of the Atmbate. 
Thb two days of tbe truce were passed, and the third 
morning was come, in which time many gallant feata of 
arms and ui'livity were performed on both parts. Now 
the time of the cumbate was come- There was in the 
river of Daiiuliy a pretty inland of a quarter of a mile 
long or more ad even as ground might be all the way, in 
this place were the lists prepared, and a scaffold richly 
hanged for tbe judges to determine in. In the evening 
about four of the clock '.being ihcri reasonable cool) the 
Christian emperor iiaued out above a hundred thou- 
sand Christians, tbe rest being above sixty thousand, 
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were left to defend the city (for botk tlie CkiistiMs tad 
etfpecudly the Turks were inareMcd) where he eatced 
into the wide pUin, and comiog to the banks side he 
entred into a broad ferry boat, leanng his whole amy 
on the other side of the river whilst he laboured to 
attain to the island. The dake of Austria with his at- 
tendants Mamri, Simiontey Infeligo, and Wapier, the 
dukes of Cle?e, Saxony, Campany, and Brabant, with 
the like number, all bra? ely and gloriously mounted : 
the duke of Austria in his bright armor marshalled the 
field, and of the Christians sate as judges, the kings of 
Lussitany and Arragon, with their heraulds. Now the 
emperor is landed in the island and is mounted into lus 
rich saddle, armed in armor so costly, strong, curious, 
and resplendescent, that it seemed all the beauty in the 
world had been gathe^d together in it. His courser so 
firm nimbly joynted, tall and large, such a one might 
have been the son of (/argantua*8, more for the giant-like 
proportion. Then took he his strong and large ashen 
launce, bearing in his steel head iron death, at the top 
whereof hung a fair and rich pennion, the whole shaft of 
the spear double gilded over and curiously enamerd, 
about his neck hung his horn shield, artificially adorned 
with his own atchie cements, the belt whereon his sword 
hung, of beaten gold, his caparison of pure cloth of 
gold, whereon the rich stones were so ordinary that they 
took away the glittering of the mettal, only as if it had 
been the sun-beames, trailed along betwixt precioos 
gutters. On his helmet was fixed a rich crown of the 
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most excellent mettal. la brief, for I would fain hnve 
made an end of this idle news, there waa all the ricbneaa 
in his empire, in that all the beauty of his richness, in 
them all the desire of each eye : when he had saluted 
the judfres he trotted twice or thrice about the lists, then 
lighted at hia pavillion which was there erected of cloth 
of gold, where be uate with convenient company and re- 
freshed himself. Now in the mean the Turk he aet 
forward witli an army double the Christian, aud IOOOOli 
and above atill left in the camp. And here I muat needs 
leave to tell you of his exceeding preparation imleaa 1 
would make a whole volum, for besides the wondrous 
furniture of hia souldiers, the most rare choice of orna- 
nieota, there was nothing- could be devised, nay more 
than of set purpose could be devised was there : but 
briefly I will turn to the Turk himself, where if I had 
art according 1 should sooner weary you out wilb de- 
light than words: but 100000 of his men having 
marched before to the banks, and there embattled them- 
selves by the river all along, with such hideous noise of 
trumpets, horns, (for so they use) drums of brass, Ituita, 
&c- that there vroa more heard than seen by far, then 
aproached the great Turk himself, before him rode 
400U Janisaries armed in their fashion, with a long 
gown of scarlet red, laced with gold lace, and long white 
aleevea, of a very narrow breadth, which was girt close 
unto them, under that a good armor, ivilh a long high 
cap like a milk payle for all the world, of white asttin 
or such like gear, with a long feather enough lo come 
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down to a Ull mans hams, fery thick laced in the brims 
with gold and pearl, in his hand a short jafelin, at hia 
side his cemitar, at his back a great qui?er of broad 
arrows, and by a. string of silk hung his steel bow, 0?er 
every 100 of these is a Boluch Bassa, a Centurion as we 
call him, and these be of the Turks guard, and are 
called Sokquis Archers, and they rode fifty in a rank : 
then came following them about SOO Peichers or Pcic- 
lers, ail in one livery of very. rich tissue after their 
fashion, and these are of the Turks laqueis which have 
a sharp keen hatchet sticking at their girdles, and the 
haft of Brasil, with this they will stand thirty paces off 
and cleave a penny loaf, or hit it somewhere, they will 
commonly stick an inch and half deep into very tuff 
ashen wood or Brasil, or such like hard wood : there in 
great triumph upon an elephant richly trapped, stood a 
tower of two yards and a half high of pure silver, in the 
top whereof stood an image of beaten gold representing 
their Maliomet, round about which upon mules Aza- 
moglanda or lamoglands, who are children of tribute 
exacted upon the Christian captives, and contributary, 
fine, sweet, and the most choyce picked gentlemen 
brought up to sundry dainty qualities, who with hea- 
venly melody followed this elephant, the religious men 
going round about singing sweetly together : afore all 
these next to the Janisaries went above 200 trumpets, 
and as many followed the great Turk, who then ap- 
proached, having his chariot of pure silver of above 
20,000 pound weight, drawn with eight milk white 
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elejihants, round about rode and went bareheaded, Aza- 
raoglaoa Peiclers moat gorgeously aod respleiidescent 
apparelled, under tbe Turks feet lav a pillow of clear 
crystal, embosaed i^t the eods wilh huge gnlde:i knobs, 
on his liead a wreath of purple, with a most ricli diadem 
as it ia commonly known tlie order of it, the ata^re can 
shew the loakin^ of it, but other ihinus IJiey differ 
mi^btily in. Here you must suppoie the exceedin;;^ 
^lory of hia apparell, there he sate upright in the chair 
with such a toaiestical. proud, seserei warlike counte- 
nance, as juatly lierame so high a throne, before liiin 
went Aija, which is the great captain of hia Janiaaries 
with the Hali Baasa, tbe captain of hia naval expedi- 
tions, Biaoco Baasa the captain of his Janidarie harque- 
bushcra, the ZaoFretto Baasa captaio of bis g'liard, with 
other of great authority bareheaded. After his chariot 
came sweet melody, and then five eli;pliants of war (an 
elephant is well nigh as big as six oxen) gaunt and slen- 
der like a horse io tbe flanks, and of more swift foot 
than a man would think for, his fashion ia like no beaat 
in England, but the rldjje of his back is like ibat of an 
horse, hia feet hath five great homey toes, and a very 
lonjf snout of above two yards in length, with which he 
nill draw, by ooly snuffing np, a pretty good big lad, 
and deliver him to the rider, this long trunk fails down 
betwixt a large pair of teeth or tuahes of above an ell 
and a half long (as ye may commonly see at the comb- 
makera in London) bending like a boars, upwards, hia 
wrs wel nigh from the top to the neither tip of the liang- 
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iD)!^ down abore sereii fiMt long- And Rfter ihese five 
elephants, sadled and ordered for a nan to ride ea, 
came trumpets and all in tlie like manner as before, aad 
then marched 500 in a rank, 100,000 footaiea, and by 
their sides for win^^s 40000 horsemen, so that he came 
to the combate with 240000 fi«rhtinfif men, well accom- 
plished in armes: then was the f^reat Turk carried 
under a goodly canopy upon a black waggon on mens 
shoulders into the forry, which was richly prepared, 
where in the ?iew of both camps he landed, whilst the 
warlike instruments 'echoed wide in the air. In the 
island for judp^es sat (in armour as did the other> 
the king of Rhodes, and the king of Ptunphylia, now 
called Alcayer. When the Turk was landed, there was 
brought to him by the hands of two kings, a great ele- 
phant of an ash colour, white embossed very glitter- 
ingly, whereon the great Turk mounted by a short 
ladder of silver, armed very strongly and most l)eauti- 
fnlly, then took he his javelin in his band, and vibrated 
it in great bravery, (as he could handle his weapon well) 
and hung his quiver of long darts at his back, then his 
ceiniter, &c. and so having saluted the judges, retired to 
the utmost part of the field, then mounted up the brave 
and puissant emperor so lightly in his heavy armor, as 
if either his gladness had lessened his weight, or the 
goodness of his cause, to the great rejoycing of the 
Christians and amazement of the Turks, at whom the 
Christians yeld so universally and hallowed, and other 
infinite kinds of gladsome tokens that the Turlc 
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VBtoniBhed stood stone still till the Christians had done, 
and tlien as men new risen to life, iviih such an horrible 
«honI, that their voyce rehounded to tlie air, at which 
dme the Christians shouted aj;tiin with them, as if they 
would have committed a battle with voyces, and Eurely 
their voices did light in the wide coasts and shores of 
the air. This done, the emperors prepared theinaetves 
-lo the fif;ht. 

CHAP. XXII. 

The Combaie. 
And when they were sworn chat neither of them had 
anyma^ick herb, charm, or incantation, whereby they 
mi^t prevail in their lighl on their adversary, and had 
sotemniKeil the occustomable cerctnoniea in like mat- 
ters of comhate. The lierauda gave their words of en- 
counter, then with loud Toyce and ahril trumpets cou- 
ragions blast, whilst all the people were in dead 'night 
expecting the demeanour Of these renoivned princes. 
Now we have brought yon lo behold these two cham- 
juons, arrived thither with their brave followers, ready 
fo proTC their valiance in the face of so great a multi- 
Noiv if you will stand aside lest their lagged 
jipears endammage you. t will give you leave to look 
through the lattice, where you shall even now see the 
two emperors with their bravcshock press doubt betwixt 
deir cruel encountringa. Now you may see the two 
combatants, or but as yet champions, coming from the 
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ends of the field, the excellent (^hrisdan Emperor with 
incomparable valour, visiting^ his horse sides with Ids 
spurs, carrying his spear in the rest with an even level, 
so that the thundring of the brave steed presaged the 
dint of the greatest thunder clap. When All Chan, 
gently galloping with his tinge beast, came forward with 
more swift pace still as he drew nearer to the emperor. 
All this while you may behold them hastening in their 
course, like as you see two great waves galloping from 
the comers of the sea driven by contrary winds, meeting 
together by long randome, to make the neighbours shoars 
to quake and dimb'd with their boystrous carrier. The 
emperor being now with his greatest fiory ready to 
fasten his lauoce upon his adversary, and his adversary 
ready to &sten his javelin on him, when the Turk su- 
dMuly stept aside, and the Emperor thmsted his void 
launce in the air, (for he might easily do it) for though 
the elephant be but low, yet he was higher than his 
horse by a yard, and yet his horse v/as the fairest and 
tallest to be found in all Christendom, so that needs he 
must lay his spear in an uneven height to break it on 
him. Sudainly the Turk stopt, and with his nimble 
beast followed the Emperor as he had fled, whereat the 
whole army of Turks shouted horribly, clapping their 
hands, and the Christian stood still in great silence, 
struck with just wonder of this strange Quiddity in com- 
bat, and ere the Emperor could make his stop, with a 
short turn, the Turk had hit him on the shoulder with 
his javelin, wliich being denyed entrance, for very anger 



rent it self in forty pieces, and chid in the air till ihef 
broke their necks on ihe ground, and had not then the 
horae sC&rted, the monstroua elephant had overthrown 
him with his rider to the earth. But then the horae 
incenst with ire for thia injury, and hia masler more 
hotly burnios «-ith disdain and furious pall leapt, 
bounded, and sent out at hia mouth thn foamy arKuments 
uf his bitter stomach, but ao fast the vile Turk followed 
that he had spent three long- daria upon the barbed 
flcLnka of the horse, which all in vain returned to their 
muster. The beholding TurVa so eag-erly persuing the 
stroaks with shouting, as if with a bidden sympathie 
their trayning bad augmented the violence of the blows. 
At length the good emperor sorely ashamed came now to 
make him amends for his pretty folsery : and with great 
Bcope throwing his launce forwards just upon the Turks 
face, and when be was almost by him, the infidel as if he 
but made a sport of the fight, stept aside very deliberately 
thinking that he should have inaile him run in the like 
order as before, hut he more cautelous marking of pur- 
pose which way he meant to decline, turned with him, 
and his learned horse could well do it, and indeed deaire 
of revenge hud ao seated it self in hia brave coiiragions 
breast, that now he even followed him as if he had been 
drawn with cart-ropes, the Turk seeing now he was cir- 
cumvented, felcht a pretty compass and trod a round, 
the elephant flying from the horse and the horse fol- 
lowing the elephant, as you might see Seignior Props- 
pero lead the way on Mile-end-green, in the ringles. 
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this wt8 a pretty sport to see the matt^ tum'd to a 
play. 

Now the ehristians haviniir like occasion to shew 
their {gladness, gave such an applandite, as never was 
heBid in any theater, lanfi^hinfi^ so effnsedly that they 
dasht their adversaries clean out of countenance, tick- 
]hkg af^ain with the lonfif lend laughter : when they had 
nin not passing twice about the Turk seeing his 
tioie, conveyed himself out of the ring, and then 
got again on his back spending his cowardly darts 
upon his strong enemies armor, and so fast he fol- 
lowed and so quickly the good emperor turned bade 
again, that his horses barb of steel out sticking in his 
front, met just upon the outside of the right eye of the 
elephant, that it sticking out a foot entred in above an 
inch, which the horse perceiving made the rest follow 
into his bead, up to the (hilts as to say) laying his fore 
feet out straight, and his hinder legs in like manner 
went poaking and crowded himself forward, still gather- 
ing upon the elephant, so that not so much with the 
horses force as the great beasts cruel pain, the elephant 
swaid back above a hundred foot. Now was the Em- 
peror glad, and with both his hands lifting himself upon 
hin stirrops, took his lance, and strook the Turk with 
the point full on the visard so thick and so many times, 
that some blood followed, with an hue and cry out of 
the windows of the helmet, to find the worker of his 
effusion: till the villain slave drawing his fine sword 
smote the lance very bravely in two, and casting his 



lUeld afore him, received tbe loii stroke ud the trun- 
cheon of it, whith the (centle emperor with fell fury 
threw at him that he made him decline almost to the 
fell- The Turk silting^ on the elephants back, could 
not with hia semiter reach the CliriBlian, nor he 
the Turk with liis curtilur, bo that now they eate 
and lookt one upon the other, and the people at 
them, and all at this strange coping-. Tbe good horse 
Grauntier by ebance being gored a little under the 
mane betwist the bendinge of biirbs with the sharp tuiik 
on theelephunt neighed with great etomaeh, and leasing 
from ihe beaat which he had welnigh forced to the lists 
end, being thereto forwarded with the sharp spurs with 
io exceeding fnry, that it was not only a marvail how 
the good prince could ait him so assuredly and also that 
he spoil'd not himself, hut with more eager fury began 
to gallop upon tbe elephant again hi« mouth wide open, 
and horrible with the salt foaoi which in abundance 
issued from hia great heart : for by botv much the more 
a thing is gentle and quiet, by so much the more being 
moved he is iracund and implacable. Bui the emperor 
turniug his reins carryed him clean contrary to the Lists 
end, wbere stood launces for the same purpose as the 
manner is, of which he chose the two stiSest, longest, 
and rudest of tbeir stature, and came softly pacing to 
the Turk : who stood even there still where he was, the 
elephant bleeding in such abundance, that by the loss 
of so much blood his meekness turned into rage, and 
began to rise and buy, and stamp, and with an uncer- 
iiAa sway to move, so that with mnch adoe the slare 
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tiUyed and appeased him, tben the brave emperor lif^^ 
up bis vizor not only to take breatb, but tbe more freely 
that bis speech roifi^ht have passa^, be told the TvA 
tbat be bad in a base cowardly manner by false fraud 
and unequal fi^bt dishonoured himself and endan|2fered 
bim, for which he told him Mal^rado sno he would be 
Ifloriously revenged : and now* that they bad spent a 
good time in uncertain fortune, be bad brought two 
lances choose which he would, and either begin the fight 
anew nr make an end of the old ; promising uxion bis 
honour that if he refused so to do, he would fasten one 
in bis beast, and another in his heart. And if he dared 
to do that, he bad him come down on foot, and tb^e 
bl«ak a staff with him. The Turk as he was an honour- 
able souldier then presently slipt off bis elephant^ 
bravely answering that he came to conquer bim in sport, 
and not meaning to make a purposed battail, but sith 
he was so presumptuous as to dare him to his face, he 
should soon perceive how lightly he weighed his proud 
words, and then skipping to him, reacht a lance out of 
his hand, and went 100 paces backwards, so did the em- 
peror very joyfully, when they are come so far as they 
thought they might tru^t to their breath, holding their 
lances in both their hands, began to run very swifUy, 
and desire brought them together so fast and coura-^ 
giously, that their launces somewhat too malapart not 
suffering them to come together, hurld the Turk above 
seven foot off the launces length, so that not one there 
but thought that he had been either slain, or bis wind 
dasht out of his belly : the prince reelM backward abore 
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two paces, and yet fell doivn murli BsCooUhed. The 
people on both aides exceedingly amazed &nd afTrighted, 
especially the Turks who sent out such a doleful Sa- 
iiutus that it ivoultl hnve moved the stones to ruth, but 
the dolor of the cbristians ivaa not so great, for the 
moving of the emperor revived their spirits much, la 
a cause uu which the hcholders safeties do depend 
the ill aucceaa is much fe^ired, for it may he seen 
by this, that they will nilli a certain alacrity and 
sympatbie seem to help or to pity as the cause 
requires. On a sodain the emperor lift up his head, at 
ivhich the christians gave such an universal shoot, aa if 
even now they would have fray'd the iiiouuiiLiua adjacent. 
The two couragioua beasts, having lately heaped up 
red hot rancor in their disdainful stoiiiacks, aasuulted 
the one l!ie other with all the weapuna uf nature, that 
it had been enough for to have delighted any one, but 
the horse liad some sniall advantage by reason the ele- 
phants rig'ht eye was covered tvith the trailing doivn of 
the blood- By this time the emperor rose again, and the 
one went to his horse, the other to hJs elephant, having 
first splintred their spears, and fenced a o long as any 
vertue remained in their slaughtered launces. When 
each bad gotten to their beasts they began to forward 
them, who with eijual ire moved, needed no incourage- 
ment, then did the emperor coming with full scope upon 
the Turk, smite the elephant just upon oue of the teeth, 
while with great rage the horse had fastened his pike 
&gMn in the jaw-bone, ao that the elephant still sn-ayed 
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back, bat neither of them being able to reach the one 
the other; the excellent prince casting his golden shield 
before him, and drawing his glittering cortelar, leapt 
upon the neck of his horse, and laying one hand npon 
one tooth of the elephant, with the other hand npon tlie 
thonge that went cross his forehead, vaulted up, and 
settling his feet upon the tasks, on the head of tke 
beast, cast up himself, and laid his sitting place where 
his hands were, and there he rode by a little and a little, 
till he might buckle with the insedent. No soonercame 
he within the reach of the Turk, but he smote the Turk 
so freely, who was ready prepared for him, that he 
made him decline a little, there they fought so too^ 
that the elephant driven through pain was thrust up to 
the lists, hereupon all the christian people shouted, is 
a more free manner than ever at any time before, all 
the while the hard roettal'd swords play'd upon eadi 
others shields, so that the glory of their rare fight was 
so wonderfully pleasing to the eye, and so honourable 
to the combatants, that if they had jested one would 
well have been contented to view all the long- day : hut 
the good prince was too hard for the other, for with hi* 
ready blows he urged the great slave out of hisccD, 
and made him sit behind the arson of the saddle, and if 
this accident had not happen'd he had surely made kin 
sit behind the arson of his elephants tayle. For so son 
as the elephant had but touched the lists, the Chrisdtf 
marshals of the field came gallopping and parted^ 
combatants, Itolding the Turk as vanquished, whilst b^ 
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tnixt Ihe contrary and advene psri there wa* four ne- 
gatives, so that well iiigli the; htid fallen to hlowa, for 
tbe caae aeeined to the Cliristian plain, to the Turk 
uoju^t. That beL-HUie the beast wliereua be rode went 
to the lists end, therefore the stopper should be blamed. 
Well, heraiild* whose office it is to ileal in such royal 
matters, bad the distcassing of it, and it was deferred to 
arbiter!, with tbis cundition, that if the 'I'urkwas found 
vanquiBhed, he should be yielded as recreant (and mis- 
creant he was.) So the matter was posted off whilst it 
never was concluded, and both the panics departed, the 
one to the camp, the other to thecily, in no less solemn 
pomp than they entred accompanied into the saodj, 
where so rare a chance fununed betwixt so puissant 
emperors. And because the matter was as strange as 
true I have sojourned a liule loo Iodj; in it. But in the 
next inae jrou shall have a better refreshment or a newer 
choice. 
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By chance a knight si 
the presence of a great company of brave ladies, where- 
fore he swore to be egregiously revenged on him, giving 
liiui the field, which the knight refaacd not, so the wea- 
pons, the place, the time, were ordained, and Fauslus 
went out to the held, and nu souuer ivas Faustus gone 
' out of the presence, but Signior di Medesimo who was 
4 well known to be a valourous and courageous mail ia 
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y« kind M any was about tlie court, on a soduii fell 
down on his knees before all the ladies, shaking aod 
quYerinf^ with a hce as pale as him which was new 
risen from a months burying, desiring them if ever they 
tendred any Oentlemans case, to intreat Monsieur Infe- 
1^0 to forgive him this trespass. At this the whole 
assembly burst out into a loud laughter, to see the man 
that was even now in his brave terms and vaundng 
words to come in ail submissive manner to intreat for a 
pardon so ridiculously. He yet persisted with many a 
salt tear and hands lifted up towards the heavens, from 
whence his pitty came, when Faustus came blowing in like 
a swash-buckler with his rapier by his side, and his hand 
on his poynard, swearing all the cross row over. But when 
he saw the knight in such a pickle, he set himself agunst. 
a 'wall and laughed so loud and so heartily, that all the 
whole rout could not chuse but laugh mth him, and 
there was laughing, and here and there and every where. 
At length two ladies rose, to whom perhaps this knight 
owed some particular 8ervice,.and desiring Don Infeligo 
with very mild sermon to be friends with Medesimo 
again, he told them that they could not demand the 
thing which; he could not readily fulfil, marry he re- 
quested this, that as the disgrace, which he had received 
was too great to be forgotten without some such equal 
revenge that he might use some like injury^ whereby 
he might be satisfied, and he might again come into his 
grace, which they granted. Faustus came to Medicimo 
and reared him up upon his feet, and then got upon his

back, and so rid twice about the chamber, and when he 
had done he took him by tlm chin, who had not yet for- 
gotten how to iveep. Shaking worse than any school- 
boy ivhcri he fears to climb the horse, and gave him s 
good box on the ear, and nent hia way. So the kni|;ht 
was utterly disgraced, and for shame durst not be Been 
all the day afler. They which were there had sport 
abundance, and Fauatus was feared for his brave valour, 
and with his continual delight in knavery got him foes 
enough too. 



CHAP. XXIV. 
Another time he by chance overheard a gentleman 
ivhich was talking to alady, andsaid that whatsoever she 
commanded him to do he would do it, if she would 
grant him grace. The gentlewoman belike willing' to 
heare him speak so not to her, required him to build in 
that place ivith one word a castle of hne silver, at which 
the gentleaiaii amazed went away confounded, Faustus 
followed him fast, and said to him that he hait overheard 
the ladiea unjust demand, wherefore go say (quoth he) 
thou will do it with one word. And so the gentleman 
did and it was done, whilst be ran laughing in to many 
nobles and lusty gallants, telling them he would shew 
them the strangest thing that ever they saw, and all 
they came running into the garden together, where they 
found the gentleman fast lockt in a pair of stocks, and 
•nnglf foul kitchen wench in his arms. O lord what 
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woiidrous sport did he make then there. And when 
they had laup(hed their fill, he loosed the g'allaBt, ivho 
went and swore all that he could he would be reveBfi^ed 
on him. In such monstrous intolerable knaveries, 
Faufitus took especial felicity. 



CHAP. XXV. 

TuKSK four hcucst fellowes Faustus, Akercock^ Me* 
phostophiles, and Wagner, went out together into the 
street, and walking there by chance espied four gentle- 
women seeming to be sisters, them they cast to abuse, 
and they were never content to play any merry pranks 
for honest sporty but they must be so satyrically fuU of 
gall» that they commonly proved ipfajnott9» spareing 
neither their good name on whom they committed them, 
nor any kind of villany, so it might procure mirth : when 
they had talked sufticieutly with them, they did so much 
that they were coutcuted to ride abroad with them, and 
so each fetched hh borse and came to them masked, and 
the gentlewoineu were wimpled likewise, (for the men 
as well 98 women u&o there to wear maska.) Thus they 
rode to the common furlong where many Italian gentle- 
men were playing at the Baloun, and there tbey rode 
round about, wbolc armies of shoots accompanying them, 
tbey riding still backwards and forward, whilst these 
uien-women bad tiowed their coats to their doublets, and 
pla'd upon their backis things of vile reproach amongst 
tUeu), then rode they to the court not vet satisfied, 
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CHAP. XXVI, 

Tbb emperor being Some five or aix days in rest within 
his wall;, ealised, as slotti eannot dwell in true noble 
breasts, the whole army to set forward, leaving a conve 
nient garrison within the city of 30000 men, marched 
into the fields in sundry embattles with above 13000'J 
men. And there in the view of the army Mepb. Akerc. 
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Wag. and FaoBtOB prickt up to the Turks camp^ armed in 
compleat harnessy and there challenged any four to 
break a staff with them, then came there forth four 
Janisaries horsemen armed at all assaies, and there they 
ran all together to the singular delight of the beholders, 
•o gallantly they demeaned themselves, but in the cope 
all the four Janisares were run quite thorow and thorow 
(as they say) and there lay on the cold earth, then made 
these four fellows in arms their stop, and expected a 
fresh revenge, which came immediately thundring out 
of the entry of the camp, with whom to occur in time 
they met with the like success as before, to their singu- 
lar commendations and high praises : then *gan the Turk 
to stamp and fret, and commanded four of the best in 
his whole camp, and four more with them to run at these 
villains and to captive them, where they should rue the 
rashness of their presumption with long eternal torment. 
These eight came with all their power together and 
broke their lauuces very hardly upon ibeir faces^ and so 
did they four on theirs, then they drew their swords 
committing a brave turnej, till two of the Turks 
were slain, and the six fled, which were immediately 
hanged ; at which the Cbridtians laughed heartily, and 
these four returned thanked highly, and for that the 
enemy would not advance himself to the general fortune 
of the fight, they marched in again into the city. 



CHAP. XXVII. 
Aboi;t two & clock in the ni^bt the Turk approached 
with ail hia whole armj' uato the walla of the city cant- 
ing particular bands tind pyoneers to <lijf through the 
couiitennure, the aeotinela which were on the walla, 
privily capyitig tiy reason the moon frave some alender 
light though she was but three dayea old, gave warning, 
without any alarm Co the chief commanders ; so that the 
wbole power of the city almoat was gathered into arms, 
without any slroak of the drum. The place wherein the 
Turk waa entring, was right against a afreets end of 
above two yards oTcr, and Dot above thirty yardi from 
the breach, they had digged a deep trench, and placed 
on the scarp nine double cannons throughly round and 
charged with chain and inurthering ahot, and on each 
side of the cross street they bad erected forts of gravel, 
&c. like our barricadoes now, in each of which they 
placed above Hfteen culvering aud cannon. Now the 
breach being suiKcient, the Turk having entered above 
3000 men, gave the onset, and sounded the bloody 
alarm, when sodainly the flankers discharged and the 
buluarks ahot freely together, and utterly cut off all 
them that entred beyoud the ditch, and betwixt those 
three mentioned forls with their terrible ahot, they swept 
thein all out of the place, then began the Turk to thrust 
hia men fonvard upon the breach (havinir lost in this 
assault above 2100) and ever aa they came up to the 
breach the cannon heaved them off, and the amall shot 
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from the loops so galled them that they durst not ap- 
proach. But the Turk cared not, for the murdring of 
his men inifrhx weary the cannons insatiate cruelties at 
length. Then was alarm given througk the city, and 
every one fell to their arms, getting to the walls, and 
the rest to the assembling places, whilst the Turk freshlf 
filled the breaches with murthered men, he enforcing 
himself to his power to enter, and they to keep him out. 
When he saw that how he had stopt the breaches so 
with ded bodycs which almost made a new red sea with 
their blood, in great rage transporting above 30000 men 
over Danuby, furnished them with scaling ladders, 
whilst he with great store of cannon l)€at his own slain 
men ofif the forenamed breaches, for he was a n^rciless 
tyrant, aud caused them to assault the wall it self, which 
they did. Now began the morning to appear, aod the 
Christians came just upon the backs of the assailants, 
with the greatest part of the whole power of the city, 
and put them all to the sword, save those that escaped 
from them by water, but killed of their own fellowes. 
Then the Christians marched upon the Turk, who see- 
ing his power greatly weakened, having lost at this 
unlucky assault alcove !J.'U)00 men, cursing and banning 
his disastrous fortune, and his gods the givers of it, 
retyred in a flying pace to his camp, whilst the plente- 
ous spoils made rich the Christians, for upon the dead 
carkases were found store of jewels and gold in great 
plenty. 
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GUAP- XXVIII. 
This new victory gladded tlie Christians exceedingly, 
aa mutU as it jjreived the Turks. The breaches were 
now freshly repaired with all expedition. The Christian 
princeE seebg- the inconveiiience that followed their 
keeping within the cily, and how great shame it were 
for them to abstain from the enemy, considering tbeir 
power to be not much inferior to that of the Turks in 
number, much more in brave souldiery, wherefore they 
made a general itmaler and determined to offer the 
battel to them in the plain held, ivhich if they refused^ 
they would give them in their camps concluding all 
under one dayes valiatice, then marched forth the Eng- 
lish archers, of whom Wagner desired he might be with 
his fellows, which v/heu tbey had taken tbeir stand, they 
brought store uf tlctchery to tbem in carts, which were 
there disburdened, bo every archer being five double 
fumiBhed, the number of them now was gOOO the pike 
being converted into them, being thereto desirous, and 
having therefore made great suit, for the emperor was 
very loth to f org oe their first good service; Fan. coun- 
selled the captain to t-buse a plot of above one hundred 
acres square, where it ivaa open to each horseman, 
which they marvelled at greatly, but j'et they easily 
granted to stand any where : they were so well plaeeU, 
that tbey stood as well to defend tbe friend as Co offend 
the foe. Then in due order marched out the whole 
army of the Cbristians, uid so settled themselves, whilst 
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the Turk brought forward his thick swarms. Now it had 
been a bra?e sight, to see the neatest princes of the whole 
world east and west, attended on by their whole forces 
set in aray, their gorgeous and bright armours and wea- 
pons casting up long tramels of golden shine to the hea* 
Tens, the noyse of clarions, trumpets, &c. incouraging 
the fainting souldier, and increasing the boldness of the 
resolute. There was at once in this field all the terror 
of the world, accompanied with all the beauty. In the 
city you might ha?e seen the remunders at the churches 
at prayer, solemn procession round about the town with 
great devotion, &c. Well, the time was come that the 
horsemen began to assault the pike, and attempting the 
ruptures of the aray, and the forlorn hopes fiercely skir- 
mishing whilst with loud-outcries the whole use of hear- 
ing was taken away: abo?e you nothing but smoak, 
round about you the thundring cannon, and sharp hor- 
rors of sundry weapons, and at your feet death. There 
might you see the great use of the eughen bow, for the 
horse no whit fearing the musket, or caliver, as used to 
it nor yet respects the piercing of a bullet, by the thick 
tempest of arrows, hiding their eyes and hurting their 
bodies, overthrew the horse-master to the ground, on 
that side could not one horseman appear, but straight 
they fetcht him down, so that of thirty thousand horse- 
men of one assault, there was not one that came within 
five spears length of the battel on foot. The great Turk 
cursing heaven and earth, and all trees that bore such 
murthering fruit as bowes and arrows, caused a troup of

live kundred barbed horaes with ttrenty tliauaand more 
to run upon the arcliers all tni^ther, ivhicb they did, bat 
^vhanthey came ju9t upon a little ridge, noionehorae bnt 
fodaiDly elopt, aod the riders which now had rested their 
staveB, lying rlose upon the saddle pommeU, were thrown 
([oite out of the saddle, and either their backs broken, 
or quite elain. All the whole archerie with the camp 
wondrinft hereat, aa ignorant of the matter, every one 
suspending hia several judgment, but Faustus laughed 
heartily, who knew the mailer plain, for there had thev 
buried in sand all Ihe way wolvea guts, ivhich by natural 
magick, bb authors affirm, suffers not the hone to come 
over it in any case, nor any force can carry htm over 
with a rider on him. For the archers drew Just upon, 
and BO uniiersally shot together, that all the troops were 
put to flight, and above half epoyled and murtbered. 
To be brief, so much the Christians prevdted upon the 
Turks in three hours and a half fight, that all them 
were turned and fled, each one advancing forward in his 
flight, there were slain in this battel and flight above 
seven-score thousand Turks, the great Turk himself 
6ghting manfully on hU elephant, was by the emperors 
own hands slain, all hie rhief bassaa and men of honour, 
to the number of three hundred died manfully about 
him : now the retreat was bounded, and ihey marched 
home in most glorious pomp and rejoicing, ivhcre the 
SOtildiera made rich with the great spoil of the camp, 
ivere dismissed, and the princes returned home, and due 
■ order taken for the safety of the city. So the Duke of 
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AuttrU rid of bb eaemie^ guwt biaiself to his forepassed 
life, and the other princes with gremt joy caused generaL 
feaatt and trivmpbs to be performed in all their 
doDSy profinces, and territorica wbataoever. 
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
